Recites that the Laws at pre- 
fent in force have been found 
defective in many Refpefts, in 
regard to the Trial and Punish¬ 
ment of Criminal Slaves.

That if any Slave or Slaves fhall perfonally 
infulr, abufe, threaten, or in any Manner con tern ptuoufly treat any White or Free Perfon, 
or fhall harbour, receive, and conceal any Slave or Slaves, knowing that fuch Slave or 
Slaves fhall have run away or abfented his, her, or themlelves, from his, her, or their 
Matter, Renter, or fc mployer’s Service or if any Slave or Slaves fhall be found gaming, 
beating Drums, blowing Shells or other loud lnftruments at improper Hours, or fight¬ 
ing, or fhall draw a Knife upon his Opponent, or fhall be guilty of any Crime, which by 
the Laws of England would be deemed Petty Larceny, fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be punifh¬ 
able for any fuch Offence at the Difcretion of any One Juftice of the Peace, who is hereby 
authorized and impowered to take Cognizance of the fame, and to inflitt fuch Puniflimenc 
as he fhall judge adequate to the Offence.

COPY of an AS of the Legiflature for the fuppreffing of 
Runaway Slaves, &c. ; and of Five Adts, fince pafled, reviv¬ 
ing, continuing, and amending the lame* 

An All for fuppreffing of Runaway Slaves, and for the better Government of Slaves ; 
and for preventing Slaves being fraudulently carried off this Ifland ; and for en¬ 
abling the Commander in Chief or Prejident of the Council for the ’Time being , 
to fend out Detachments of Free Mulattoes, Free Negroes, and other Free Per - 
fans, being Male Defendants of Negroes , in Purfuit of Runaway Slaves. 

■^/"HEREAS divers Negroes and others have abfented themfelves from the Service of Preamble. 

their refpeftive Owners, Renters, or Employers, and have and do daily feduce others 
to run away and join them, whereby they are increafed to a great Number, and often com¬ 
mit great Infolences, Outrages, Thefts, and Robberies on the Inhabitants of this Ifland: 

For the Prevention of all futh Evils for the future, and the ill Confequences of them, we 
Your Majefty’s mod dutiful, loyal, and obedient Subjefts the Governor, Council, and Af- 
fembly of this Your Majefty’s Ifland of Dominica, do humbly pray Your Moft: Excellent Ma- 
jefty, that it may be Enafted; 

And be it, and it is hereby Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slave or Clause I. 
Slaves who hath or have been upon, or (hall hereafter be upon this Ifland, for the Space of 
One Year, fhall abfent or withdraw, or being now run away, abfent, or withdrawn from his, 
her, or their Owner, Renter, 6t Employer’s Service, fhall continue fo ablent or withdrwn 
for the Space of Three Months from the Publication of this Aft, or from the Time fuch 
Slave or Slaves fhall firft abfent, withdraw, or run away hereafter, or if any Slave or Slaves 
having been or that fhall be on this Ifland for the Space of One Year, fhall abfent or with¬ 
draw, or run away from his, her, or their Owner, Renter, or Employer's Service, at feve- 

ral Times within the Space of Two Years, amounting in all to Six Months, all and every 
fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be and is and are hereby adjudged guilty of Felony, and fhall 
fuffer Death as a Felon or E’elons, or fuch other Punifhment as the Juftices, from the Cir- 
cumftances of the Cafe, fhall judge proper, and if convicted of Felony lhall fuffer the 7 h; > Part ob ' 
Pains of Death, by virtue of a Warrant from any Two Juftices of the Peace of this Ifland; £ufesr««*

cute or caufe to be executed, in any Part of this Ifland, all Slave or Slaves whatfoever con- 
demned to Death, and fhall bury or caufe to be buried fuch Slave or Slaves fo executed; r *p° rwd «*>« 
and it fhall and may be lawful for the Provoft Marfhal to have and receive as a Fee, for 
each Slave executed and buried, the Sum of Six Pounds Twelve Shillings Current Money, 
and no more, to be paid out of the public Treafury of this Ifland. 

Provided neverthelefs, and be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slave Clause 
or Slaves, now abfent, withdrawn, or run away, fhall rerurn or furrender him, her, or them- II. 
felves to his, her, or their Owner, Renter, or Employer, within Six Weeks next enfuing the 
Date of the Publication of this Aft, fuch Slave or Slaves fo returning or furrendering is 
and are hereby pardoned and acquitted of and from all Crime and Crimes (Murder, or an 
Attempt to Murder, only excepted) by him, her, or them heretofore committed, or which 
had been committed before the Publication of this Aft. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Publication Clause 
of this Aft it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon or Perfons to apprehend and take up III. 
any Slave or Slaves that fhall be found off or from the Plantation of his, her, or their Owner, 

Renter, or Employer, or out of the Town or Plantation wherein or whereon his, her, or 
their Owner, Renter, or Employer aftually then is, or ufually refides, (except Slaves employed 
in bringing Water or other Neceffaries for fuch Owner, Renter, or Employer’s Ufe, or 
unlefs attending upon fume White Perfon,) without a Permifiion in Writing, figned by 
fuch Owner, Renter, or Employer, or fome White Perfon employed by fuch Owner, 

Renter, or Employer; and the Perfon or Perfcns apprehending fuch Slave or Slaves is 
and are hereby diredled to conduft him, her, or them, in Forty-eight Hours, or caufe him, 
her, or them to be conducted to the Plantation, Habitation, or ufual Place of Refidcnce 
of the Owner, Renter, or Employer of fuch Slave or Slaves, who is hereby required to pay 
to the Apprehender of fuch Slave or Slaves the Sum of Seven Shillings and Sixpence for

Plantation, Habitation, or the Town or Plantation wherein or whereon he or (he ufuallv 
refides, or at any of fuch apprehending actually then was abfent from the Service of fuch 
Owner, Renter, or Employer, and if taken up at any greater Diftance, Fifteen Shillings 
Currency, and One Shilling for every computed Mile fuch Slave or Slaves is or are con¬ 
ducted ; and in cafe any Dilpute Ihould arife about the Mile Money, the fame to te deter¬ 
mined by any Juftice of the Peace j and if fuch Owner, Renter, or Employer lhall refufe 
to pay fuch Reward, any Juftice of the Peace is hereby authorifed and required, (upon Com¬ 
plaint, and the Oath or Oaths of the Apprehender or Apprehenders of fuch Slave or Slaves 
of fuch Refufal to pay as aforefaid,) to iffue his Warrant of Diftrels in Nature of an Exe¬ 
cution, directed to any Conftable, to levy the fame, with the Charges, on the Goods, Chat¬ 
tels, or other Effects of fuch Owner, Renter, or Employer; and the Goods, Chattels, or 
other Effects levied on, fuch Conftable is hereby required to expofe to Sale, under the fame 
Regulations, Conditions, and Reflrictions as are appointed for the Sale of Goods and Chat¬ 
tels of Defendants taken in Execution by the Provoft Marfhal of this Ifland, provided fuch 
Sale be made within Ten Days from the Day ot the Levy, and it fhall and may be lawful 
for fuch Conftable to take and dedud, as a Fee for his Trouble, the Sum of Seven Shil¬ 
lings and Six Pence Currency. 

And whereas Slaves upon flight or no Occafion frequently run away, and abfent themlelves in 
Gangs, from the Service of their Owners, Renters, or Employers, to the Ruin and Impoverilh- 
ment of them, and to the Terror and Danger of his Majefty’s Subjects, the Inhabitants of this 
Ifland ; Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slaves, being of the Age 
of Twelve Years, or upwards, lhall hereafter abfent or run away in any Number or Gang 
amounting to Ten in Number, or upwards, and lhall continue run away, or abfent from 
their Duty as aforefaid, for Ten Days or more, then One of the laid Slaves, fuch as the 
Juftices lhall think the greateft Offender, lhall fuffer Death as a Felon. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perlon or Perlons, either 
Free or Slave, lhall kill in Purfuit, or take and apprehend alive, any Slave or Slaves, who 
hath or have been abfent from the Service of his, her, or their Owner, Renter, or Employer, 
Three Months and upwards, (after having been One Year in this Ifland, or having been One 
Year in America,) fuch Perfon or Perfons fo taking or killing fuch Slave or Slaves in Pur¬ 
fuit lhall receive Three Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland for every Slave fo killed, and 
Six Pounds like Money for every Slave fo taken alive, fo as the faid Slave fo taken alive 
be convifted of the Crime of running away ; and the Treafurer of this Ifland, or his lawful 
Deputy, are hereby authorifed, required, and empowered to pay the laft-mentioned Re¬ 
wards, upon due Proof made before a Magiftrate of this Ifland of fuch Slave or Slaves be¬ 
ing killed, or upon Conviction of the Slave or Slaves being taken, and a Certificate made 
of fuch Killing ,or of fuch Conviftion, under the Hand of any Juftice of the Peace of 
this Ifland, before whom Proof of fuch Killing was made on the Trial of the Slave had. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Perfon or Perfons who 
lhall have any Slave guilty of running away punilhable by Death within the Meaning of 
this ACt killed in Purfuit, or that lhall be taken, convicted, and fuffer Death for running 
away, lhall receive out of the public Treafuryof this Ifland the Value of the Slave killed, 
to be iettled by the Oaths of Two credible White Perfons, being Freeholders or Leafe- 
holders lhat knew the Slave (if killed) to be fworn before fome Juftice of the Peace of 
this Ifland; and fuch Oath and Value to be certified by the Juftice of Peace before whom 
taken, and his Hand and Seal, fo as the fame does not exceed Sixty Pounds Current Money 
of this Ifland. 

And be it further EnaCled by the Authority aforefaid. That after any Slave or Slaves is or 
are run away from his, her, or their Owner, Renter, or Employer’s Service, every other 
Slave, knowing of fuch running away, who lhall entertain, harbour, receive, or conceal, 
or any otherways aflift, comfort, afford, or give any Suftenance to luch Slave or Slaves fo 
run away, lhall, upon Conviction thereof, before One Juftice of the Peace, for any fuch Of¬ 
fence be publicly whipped upon the bare Back with any Number of Stripes, at the Dif- 
cretion of the Juftice, not exceeding Fifty; and if any Free Perfon or Perlons lhall enter¬ 
tain, harbour, receive, conceal, or anyways did aflift, comfort, afford or give Suftenance to 
any fuch Slave or Slaves, fuch Perfon or Perfons, for the Firft Offence, lhall forfeit Ten 
Pounds Current Money of this Ifland, and for the Second Offence Twenty Pounds Current 
Money, and for the Third Offence Fifty Pounds like Current Money, and lhall be liable befides 
to be profecuted, and pay to the Owner, Renter, or Employer of fuch Slave or Slaves the 
Sum of Twenty Shillings Current Money for every Day he, Ihe, or they lhall fo entertain 
harbour, receive, or conceal fuch Runaway Slave or Slaves; and if fuch Free Perfon or 
■•Perfons cannot immediately pay the Fines hereby impofed for entertaining Runaway Slaves 
he, fhe, or they lhall be imprifoned in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, in lieu of the Fine*

Diredion of a White Perfon fent along with fuch Slave or Slaves, any tree Perfon may le.ze 
fuch Slave or Slaves with Arms and Weapons alone, and c.rry fuch Slave or Slaves and 
Arms or Arms only, before a Juftice of the Peace, and the Juftice fhall order the Arms to be 
forfeited, fnd the fame are hereby declared to be forte.ted to the Per on or Perfons that 
fhall have feized the faid Slave or Slaves, or Arms, and the Juftice fhall order fuch Slave or 
Slaves to be publicly whipped, and to be kept in Cuftody urit.l the ufoal Ke for wh.pp.ng oe 
paidi but if there was a Ticket duly given for carrying the laid Arms and Weapons, and the 
hme Ticket be loft, or was taken from fuch Slave or Slaves, or the Slave or Slaves bun 
attendant that Day on his or their Owner, Renter, or Employer, then upon Oath thereof made 
by the Owner, Renter, or Manager, that fuch Ticket was lo given, the Arms fhall again be 
rJftored to the Owner, Renter, Manager, or Employer of luch Slave or Slaves, if it (hall ap¬ 
pear to fuch Juftice that fuch Arms and Weapons were neceffary. 

And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon whatfoever lhall 
hereafter fell, barter, or give to any Slave or Slaves any bire-arms, Cuilafies, or other o - 
fenfive Weapons, Gunpowder, or any other Kind of Ammunition, without a Ticket from 
the Owner, Renter, or Employer of fuch Slave or Slaves, he, flie, or they ffiall for citte 
Sum of Fifty Pounds Current Money of this Ifland to his Majelly, his Pleirs and Su..- 
cclTors, for the public Ufes of this Ifland, to be recovered by Bill, Plaint, or Information, in 
any Court of Record in this Ifland. 

And be it, and it is hereby Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if the Provoft Mar- 
(hal of this Ifland, or his lawful Deputy, or any ConftabJe fliaU refufe or 
refpedive Duties purfuant to this Ad, he or they fhall each forfeit Twenty Pounds Current 
Money of this Ifland for each Offence, to his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors for the 
public Ufes of this Ifland, to be recovered by any Adion of Debt, Bill, I hunt, or Inform - 
tion, wherein no Effoign, Protedion, or Wager of Law fhall be allowed. 

And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That no Slave or Slaves whatfoever 
fhall be prevented from bringing of any Garden Produce or other Prov.fions the 1 reduce of 
the feveral Plantations, into the Markets and Towns in this Ifland, on Sundays, Holidays, 
or any other Days, prov.ded they have Tickets of Leave to fell the fame from their Owners, 
Renters, Managers, and Employers, but that no Slave or Slaves, on any Pretence whatfoever, 
with or without Leave of h.s or their Owner, Renter, Manager or Employer, be permuted to 
fell or difpofe of any Coffee, Cocoa, Canes, Sugar, Rum, Molaffes, or Cotton ; but if any 
Slave or Slaves fhall offer any or either of the before-menuoned Produce for Sale, the lame 
may be feized by any Perfon or Perfons, and carried to any Juftice of the Peace, who fhall 
confifeate the fame to the Ufe of the Poor, provided the fame be not ttolen, and not claimed in 
Ten Days, and order fuch Slave or Slaves to be whipped or put into the Stocks, as he fhall 

judge proper. 

And be it Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That every Owner Renter, or Employer of 
any Slave or Slaves fhall feed or caufe to be fed all fuch Slave or Slaves as fhall be under his, 
her or their Care, with a fufficient Quantity of good and wholelome bood, and fhall not allow 
them One Day in every Week in lieu thereof, under the Penalty hereinafter ment.oned, and 
(hall oive them good and fufficient Cioathtng once in every Year, and (hall be obliged to take 
Care of all old and infirm Slave or Slaves, and particularly fuch as have incurable Difeafes, or 
any Way diftempered; and if any Owner, Renter, Manager, or Employer of any Slave or 
Slaves fhall negled to feed and cloath his, her, or their Slave or Slaves or allow fuch Day m 
the Week as aforefaid in lieu of Food, or fhall negled to take Care of fuch old, mcurable, 
or diftempered Slave or Slaves, he, fhe, or they fhall for every fuch Offence forfeit the Sum 
of Twenty Pounds, to be recovered by Warrant, as in the Third Claufe of this Aft. 

Preamble. And whereas it is a common Practice for Negroes and other Slaves to meet in great 
preamble. c anies . m thc fcycral Towns an j other Places in this Ifland on the Lord s Day, feattmg. 
Clause • * *_j __ «,h‘irh mam? Ouarrels and Difturbances arife: Be ii 
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drinking, dancing, and gaming, from which many Quarrels and Difturbances arife: Be ic 
therefore Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That on every Lord s Day, and Holidays here¬ 
after mentioned, the Conftables of the feveral Towns, and of the refpeftive Panfhes in this 
Ifland, are hereby required and directed to go into the feveral Market Places of the faid 
Towns or other Places, at the Hour of Two o’Ciock on every Sunday and every fuch Ho- 
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lid ay, and caufe all fuch Slave or Slaves as fhall be then in the faid Markets or other Places 
immediately to depart to his, her, or their refpedive Houfes; and if any Slave or Slaves fhall 
refute to obey the Orders of any Conftable, fuch Conftable is hereby authorized to put i'uch 
Slave or Slaves into the Stocks, or other Place of Confinement, and to carry him, her, or them 
the next Morning before any Juftice of the Peace, which faid Slave or Slaves fhall be pub¬ 
licly whipped at the Difcretion of fuch Juftice, and in like Manner the Conftables are to ad 
with refped to all fuch Slave or Slaves as fhall be found on Sundays and fuch Holidays in any 
Part of the faid Towns or elfewhere, feafting, drinking, dancing, gaming, quarrelling, or fight¬ 
ing; and in like Manner the faid Conftables are to aft with reiped to fuch Slave or Slaves that 
fhall be found in the faid Towns any Time in the Week after Nine o’Clock at Night, without 
a Ticket from his, her, or their Owner, Renter, Manager, or b mployer; and all Freeholders 
and Leafeholders in this Ifiand are hereby empowered and required to difperle all luch 
Slave or Slaves as fhall be found rioting as aforefaid. 

And be it Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That any Slave or Slaves who fhall prefume Clause 
wilfully to ftrike, or attempt to ftrike any White Perfon. under any Ptetence whaifoever, XVII. 
unlefs in the lawful, immediate, and necefiary Defence of his, her, or their Owner, Renter, 

Manager, or Employer’s Perfon, fhall fuflfer Death, or lofe his, her, or their Right Hand, at 
the Difcretion of Two Juftices of the Peace; and in like Manner fhall any Slave or Slaves 
be punifhed that fhall be guilty of Murder, or grofsly infulting, or attempting to (bike his 
or her Owner, Renter, Manager, or Employer; or being guilty of any Robbery or Stealing, 
where the Thing or Things fo robbed or ftolen fhall amount to the Sum of Five Pounds 
Currency, and upwards; and where the Value of the Thing or Things robbed or ftolen do 
not amount to Five Pounds, the Offender or Offenders is and are to be publicly whipped, or 
imprifoned in the Common Gaol, at the Difcretion of any One or more Juftice or Juftices of 
the Peace in this Ifiand : Provided always. That any Slave or Slaves who fhall break open 
any Houfe, Outhoufe, or Store, or rob or attempt to rob on the Highway, fhall fuffer Death 
as a Felon, or fuch other Punifhment as the Juftice 01 Juftices fhall direct. 

And whereas very many Jnconveniencies have arifen to feveral of the Inhabitants of this Clat sE 
Ifiand, by the Number of Holidays that are allowed the Slaves; Therefore, to prevent fuch XVIII. 
Inconveniencies, Be it Ena&ed by the Authority aforefaid. That the Slaves of this Ifiand fhall 
have the following Holidays (and no other); that is to fay, Chriftmas Day and the Day 
after. Good Friday and the Fifteenth Day of Auguft, in every Year; and if any Owner, 

Renter, Manager, or Employer of any Slave or Slaves, fhall permit his, her, or their Slave 
or Slaves to take any other Holidays than thefe hereby allowed, by permitting them to go 
off their refpeftive Plantation, he, fhe, or they fhall, for every fuch Offence, forfeit Five 
Pounds Current Money, to be levied by a Warrant to any Conftable, from any Juftice of the 
Peace, on fuch Offender’s Effe&s, to be paid into the public Treafury for the pui lie Ul'es of 
tfc is Ifiand; but if fufficient Effedls cannot be found, then the faid Offender’s Perfon is to 
be arrefted and committed to Gaol for the Space of Ten Days, unlefs in the mean Time, he, 
fhe, or they, pays the aforefaid Fine of Five Pounds for the aforefaid Ufes. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That whatfoever Owner, Renter, Manager, Clause 
or Employer of any Plantation or Houfe in Town in this Ifiand, being therein or thereupon XIX. 
refident, and not being abfent from his, her, or their Plantation or Houfe in Town, and when 
rone fuch are on the Plantation, or in his, her, or their Houfe in Town, then, if any fuch 
Manager or Overfcer of fuch Plantation, or Perfon having the Charge of fuch Houfe in 
Town, being at Home, and the Owner, Renter, or Employer happens to be abfent from 
Home, fhall fuffer any Slave or Slaves to beat any Drum or Drums, or empty Cafks or 
Boxes, or great Gourds, or to blow Horns, Shells, or loud Inftruments, for the Diverfion or 
Entertainment of Slave or Slaves in his, her, or their Plantation, Houfe, or Yard, who do 
not fupprefs the fame immediately on the fetting of the Sun, knowing fuch Beating on 
Drums or empty Cafks or Boxes, or great Gourds, or blowing Horns, Sheik, or loud In¬ 
ftruments actually to be, or fhall fuffer any Slave or Slaves belonging to other Perions or 
Plantations to aflcmble on his, her, or their Plantation, or in his, her, or their Houfcs or 
Yards in Town, after the fetting of the Sun, knowing fuch Aflembly actually to be, and 
thereof fhall be convicted, fuch Owner, Renter, Manager of a Plantation, or Owner, Renter, 
or Occupier of a 1 loufe in Town, fhall forfeit and pay, for the firft Offence, the Sum of Forty 
Shillings Current Money of this Ifiand, for the fecond Offence Ten Pounds Current Money, 
and for the Third Offence Twenty Pounds like Current Money; one Moiety thereof to the 
Profecutor or Informer, and the other to His Majefty, His Heirs and Succefl'ors, for the 
public Ufes of this Ifiand; the Firft and Second Offence to be heard and determined by any 
Two Juftices of the Peace, and on Forfeiture, to be levied by Warrant of Diftreis, as before 
directed; and the Third Offence to be heard and determined by any Court of Record in this 
Ifiand, by ACtion, Bill, Plaint, or Information, wherein no Efioign, Protection, or Wager of 
Law fhall be allowed. 
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And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon or Perfons, either 
Free or Slave, carrying ofl, or attempting to carry off this Ifland of Dominica, any Slave or 
Slaves, without Leave of the Owner or Renter of fuch Slave or Slaves, on Conviflion thereof, 
if a free Perfon, (hall be, and is hereby declared to be guilty of Felony, and lhall fuffer 
Dearh as a Felon, without the Benefit of Clergy j and if a Slave or Slaves, on Convittion 
thereof before any Two Juftices of the Peace, fuch Slave-or Slaves lhall be and is hereby 
declared and adjudged guilty of Felony, and fhall fuffer Death as a Felon. 

And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid,That the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, 
fhall receive all Runaway Slave or Slaves brought to him into his Cuftody, and fhall pay the 
Apprehtnder or Apprehenders of fuch Slave or Slaves the Rewards and Mile Money fpecified in 
the Third Claufeofthis Ait, provided the Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters of fuch Slave 
or Slaves is or are not known to the Apprehendtr or Apprehenders; and the faid Provoft Mar¬ 
fhal, or his lawful Deputy, is to keep the faid Slave or Slaves in fafe Cuftody, and fhall imme¬ 
diately publifh him, her, or them, in the public News-papers of this Ifland, for Six fucceffive 
Weeks, defcribing, as near as may be, the Name, Age, Size, Complexion, or any other ex¬ 
ternal Mark, whereby he, fhe, or they may be the more readily known, together with the 
Country of the faid Slave or Slaves, if the Knowledge thereto be attained i and fhall alfo 
immediately, in a Lift on the Outfide of the Door of his Office, infert the Names, Age, Size, 
Complexion, external or Country Marks, as above exprefled; and in cafe the Provoft Mar¬ 
fhal, or his lawful Deputy, fail in performing the feveral Matters in this Claule required, he 
fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Five Pounds Current Money of this Ifland for every fuch 
Negleft to the Informer or Perfon injured through his Negleft or Refufal, and all Gaol 
Fees and other Charges thereon, fuch Penalties to be recovered before Two Juftices of the 
Peace, and to be levied by Diftrefs as before directed; and if the faid Slave or Slaves thus 
sdvertifed is or are not claimed within Three Months from and after the Day on which he, 
fhe, or they were delivered into the Hands of the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, it 
fhall and may be lawful for the faid Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, and he is hereby 
required to fell the faid Slave or Slaves at public Outcry * and the Monies arifing from fuch

And whereas it is generally known that great Abufes and dangerous Confequences have 
refulted from a Practice of many of the Inhabitants, both in Town and Country, in felling 
Rum and other Spirituous Liquors to Slaves without a Permifiion from their Owners, 
Renters, Managers, or Employers: For Remedy thereof, and for preventing the fame. Be 
it and it is Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Publication of this 
Act no Planter or other Inhabitant whatfoever, by himfelf, or any Slave or other Perfon 
or Perfons for him, her, or themfelves, either in Town or Country, and no other Perfon or 
Perfons keeping a Tippling Houfe, or retailing of Spirituous Liquors, fhall fell, give, cr 
barter Wine, Rum, or other Spirituous Liquors, mixed or unmixed, be the Quantity ever 
fo fmall, to or with any Slave or Slaves, without Permiffion from under the Hand of the 
Owner, Renter, Manager, or Employer of fuch Slave or Slaves, under the Penalty of Five 
Pounds Current Money of this Ifland for each Offence, to be recovered before any Juftice 
of the Peace of this Ifland, as in Cafes of Reward to Apprehenders taking Runaway Slaves, 
hereinbefore provided for, the faid Forfeiture to be applied wholly to the Ule of the In¬ 
former j and that no Perfon or Perfons fhall, on any Pretence whatfoever, give Credit to 
any Slave or Slaves, on Forfeiture of all fuch Debt or Debts. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That in cafe any Slave or Slaves fhall 
maim or wound any other Slave or Slaves, the Damage fuftained fhall be valued by any 
Two Juftices of the Peace for this Ifland, and the fame fhall be paid by the Owner or 
Owners, Renter or Renters of the Slave or Slaves who fhall fo maim or wound the other 
Slave or Slaves, to the Party or Parties injured, except iuch Slave or Slaves fo wounding or 
maiming fhall do the fame in his, her, or their own Defence, or in the Defence of his, her, 
or their Owner, Renter, or Manager’s Perfon, provided fuch Damage does not exceed the 
Sum of Thirty Pounds Current Money of this Ifland on any One Slave fo wounded or 
maimed. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That in cafe any Slave or Slaves fhall wil¬

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons (hall r „ 
wilfully kiH any Slave or 'laves, and be thereof convifted, he, (he, or they (hall forfeit to 
His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, any Sum not exceeding Three Hundred Pounds, nor XXv# 
lefs than One hundred Pounds Current, for every fuch Slave fo wilfully killed, to be paid E^confi- 
lntc the public Treafury of this Ifland, for the public Ufes thereof, and alfo fuffer Twelve AmA as impo- 
Months dole Impnfonment, without Bail or Mainpnze; and if the Slave or Slaves fo wil- li,ic as un i uft * 
fully killed as aforefaid belong to any other Perfon or Perfons than the Murderer or Mur- 
oerers, the Value of fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be paid by the Murderer or Murderers to the

Firft Week in April, Pirft Week of July, and the Firft Week of Oftober, in every Year 
hereafter, give in upon Oath to any Juftice of the Peace of the Parifli he or (he fives in, or 
the next refident Juftice (which Oath fuch Juftice of the Peace is hereby impowered and re¬ 
quired to admmiller without Fee or Reward) a Lift of all their Runawav Slaves, mention¬ 
ing their Names, Sizes, Ages, deferring them by fuch external Marks'as they fhall hap- 
pen to be acquainted with, in order that the faid Slave or Slaves may be the better known 
and the Time or Times when fuch Slave or Slaves abfented themfelves, under the Penalty 
of Five Pounds for each Negleft or Refufal to return or give in the faid Lift of Runaway 
biave or Maves, as hereinbefore diredted, to be recovered by Warrant of Diflrels from anv 
Juftice as atoreiaid.

that the Power herein mven to Juftices to grant fuch Permiflion as aforefaid Ihall not be un- 
derftood Tn In wife to interfere with the Rights and Prerogative of the Crown, or the Power 
of its Reprefentative here *, and it Ihall be underftood, that all fuch Parties as Ihall aft by 
a CommilTion or Warrant from the Reprefentative of the Crown, or the Commander in 
Chief for the Time being, Ihall be veiled with the lame Powers, fubjeft to the fame Re- 
ftriftions, and entitled to the fame Indemnities, as thofe authorized to aft by the Jullice of 

Peace. 

And whereas the compelling of Free Mulattoe Men and other Free Perfon or Perfons, 
Male Defcendants of Negroes, to go in Purfuit of Runaway Slaves, might greatly tend to 
the effectual Supprefiion of fuch Runaway Slaves: Be it therefore Enafted by the Authority 
aforefaid. That from and after the Publication of this Aft, the Commander in Chief, or 
Prefident of the Council for the Time being, by and with the Confent of the Council, may 
ac anv Time or Times hereafter order a Detachment or Detachments of Free Mulattoes and 
Free Negroes, or any Free Perfon or Perfons, as the faid Commander in Chief, or Prefident or 
the Council for the Time being, Ihall think proper ro appoint, to go in Purfuit of Runaway 
Slaves who Ihall be veiled with the fame Power and Authority to take and kill any Runaway 
Slave or Slaves as Perfons are by virtue of the Fifih Claufe of this Aft; and if any Slave or 
Slaves be killed in Purfuit, he, Ihe, or they Ihall be paid for as by the Sixth Claufe of this Aft

And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That it Ihall and may be lawful for the 
Commanding Officer or Officers of any fuch Detachment or Detachments to fearch all or 
any Negro Houfe or Houfes for any Runaway Slave or Slaves; and if any Perlon or Perfons 
Ihall obTtruft fuch Officer or Officers in the making fuch Search, iuch I erfon or Perfons, on 
Conviftion of fuch Offence by the Oath of One credible Witnefs being a White Perfon, 
before One of H.s Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace, Ihall forfeit the Sum of Fen Pounds Cur¬ 
rent Money, and the faid Jullice of the Peach is hereby dircfted and enabled to commit any 
fuch Offender or Offenders to the public Gaol of this Ifland until the faid forfeiture is paid 
to the Jullice of the Peace, who is hereby ordered and direfted to pay the fame in co the 
public Treafury of this Ifland, to be applied to the public Ules thereof-, and chat all Iuch 
Runaway Slave or Slaves as Ihall from Time to Time be taken by fuch Detachment or De¬ 
tachments Ihall be delivered to the Provoft Marlhal, or his lawful Deputy, as by the Third 
Claufe of this Aft is direfted; and fuch Detachment or Detachments Ihall, over and above 
their Wages hereinafter mentioned, be entitled to the feveral Rewards in the laid Third 
Claufe fpecified, to be divided in Manner following; (that is to lay) One fourth to the 
Firft in Command, and the Remainder Ihall be divided among!! the Private Men, Share and 

Share alike. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Commander in Chief, or 
Prefident of the Council for the Time being, by and with the Advice and Confent of His 
Maiefty’s Council, may appoint Two Officers, who Ihall be White Perions, and not 
Defcendants of Negroes, to each Detachment, to confift of not lefs than Ten of fuch Free 
Mulattoes, Free Negroes, and other Free Perfons, the Male Defcendants of Negroes afore¬ 
faid- and fuch Officers fo appointed Ihall have and receive, the firft in Command of fuch 
Detachment the Sum of Twelve Shillings Currency, and the Second in Command the Sum 
of Nine Shillings Currency, for every Day he or they Ihall be in aftual Service; and every 
one of the faid Free Mulattoes, Free Negroes, and other Free Perlons, the Male Defcendants 
of Negroes, who (hall aftually ferve in fuch Detachment or Detachments, (hall have and receive 
each the Sum of Three Shillings for every Day of fuch aftual Service, to be paid out of the 
public Treafury of this Ifland. 

And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Free Mulattoe Men, or other Free 
Perfons, Male Defcendants of Negroes, who Ihall negleft or refufe to ferve under fuch 
Officers, each and every of them, fo negleftmg or refufing to ferve as aforefaid, Ihall be 
fubjeft and liable to a Fine, not exceeding Ten Pounds Current Money, to be recovered 
before any Two Juftices of the Peace, who are hereby authorized and required to iffue their 
Warrant to any Conftable to levy the fame on the Goods and Chattels of the Perfon fo refufing 
or neglefting, and on Failure of Efficient Goods and Chattels to pay the Fine, the fa d Juftices 
are hereby authorized to commit the Delinquent to the Common Gaol of this IftanJ, for any 
Time not exceeding One Month. 

And, that all fuch Free Perfons may be known. Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. 
That all Free Mulattoes, Free Negroes, and all other Free Perfons, Defcendants of Negroes, 
in this Ifland, both Men and Women, from the Age of Twelve Years and upwards, noc 
having already regiftered their Manumiflions or Certificates of Freedom in the Regifter’s 
Office of this Ifland, be and are hereby obliged to regifter their Names, Freedoms, or if

An All in Aid of an A£l, intituled, “An 48 for the fuppreffmg of Runaways, for 
“ the better Government of Slaves, & c.” commonly called The Slave ASl, and to 
alter and to amend the fame ; and further to provide a Fund for defraying the Ex¬ 
pence neceffary for the Encouragement of a Parly of Rangers employed for the Pur- 
pofe of Juppreffmg fuch Runaway Slaves ■, and to oblige the Inhabitants of this 
IJland to make true Returns, from Time to Time , of all their Slaves run away, as 
alfo for the Tranfportalion of fuch Runaway Slaves as may be taken or furrender , 
who may appear dangerous to the Community. 

WHEREAS a certain Act of this Ifland, intituled, “ An Act for fuppreffing Runaway 
“ Slaves, and for the better Government of Slaves, &c.” commonly called The Slave Act, hath 
by Experience been found inadequate to effect the Purpofes thereby intended: And whereas 
fince the palling of the faid Act the Gangs of Runaway Negroes and Slaves have greatly 
increafed in Numbers and Audacity, and have of late been guilty of divers Robberies, Mur¬ 
ders, and other atrocious Crimes, infomuch that it is become abfolutely neceffary to take 
the moft vigorous Steps to fupprefs them effectually: And whereas Mr. La Pont Beaur- 
ruffeau, of this Ifland, Planter, hath entered into an Agreement with the Council and Affem- 
bly thereof to collect a fufficient Number of Perlons, who, under his Direction and Com¬ 
mand, are to act as a Company of Rangers, in order to effect the total Suppreffion of Run¬ 
away Slaves: In confequence whereof it is become neceffary to pafs a Law to raife a Fund 
fufficient to defray the Expence of fuch an Undertaking, and to oblige the Inhabitants, 
when required, to give in exact Returns of their Slaves, and of fuch of them as are or Ihall 
hereafter become Runaways, as alfo to alter and amend the herein-before recited Act, fo far 
as refpects the prefent Undertaking : 

Be it, and it is therefore hereby Enacted and Ordained by the Governor, the Council, 
and the Affembly of this Ifland, and by the Authority of the fame. That from and after the 
Day of the Date of the Publication of this Act, every Proprietor of a Runaway Slave taken by 
the faid Party of Rangers fhall pay into the public Treafury of this Ifland, as follows, that is 
to fay, for every Man and Woman Slave, Three Pounds Six Shillings, and for every Slave 
under the Age of Ten Years, One Pound Thirteen Shillings Current Money; and that 
where the Proprietor, or tome other Perfon for the Proprietor, fhall not appear to claim any 
Foreign Slave or Slaves not owned or belonging to this Ifland, fo taken as aforefiid, and to 
prove°the fuppofed Proprietor’s Title to and Property in fuch Slave, within Thirty Days 
after a Defcription of luch Slave fhall have been Three Times inferted in the Public Gazette 
printed at Saint Pierre’s, Martinique and Baffe-terre Guadeloupe, then and in fuch Cafe fuch 
Slave fhall be deemed forfeited, and fhall be fold by the Provoft Marfhal, for the Benefit 
and Ufes of the Colony, and every Proprietor of a Runaway Slave fhall be obliged and is 
hereby required, within Thirty Days after any fuch Slave hath furrendered, to make a Return 
in Writing, in the Colony Treafury Office of this Ifland, of the Name, Sex, Age, and Time of 
fuch Slave being ablent, under the Penalty of Two Johannes’s for each, in the Cafe of Neg¬ 
lect, and the Penalty of Four Johannes’s in the Cafe of Refufal to make fuch Return as afore- 
faid. 

And it is hereby Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That in cafe any Runaway Slave fhall 
be wounded or killed by any of the Parry of Rangers, or others than the faid Party, the Pro¬ 
prietors of fuch Slaves, or of any Slave or Slaves who fhall be executed hereafter under this 
Act, fhall be entitled to the fame Recompence or Compenfation as they would be entitled 
to claim in the like Cafe under the Act commonly called The Slave Act, now in Force.

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And it is hereby further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the Party of Rangers Clause 
to be employed, or any of them, or any Perfon or Perlons in anywife afiifting to take and UL 

fupprefs Runaway Slaves, fhall not be liable to pay any Lofs or Damage which fhall fall on 
any Proprietor or Renter of a Runaway Slave, or any Slave refilling the Party of Rangers in 
the Execution of this Act, in cafe any luch Slaves are wounded or killed. 

And it is hereby further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That the farre Powers and Clause 
'Authorities as by the herein-before-mentioned Act, commonly called the Slave Act, is veiled IV. 
in Parties going out in Purfuit of Runaway Slaves, under the Authority of M a gift rates, is 
hereby given to and veiled in the Party or Parties of Rangers, acting under or by virtue of 
this prelent Act. 

And it is hereby further Enacted by the Aurhoriry aforefaid. That in cafe any of the Clause 
Slaves who may or lhall be hired by the Party of Rangers to carry Provifions or other V. 
Necefiaries, or to ferve as Guides, lhall be killed, wounded, or otlierwile hurt, being actually 
employed on that Duty, the Proprietor of fuch Slave lhall receive out of the public Trea- 
fury of this Ifland, within the Space of Three Months after he lhall have been lo killed or hurt, 
the Amount of the Value of fuch Lois or Damage which lhall be afeertained by the Ap- 
prailemcnt (before or after going out) of Two credible Perlons refiding in the Neighbourhood 
of the Parilh, or Plantation, or Town where fuch Slave ufually refided, and who have known 
fuch Slave at or about the Time when he went out in the Employ of the Party of Rangers aS 
aforclaid. One of which Appraifers lhall be nominated by the Owner or Renter, or lome Per¬ 
fon acting for fuch Owner or Renter, and the other by the nearell Juftice ot the Peace ; and 
in cafe the Two Appraifers fo named cannot agree in Opinion with relpect to the Lofs or Da¬ 
mage to be valued, they lhall then chufe a Third Perfon, whofe Determination lhall re final 
with relpect to the Amount in Value ot the actual Damage fuffered, which Appraifement 
and Arbitration (as the Cafe may be) fhall be maoe in Wricing, and be figned by the Ap¬ 
praifers and Arbitrators, or Umpire, and fhall be delivered to the Owner, Renter, or Perlon 
acting for fuch Owner or Renter of the Slave injured. 

And it is hereby further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all Rewards and Re- Clause 
compences enacted and ordained to be paid to Perfons apprehending or killing Runaway VI. 
S’ave c , fhall ceafe from the Publication of this Act, and that no Reward or Recompence 
whatever fhall be claimed or paid, during the Continuance of this Act, for the apprehending 
or killing of any Runaway Shve, other than the Rewards or Recompences contained herein, 
any Thing contained in any other Act of this ifland now in Force to the contrary notwtth- 
ftanding. 

And whereas it is thought juft and equitable that the Expences attending the Expedition Preamble. 
for the apprehending and fuppreffing of Runaway Slaves fhould in fome Manner be fuf- 
tained by their Proprietors, who will reap confiderable Benefits from their Slaves Return, by 
being taken or forced to furrender, as well as from their being deterred from running away 
in future: And whereas fome of fuch Proprietors, with a V.ew of faving the bxpencesto 
be incurred, may omit making exact Returns of luch their Runaway Slaves : I hcrefore be Clause 
it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Proprietor who on or after the Date of the 
Publication of this Act fhall have one or more Slaves furrender to hin , or any Perlon act¬ 
ing for him, fhall, within Thirty Days after fuch Return or Surrender, give Nonce in Writ¬

Which Oath (hall be left in the Hands of fuch Juftice, who (hall forthwith caufe the fame to 
be delivered into the Colony Treafury Office in Rofeau •, and in fuch Cafe, if any Perfon (hall 
take a falfe Oath, fuch Perfon (hall be liable to be indifted, and if convifted of havintr 
wilfully fworn falfely, (hall fuffer the like Pains and Penalties as Perfons are by Law liable

of Tnnidada; and every Slave convifted of Burglary, Robbery, Murder, fetting or attemp¬ 
ting to fet Fire to Plantations or Buildings, and all Leaders of Gangs of Runaways, ihall fuffer 
Death as Felons.

delude away from his or their Owner or Owners any Slave or Slaves, and (hall carry or endeavour 
to carry luch Slave or Slaves off this Ifland, (hall be guilty of Felony, and excluded the Benefit 
of Clergy. 

And whereas Perfons who illegally detain others Slaves, and employ them in their Service, do 
it fo cunningly and fecretly, that Evidence by White Perfons cannot be had againft them ; Be ic 
therefore EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid. That upon Sufpicion of any illegal detaining or 
employing, any Juftice of the Peace (hall and is hereby required, upon Application, to iffue a 
Summons againft the Party accufed, requiring him, her, or them to attend at a certain Day to 
anfwer the Premifes, and being attended, the faid Juftice fhall appoint a Day, not exceeding Six 
Days, for the Trial, of which the Accufed is to take Notice and attend accordingly, and the 
Juftice is hereby empowered to iffue Summons for Witnefles to attend, directed to a Conftable; 
and on the Trial fuch Juftice fhall and may examine him, her, or them accufed, and all the Wit¬ 
nefles, on his, her, or their Oath (and* if Quakers, cn folemn Affirmation), concerning fuch 
illegal detaining and employing; and if confeffed by the Party or Part es accufed, or proved by 
any other Evidence, fuch Juftice (hall give Judgment for the Party injured to recover, as herein¬ 
before directed, any Sum under Ten Pounds as aforefaid, and the Juftice giving Judgment (hall 
make a Record of his Proceedings, and return it into the Secretary’s Office under hi°Hai d and 
Seal, and the Complainant or Party injured may fue forth Execution thereon alter the Expiration 
of Six Days from giving the Judgment, by a Warrant under the Hand and Seal of the Secretary 
of this Ifland, or his lawful Deputy, diretfed to the Provoft Marlhal cr his Deputy, or any 
Conftable •, and it (hall be levied on the Offender’s Goods and Chattels, and thole immediately 
10 be carried to the next Town, and fold by Outcry, at the Expence of the Offender or Of¬ 
fenders, and the Debt and Cofts thereout fatisfied ; and in Default of Goods and Chattels fuf- 
ficient cf the Offender’s to be found for the Purpofe aforefaid, he or they (hall be taken and 
imprifontd upon fuch Execution till Satisfaction made of the Judgment, and all Fees ; and the 
Juftice, for hearing the Trial and making out the Record, (hall and may receive Twelve Shil¬ 
lings and no more ; and the Secretary may receive Eighteen Pence for filing, and Three Shil¬ 
lings for the Execution •, and the Marfhal, his Deputy, or Conftable, may receive Six Shil¬ 
lings for executing the Warrant upon fuch Offender’s Body, if no Goods or Chattels ; and if 
levied on Goods and Chattels, then he (hall, befides the faid Six Shillings, be entitled to Eighteen 
Pence in the Pound for levying and felling, and fuch Recovery before a Juftice of the'Peace 
iliall be a Bar to any further Profecution whatfoever for the fame Offence. 

And be it further Enafled by the Authority aforefaid. That if the Accufed, after knowing 
the Day of Trial, or any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, being duly fummoned as aforefaid for 
the Space of Four-and-twenty Hours to attend at the Day of Trial as Witnefles, or otherwife 
(hall negleCt to attend, the Party accufed (hall for fuch Negled forfeit Ten Pounds Current 
Money, to be recovered before any One Juftice of the Peace/and levied by his Warrant to the 
Provcft Marfhal or a Conftable on the Offender’s Goods, and fold as laft mentioned in cafe of 
Executions levied, to the Ufe of the Party complaining; and every Witnefs duly fummoned 
being able to attend, and not attending, (hall forfeit Five Pounds to the Party grieved, to be 
recovered as laft mentioned, and then another Day, on fuch Failure of the accufed Parties at¬ 
tending, or the attending of any material Witnefs fummoned, (hall be granted for Trial on the 
Complainant’s definng fuch further Day, and on his Payment of fuch Fees and Cofts down for 
fuch further Day, as the Juftice and others (hall be entitled to.

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And be it further Ena&ed by the Authority aforefaid, That whatfoever Matter, Miftrefs, ClauseVUI. * 
Owner, or Renter of any Plantation in this Ifland, being thereupon refident, and not being °^ n ‘g su« t o u«* 
Abroad from his or her Plantation, or where there is no fuch Relident on the Plantation, then it Drums, &c. to fcrlcil 
the Manager or Overfeer of any fuch Plantation, and having the Care thereof, and being thereon £ lo - 
Refident, D and at Home, (hall lutfer any Slaves to beat any Drum or empty Calk, or great 
Gourds, or to blow Horns, Shells, or loud Inftruments for the Diverfion or Entertainment of 
Slaves in his, her, or their Plantation, he, (he, or they lhall forfeit Twenty Pounds Current 
Money of this Ifland for every fuch Offence, unlefs they fupprefs the fame in One Hour after 
it begins; provided that Information thereof be given upon Oath to One of His Majefty’s f rovilo. 

Juftices of the Peace for this Ifland, within One Week after the Offence is committed.

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And be it further Enabled, That all fuch Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians, as have 
been Slaves, and are now free, (hall, for all Offences, capital or criminal, be tried and adjudged 
alter the Manner and Method as before diredled for the Trial and Adjudging of Slaves, and the 
Evidence of a Slave again!! them fhall be good and valid to all Intents and Purpofes, any Law, 
Ul’age, orCuftom to the contrary notwithflanding. 

And be it hereby further Enadled, That no Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian Slave, fhall 
carry dangerous Weapons, or afiemble together in any noify, riotous, or tumultuous Manner; 
and it fhall and may be lawful for an) Perfon or Perfons to difarm and take up any Negro, Mu¬ 
latto, Muftee, or Indian Slave fo offending, and carry him or her before the next Juflice of the 
Peace, who is hereby impowered and diredted to caufe him or her to be whipped as he fhall 
think proper, for every fuch Offence. 

And it is further Enadted, That no Perfon or Perfons whatever fhall permit or fuffer any fuch

Perfon to take and feize all fuch Spirituous Liquors, Dry Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, 
that fhall be found expofed to Sale or Barter in the Poffeflion of any Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, 
or Indian, and they fhall be lodged in the Hands of the Provofl Marfhal, or his Deputy, who 
fhall forthwith fell the fame at public Vendue, and pay One Half the Proceeds to the Perfon 
who feized fuch Spirituous Liquors, Dry Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, and the other Half 
fhall be paid to the Churchwarden of Chrift Church Parifh, for the Ufe of the Poor ; and any 
Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian fo offending, fhall receive Twenty Lafhes on the bare 
Back, by Order of any Magiftrate. 

And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, 
or Indian, fhall engrofs or foreftall any Kind of Butchers Meat, Fifh, Plantains, Eggs, Fruit, 
Vegetables, or other Plantation Provifions, to carry about for Sale at Second Hand, fhall for¬ 
feit all fuch Articles, which fhall be fold or difpofed of as aforefaid, and alfo fhall receive 
Twenty Lafhes on the bare Back, by Order of any Magiftrate. 

And whereas it is notorious that Runaway Slaves have been often harboured, employed, and 
provided for in fome Inftances for a great Length of Time, by Slaves inhabiting and planting on 
the South Side, and other remote Parts of this Ifland, to the great Detriment of their Matters 
or Owners, and to the Prejudice of the Public; 

Be it Enadted, from and after the Publication hereof. That any Matter or Owner who fhall 
fuffer his or her Slave or Slaves to plant and remain on any Lands at a great Diftance from his or 
her Refidence, without caufing fome White Perfon to dwell thereon, in order to infpect and be a 
Check upon the Condudt of fuch Slave or Slaves, and in cafe of Negfedt or Refulal to comply 
herewith within the Space of Two Months, he or fhe fhall be liable to forfeit fuch Plantation or 
Plantations to the Ufe of the Public. 

And in regard to Slaves that have been fuffered to make Plantations in the remote Parts of 
thefe Iflands, on Lands not the Property of their Owners, It is hereby Enadted, That if within 
One Month after Notice fhall have been given them to remove their Houfes and gather in their 
Crops, and break up their Plantations, it fhall and may be lawful for any Conftable or Conftabfes, 
by an Order from a Magiftrate, to take with him or them luch Afliftance as may be ntceflary, then 
to repair to the Plantations above deferibed to burn their Houfes or Huts, to deftroy their Crops, 
and all Improvements made thereon, contrary to this Adi, unlefs there fhould be found any Tiling 
valuable that will bear the Expence of Removal, which in fuch Cafe they fhall caufe it to be 
brought to the 1 own of Naftau, and there publicly fold towards defraying the Expence of this 
Service; and for every Day the Conftable and others fhall be employed in fuch Service they 
fhall receive out of the public Treafury Twelve Shillings per Day, allowing a rcafonable Time 
in performing the Duty above-mentioned. 

And be it further Enadled, That if any Slave be found flrolling about, or rambling out of the 
Limits of his Mafter’s or Owner’s Lands, or carrying a Firelock, Cutlafs, Sword, Bayonet, or Ma- 
cheet, without a Ticket from his Mailer or Employer, unlefs attending fome White Perfon of 
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honed Repute, or within the Limits of his Matter’s or Owner’s Lands, which Tickets (hall fpe- 
cify the Name of the Slave, the Day of the Month and Week it was intended for, and the 
Hour of the Day, and (hall not exceed Twelve Hours; and any Matter or Owner offending, 
contrary to the true Intent and Meaning hereof, (hall for every fuch Offence forfeit the Sum of 
Three Pounds, to be recovered before any Magiftrate: Any Negro taken with Arms contrary 
to the A ft, (hall for every fuch Offence forfeit fuch Arms fo taken upon him, and on Conviftion 
before any Magiftrate, (hall be whipped at Difcretion, not exceeding One hundred Lalhes ; and 
if any Negro (hall refufe to deliver fuch Arms, or to produce his Ticket to any White Perfon 
on Demand thereof, and (hall refjft fuch White Perion in difarming him or them, it (hall and 
may be lawful for any White Perfon to kill any fuch Offender, any Law to the contrary thereof 
notwithftanding. 

And be it hereby further Enafted, That if any Slave (hall be killed by any Perfon or Perfons Clause 
in the Execution of this Act, or under the Authority of the fame, the Perfon or Perfons by XIII. 
whom fuch Slave may be killed (hall as fpeedily as may be give Information thereof to iome 
Tuftice of the Peace, who is hereby required to receive fuch Information on the Oath of the 
Perfon who might have fo killed any Slave as aforefaid, and alfo the Evidence or Information 
of any credible Perfon refpefting the fame ; and if any Perfon fo killing any Slave (hall negleft 
forthwith to give the Information hereby required; he (hall forfeit and pay the Sum of Sixty 
Pounds lawful Money of thefe I (lands. 

And whereas many Inconveniences have arifen from the Method of trying Negroes, Mulattoes, Clause 
Muftees, and Indians Claims of Freedom at the Courts of Quarter Seffions only; Be it hereby XIV. 
Enafted, That from and after the Publication of this Aft it may at any Time be lawful for the 
Receiver General and any Two Magiftrates to examine the Manumiffions or Paffes of any Negro, 

Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, pretending to be free, and if they ftiould be forged, or otherwife 
infufficient, or producing no fatisfaftory Proof of their being free, then he, (he, or they are to 
be forthwith committed to the Common Gaol, and fuch Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, or 
Indians (hall remain there not longer than One Month, when the Provoft Marihal is required, 
after giving Three Days public Notice, to caufe the faid Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, or In¬ 
dians to be fold by public Auftion, and the Money arifingfrom the Sale (lawful Charges, and 
a Commiflion of Five per Cent, being firft deducted) (hall be paid into the Treafury of thele 
I (lands and there (hall be lodged for the Term of Twelve Months, in order that the Owner, on 
due Proof of his Property, may receive the fame ; but if after the Time above-mentioned no 
Owner (hall appear, or (hall fail in fupporting his Claim, then the Money (hall be applied to¬ 
wards defraying the contingent Charges of this Government; and the Provoft Marihal, on the 
Commitment of fuch Negro, is hereby ordered to put up an Advertifement without Delay, de- 
fcribing as particularly as may be the Negroes, Mulattoes, or Indians fo committed, that the 
Owner or Owners may receive Notice thereof: But if any fuch Claimant of Freedom as is above 
defcribed (hall appear to be bona fide free, and his or her Manumiffion or Pafs (hall be judged 
good and valid, he or (he (hall be warned and ordered by the Magiftrates to depart this Govern¬ 
ment in Three Months, under the Penalty of lofing his or her Freedom, unlefs he or (he gives 
Security to pay Ninety Pounds into the Treafury at the End of Three Months; and if any 
Free Man of Colour (hall by Indenture or other Contraft of Servitude attempt to evade this 
I aw and it (hall appear to the Receiver General and Two other Magiftrates, that luch Inden¬ 
ture or Contraft has been antedated, or is otherwife fraudulent, the fame is hereby declared to 
be void and of no Effeft; and the White Perfon to whom fuch Indenture or Contraft (hall be 
made, (hall on Conviftion for every fuch Offence forfeit the Sum of Thirty Pounds, to be paid 
into the public Treafury of thefe Iflands. 

And the Governor or Commander in Chief is hereby empowered and requefted to iffue his Clause 
P roclamation commanding all Free Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, or Indians or that call them- A . 
f e lv es Free to be and appear before the Receiver General in the Space of One Calendar Month 
after the Publication of this Aft;and if they do not make their Appearance in the Time above- 
mentioned, the Governor or Commander in Chief is further defired to iffue a oecorni Proclama¬ 
tion for the fame Purpofe, offering a Reward of Six Pounds to be paid out of the puoiic Treafury 
to any Perfon or Perfons (White or Black) that may apprehend the fame, and deliver h.m or 
her unto the Cuftody of the Provoft Marihal, that the Validity of his or her Claim of Freedom 

may be legally tried. 

And be it further Enafted, That if any Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian be found 
out of his Houfe bearing Fire Arms, Cutlafs, Sword, Bayonet, or Macheet, without a Ticket from 
a Magiftrate, any White Perfon may, and every Conftable is required, as Part of his Duty, to dil- 
arm the faid Freeman, and bring him before a Magiftrate; and the Conftable (hall produce t .e 
Arms fo taken to the Magiftrate, who may order him to retain them to his own Uie, as a Reward 
for bringing fuch Offenders before him, and the Magiftrate may commit the Offender to the Com¬ 
mon Gaol, at Difcretion, if the Nature of the Offence fo require, not exceeding One Month : And 
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as all People of the above Defcription (except Men of Property) Ihould get their Livelihood 
bv Labour if any fuch be obferved from Day to Day livin- in an idle vaorant

Be it alfo Enaded, That it fhall not be lawful for the Owner of any Runaway Slave to fell 
fuch Runaway during his or her Abfence to any Perfon whatfoever ; and if the Sale of any fuch 
Slave fhall be difcovered, the Buyer and Seller thereof fhall refpedively forfeit the Sum of Thirty 
Pounds, One Half of which fhall be to the Informer, or to any Perfon who fhall foe for the 
fame* and fuch Runaway fhall be tried in Manner hereinbefore direded, and the Owner or 
Purchafer fhall not be entitled to any Reward therefor out of the public Treafury. 

And it is further Enaded, That if any Perfon fhall, by Accident, kill any Negro or other 
Slave, he or fhe fhall not be liable to any Punifhment therefor, but the Owner’s Adion at Law 
for the Value of the Negro or other Slave fo killed ; and if any Perfon fhall wilfully kill any 
Negro or other Slave, he or fhe fhall be tried, and if found guilty fhall fuffer for the fame ac¬ 
cording to the Laws of England, Forfeiture of Goods and Chattels, Lands and Tenements, only 
excepted. 

And be it further Enaded, That the Oath of Negroes, Mulattdes, Muftees, or Indians, fhall 
rot be good or valid in Law againft any White Perlon, excepting in Matters of Debt, and 
then any Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian Chriftian, fhall be allowed to prove his or her 
Account, and fue for the fame in any Court in thele lfiands, where the lame fhall be cognizable. 

And be it alfo Enaded, That when any Slave fhall fuffer Death, Two Juftices, and Three 
Freeholders or Houfekeepers, fhall forthwi h enquire what Treatment fuch Slave had received 
from his or her Owner ; and if it fhall appear to them, or the major Part of them, that the 
Owner of fuch Slave had inhumanly ufed him or her, and that Neceflity or cruel Ufage might 
have compelled fuch Slave to run away, or to the Commifiion of the Offence for which he or Ihe 
fhall have fuffered, the Owner fhall not be entitled to or receive any Allowance for luch Slave; 
but if it fhall otherwife appear to the faid Juftices, and Freeholders or Houfekeepers, they fhall 
'then and in that Cafe value the faid Slave at a certain Sum, not to exceed Sixty Pounds, and cer¬ 
tify the fame to the Governor or Commander in Chief for the Time being, who is hereby defired 
to iffue his Warrant to the Treafurer to pay the Value of fuch Slave to the Owner thereof. 

And be it alfo Enaded, That from and after the Publication hereof, every Slave who fhall be 
found out of his or her Owner’s Houle or Cabbin, where fuch Slave is known and allowed to 
refide, at any Time between the Hour of Nine in the Evening and Day-break, without a Ticket 
from his or her Owner or Employer, fhall be taken up by any Conftable, who fhall be informed 
thereof,or difcovcr any Slave fo offending, and conveyed to Gaol,in order to be punifhed the next 
Day at the public Whipping Poll, at the Difcretion of any Magillrate before whom fuch Slave 
fhall be eonvided. 

And be it further Enaded, That no Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian^ fhall vend or retail 
iany Spirituous Liquors whatfoever, and if any Slave fhall, contrary to the Intent and Meaning 
of this Ad, and without the Knowledge of his or her Owner or Employer, fell or vend any 
Spirituous Liquors, fuch Slave, for every fuch Offence, fhall be publicly whipped, by Order of 
any Magiftrate before whom Proof thereof fhall be .made; but if it fhall appear to have been 
done with the Knowledge of his or her Owner or Employer, then and in that Cafe the laid 
Owner or Employer fhall pay a Fine of Twenty Pounds, One Half whereof fhall be to the In¬ 
former who fhall fue for the fame; and if any Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, fhall fell 
any fuch Spirituous Liquors, he or fhe fhall pay the like Fine of Twenty Pounds, One Half 
whereof fhall be to the Informer who fhall fue for the fame; and for Want of Diftrefs, fuch Free 
Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, fhall forfeit his or her Freedom to the Public, and the In¬ 
former fhall be paid the Sum of Ten Pounds out of the Treafury. 

And be it hereby Enaded, That every Slave who fhall be feen playing at Dice, Cards, or 
be guilty of any other Kind of Gaming, fhall be publicly whipped, by Order of any Juftice of 
the Peace to whom Complaint fhall be made; and that every Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, 
or Indian, who fhall be found guilty of any Kind of Gaming, fhall forfeit and pay a Fine of Six 
Pounds, One Half whereof fhall be to the Informer who fhall fue for the fame, or fhall fuffer 
Thirty Days Imprifonment by Order of fuch Magiftrate ; and if any Keeper of a Tavern or 
Punch Houfe fhall fuffer any Slaves to tipple or intoxicate themfelves, with Rum or any other 
Liquor, or fuffer any Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, to game in or about his or her Houle 
or Yard, or fhall entertain or fuffer to remain in his or her Houfe or Lot after the Hour of Nine 
of the Clock at Night, any Slave, fuch Keeper of Tavern or Punch Houfe fhall pay a Fine of 
Three Pounds, to be recovered by the Informer, by a Warrant from the Juftice before whom fuch 
Information fhall be lodged. 
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Clause And be it further Enafted, That if any Negro or other Slave, at any Time of Invafion orAp- 
XXVII. pearance of an Enemy, Audi happen to be killed in the Service of the Country, the Owner of iuch 
Negro or other Slave lhall be paid out of the public Treafury the full Value of fuch Slave, to be 
afeertained by any Two Juftice3 of the Peace.

And whereas it is cuftomary fotOwners to commit their Slaves to the Common Gaol for flight 
Offences, which do not extend to a Breach of this Aft ; and as no Provifion has hitherto been 
made for the Provoft Marfhal for his Trouble in receiving them :* 

Be it therefore Enafted, If after the Publication hereof any Owner fhall fend his or her Slave, 
who fhall not have been guilty of any of the Capital Crimes hereinbefore recited, to Gaol, the 
Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, fhall forthwith take the faid Slave into Cuftody, and 
him or her fafely keep until releafed by the Owner, and fhall receive for his Trouble from 
the faid Owner Three Shillings, together with Nine Pence for every Day fuch Slave fhall 
have remained in the Gaol, provided fuch Slave fhall have been maintained by the Provoit 
Marfhal. 

And be it alfoEnafted, That the Provoft Marfhal fhall be allowed and receive out of the 
public Treafury Nine Pence per Day for the Maintenance of every Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, 
or Indian, who fhall be committed to the Gaol for any Capital Crime before mentioned. 

And be it alfo Enafted, That for all Warrants and Executions which fhall be granted by any 
Magiftrate, and ferved by any Conftable, for any Fines and Forfeitures impofed by this Aft, 
fuch Magiftrate and Conftable fhall refpeftively be entitled to and receive the fame Fees from 
the Perfon who may have offended, as are direfted to be paid for like Services by an Adi, intituled, 

« An Aft to prevent vexatious, tedious, and troublefome Law Suits, &c.” and for all Warrants 
granted for apprehending and pumfhing of Slaves for fuch Crimes as are not deemed Capital 
by this Aft the like Fees fhall be paid by the Owners of fuch Slave as for the laft-mentioned 
Services. 

And be it alfo Enafted, That any Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, who fhall for any Of¬ 
fence againft this Aft forfeit his or her Freedom to the Public, fhall on fuch Forfeiture be 
committed to the Common Gaol until difpofed of, and the Provoft Marfhal is hereby empowered 
and direfted to difpofe of fuch Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, at public Outcry, within 
Ten Days from his or her Commitment, and after dedufting thereout the Charges of maintaining 
fuch Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, together with Commiflions at and after the Rate of 
Five Pounds per Cent, to pay the furplus Money arifing from fuch Sale into the public Trea¬ 
fury -, and any Perfon who fhall purchafe fuch Offender fhall, within Three Months from the 
Day of fuch Sale, tranfport the faid Offender from thefe Iflands, and the faid Negro, Mulatto, 
Muftee, or Indian, fhall remain in the Cuftody of the Provoft Marfhal, at the Charge of the 
Purchafer, until tranfported ; and if any fuch Offender who fhall be tranfported fhall hereafter 
return to thefe Iflands, upon Complaint made to any Juftice of the Peace, he, upon View of 
the Record, is hereby impowered and required immediately to iffue a Warrant under his Hand 
and Seal, direfted to fome Conftable, for the Execution of fuch Offenders, in fuch Manner as 
is before direfted for Capital Crimes. 

And be it further Enafted, That all Fines, Penalties, and Forfeitures mentioned in this Aft, 
and not hereinbefore difpofed of, fhall be to His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, for and 
towards defraying the contingent Charges of this Government; and that all Sums exceeding Six 
Pounds fhall be recovered by Bill, Plaint, or Information, in any of His Majefty’s Courts of 
Record within thefe Iflands, and fuch as are of the Sum aforefaid, or under, lhall be recovered 
before any Magiftrate, who is hereby required to grant Execution for the fame. 

And, to the Intent that this Aft may be duly executed, Be it Enafted, That the Juftices, 
on their appointing Conftables for the Ifland of New Providence, in their Quarter Sefiions, 
fhall give the fame in Charge to the faid Conftables, on Oath; and if any Conftable fhall 
know of any Offence againft this Aft, and fhall not endeavour to bring the Offender or 
Offenders to Punifhment, as herein is direfted, he fhall, on Proof thereof, forfeit the Sum 
of Six Pounds to the Perfon who fhall inform and fue for the fame before any Ma¬ 
giftrate. 

And be it further Enafted, That if, after the Publication hereof, any Free Negro, Mulatto, 
Muftee, or Indian, fhall come into thefe Iflands to refide, he or lhe fhall pay into the public 
Treafury, for the defraying the contingent Charges of this Government, the Sum of Ninety 
Pounds, or depart thereout in Three Months, under Penalty of forfeiting his or her Freedom to 
the Public. 
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And it is hereby further Enacted, That from and after the Publication hereof, if the Owner Clause 

of any Slave {hall manumit or make free fuch Slave, fo as to entitle him or her to the Liberties XXXVI, 

or Indulgences which any Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, may enjoy or receive by 
virtue of the before-mentioned Aft, he or fhe fhall pay unto the Receiver General and Treafurer 
the Sum of Ninety Pounds, lawful Money of thefe Iflands, towards defraying the contingent 
Charges of this Government. 

Be it Enafted, That if the Owner of any Slave who fhall run away and be abfent from his 
faid Owner for the Space of Three Months after the Publication hereof, fhall thereafter receive 
the faid Runaway, and fhall not forthwith deliver him or her to the Provoft Marfhal, in order 
to be tried in Manner as is direfted by the faid Aft, fuch Owner fhall be deemed a Concealer 
and Harbourer of fuch Runaway, and be liable to the Penalties therein mentioned. 

Whereas Criminals often go unpunifhed, for Want of a proper Perfon to execute the Sentence Clause 
of the Judges*, Be it Enafted, That the Sum of Forty-five Pounds, lawful Money of thefe XXXVII. 
Iflands, be paid out of the public Treafury per Annum, in Quarterly Payments, to any Perfon 
who may undertake and perform faithfully the Duty of a public Whipper for thefe Iflands, to 
be approved by Three Juftices of the Peace, who are hereby required to give a Certificate of 
their Approbation thereof; and his Excellency the Governor, or Commander in Chief for the 
Time being, is defired to ifiue his Warrant for the Payment of the fame : And if the Owner of 
any Slave fhall apply to the public Whipper to correft his or her Slave or Slaves, the public 
Whipper is hereby ordered and direfted to caufe fuch Corporal Punilhment as is ordered by the 
Owner to be inflifted on him oj- her by whipping, not exceeding the Number of One Hundred 
Lalhes, on the bare Back; for which Service the Whipper flull receive Three Shillings from 
the Owner of every Slave he may fo punifli. 

And be it further Enafted, That all and every Aft and Afts, and Claufes thereof, refpefting 
the governing Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians, heretofore made, fhall be and are 
hereby fufpended during the Continuance of this Aft.

WHEREAS fome Inconveniences have arifen, and may arife, from the Mode of determin- Preamble. 

ing the Claims or Applications of Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians, for Free¬ 
dom, under the Powers given in and by an Aft pafled in the Twenty-fourth Year of His prefent 
Majefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Aft for governing Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians,

Inconveniences, and to explain and amend the faid Aft, Be it Enafted and Declared, by his

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall 
kill a Negro or other Slave in the juft Defence of his Property, or in the Purfuit of fuch Negro 
or other Slave, being run away or broke out of Prifon, and refilling and refuting to fubmit, 
fuch Perfon or Perfons (hall not be liable to any Profecution, Molellation, or Damage what¬ 
ever, either in Law or Equity, any Law, Ufage, or Cuftom to the contrary notwithftandmg: 
Always provided, and it is ihe true Intent and Meaning of this Aft, that the Matter and 
Owner of all fuch Negroes and other Slaves that (hall be fo killed or pumlhed with Death by 
virtue of any Sentence according to this Aft, (hall be fattsfied and paid for the Lofs of fuch 
Negro or other Slave by the Treafurer of this Hland for the Time being* the faid Negro or 
other Slave beino to be appraifed by Two neighbouring Freeholders, by Warrant under the 
Hands and Seals°of the Two Juftices aforefaid, which faid Apprailers (hall take the following 

Oath; viz. 

“ I A. B. and C. D. do fwear upon the Holy Evangelifts of Almighty God, That 
“ the Apprailement which I (hall now make (hall be, according to my Con_ -ience, 
(i bed Skill, and Judgment, without Favour or Affeftion to any Perlon or Perfons

Which faid Appraifement (hall be certified by the faid Two Juftices to the Treafurer for the 
Time being, who is hereby commanded to pay the fame out of the public Stock of this 
Ifland. 

And forafmuch as Negroes and other Slaves upon committing any Crime frequently 
efcape to the Mountains, fo that they cannot be taken in a long Time; Be it therefore further 
Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That what Negro or other Slave foever fhall at any 
Time commit a Felony or other Crime, and (hall abfent him or themfelves, fo that he or they 
cannot be taken to be brought to Trial in the Space of Four Months after the Crime com¬ 
mitted every iuch Negro or other Slave (hall be and is by virtue of this Aft outlawed; an I 
if the 'Matter or Owner of fuch Negro or other Slave (hall wilfully keep fuch Negro or 
Slave, or be a Means of hindering his or their being brought to Trial, every fuch Mafter 
or Owner is hereby foreclofed and debarred from having any Benefit by this Aft, or 
receive any Thing for fuch Negro or Slave, if killed or brought to Trial by any other 

Means. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That no Retailer or Retailers of 
ftrong Liquor (hall, after Publication of this Aft, prefume to fell, upon Sundays or Holidays, 
any Liquor or Liquors, of what Nature or Quality foever, to any Slave or Slaves, upon 
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the P<»in ahd Penalty of Three Pounds Current Money for every fuch Offence fo com¬ 
mitted. 

And, becaufe it Is riot poffible to forefee and provide againft all the Difficulties that may 
happen in the Execution of this Aft, Be it Enafted, That the Juftices of the Peace in their 
SdTions may from Time to Time make and publifh fuch further Orders and Regulations as 
lhall be found neceffary for the better Government of Slaves. 

Ard be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Juftice of the Peace of 
this Ifland ffiall negleft or refufe to do his Duty as by this Aft is required, he or they fhall 
f >rfcit and pay, for every fuch Negleft or Refufal, the Sum of Twenty Pounds, to be fued 
for in 3ny of Her Majefty’s Courts of this Ifland, the One Half to the Informer, and the 
other to fortify the Ifland and where any Claufe of this Aft requires the Marfhal or his 
Deputy, or any Conftable, to do and perform any Duty, where a Penalty is not already men¬ 
tioned, he or they negleftingor refufing to do the fame, the Juftices before whom the Matter 
lies fhall fine laid Party or Parties fo neglefting or refufing, for each fuch Offence, according 
to their Difcretions, not exceeding Ten Pounds Current Money, and fuch and all other 
Penalties arifing by virtue of this Aft, and not direfted how to be levied or difpofed of, 
fl all be levied, by Warrants under the Hand and Seal of Two Juftices, on the Goods and 
Chattels of the Party or Parties offending, by a Conftable of this Ifland, and fold at public 
Outcry, rendering the Overplus (if any) to the Owner, the Fines and Forfeitures to be to Her 
Majefty* and applied to the fortifying this Ifland.

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An A£l for attainting feveral Negroes therein mentioned ; and for the more effectual 
preventing Negroes from running away from their Maflers Service ; and for 
explaining and rendering more effectual an Afi, intituled , “ An ASi for the better 
“ Government of Negroes , and other Slaves .” 

WHEREAS it has been found by Experience, that the Laws now in force for the better 
Government of Negroes and other Slaves, and for punifhing fuch as do withdraw from the 
Service of their Mafters, have proved too mild and gentle to curb and reftrain them, and 
that they have fo abufed the Lenity of the Laws, that great Numbers of them have deferted 
the Service of their Mafters, and fled to the mountainous Parts of this Ifland, and there 
have armed and afiembled themfelves in Bands to oppofe their Mafters, and any. that come 
in Purfuit of them, and in the Night Time, when they cannot be eafily difcovered or taken, 
do frequently commit divers Thefts and Robberies in the Plantations of this Ifland, to the 
infupportable Wrong and Damage of many of His Majefty’s good Subjefts: And whereas they 
are daily enticing other Negroes to rtfort to and join with them ; and it is much to be appre¬ 
hended, that their Numbers will very much increafe, without the Aid of fome Law to give 
fome extraordinary Encouragement for taking their Chiefs or Ringleaders, and for the in- 
flifting of cond gn Punifhment upon fuch as fhall be taken : And whereas it is notorious 
that Johnny Congo, belonging to the honourable Lieutenant General Matthew j Chriftopher, 
belonging to William M'Dowall, Efquire ; and Antego Quamina, belonging to Marmaduke 
Batchelor, Efquire, have for a long Time paft, and ftill do head feveral armed Bands or 
Companies of Fugitive Negroes in this Ifland, and do all that in them lies to entice other 
Negroes to deiert their Mafters Service, and join with them ; and have themfelves committed 
and been the Occaficn of committing many flagrant Thefts and Felonies : We therefore. 
Your Majefty’s moll: dutiful and loyal Subjefts, the Chief Governor of all Your Majefty’s 
Leeward Charibbee I Hands in America, and the Council and Affembly of the Ifland of Saint 
Chriftopher, do mod humbly pray Your Majefty, That it may be Enafted ; And it is here¬ 
by Enafted by the King’s Moll Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent 
of the Chief Governor, Council, and Afiembly aforefaid, and by the Authority of the fame. 

That 
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That the hid Johnny Congo, Chriftopher, and Antego Quamina, and every of them, be 
and are hereby convicted and attainted of Felony, and (hall fuffer the Pains of Death. » 

And, for the encouraging the fpeedy taking the faid Johnny Congo, Chriftopher, and 
Antego' Quamina, It is hereby further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any 
White Perion or Perfons (hall apprehend and take the faid Johnny Congo, Chriftopher, and 
Antego Quamina, or any of them, and (hall deliver his or their Bodies alive into the Cuftody 
of the I’rovoft Marlhal of this I(land, or his lawful Deputy, or (hall bring fufKcient Proof of 
the faid Whi.e Perfon’s having, in Purfuit of the faid Negro or Negroes, killed him or any. 
of them, he or they (hall, for each of the faid Perfons fo taken and delivered, or killed as 
aforefaid, receive from the Treafurer of this I (land for the Time being (who is hereby au¬ 
thorized and required to pay the fame, upon a Certificate thereof from the faid Provoft 
Marlhal, attefted by any One Juftice of the Peace of the faid Hland) a Reward of Thirty 
Pounds Current Money of this Bland, or the Value thereof in Sugar. 

And, for the preventing any Negroes or other Slaves deferting their Matter’s Service for 
the future, and alfo for the encouraging of fuch as are deferted to return thereto, Beit, 
and it is hereby Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any Negro or other Slaves, 
who hath or (hall have lived upon this Bland for the Space of Twelve Months, (hall at 
any Time after the Publication of this Aft abfent or withdraw himfelf from his Matter’s, 
Owner’s, or Renter’s Service, for the Term of Six Months in one continued Space of Time, 
or where any fuch Negro or other Slave that now is abfent from his Matter’s, Owner’s, or 
Renter’s Service, (hall not return to the fame within the Space of Three Months after the 
Publication of this Aft, every fuch Offence (hall be adjudged Felony, and the Offenders, 
and every one of them, (hall fuffer Death : And in cafe any Negro or other Slave that now 
is abfent from his Matter’s Service, except the faid Johnny Congo, Chriftopher, and Antego 
Quamina, (hall voluntarily come in and furrender himfelf to his Matter, or any Magiftrate 
in this Bland, within the aforefaid Term of Three Months, fuch Negro or other Slave fo 
furrer.dering (hall be, and is hereby pardoned and acquitted of any Offence (Murder only 
excepted) which he (hall or may have committed during the Time of fuch his Abfence, and 
before his Notice of this Aft. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon or Perfons who 
(hall kill any Negro or other Slave who has been abfent for the aforefaid Term of Six Months 
in one continued Space of Time from his Matter’s, Owner’s, or Renter s Service, after the 
Publication of this Aft, or (hall apprehend or take any fuch Negro or other Slave, fo as that 
he be legally convicted of fuch Offence, fuch Perfon or Perfon (hall receive a Reward for every 
fuch Negro or other Slave fo killed or taken, from the Treafurer of this Bland for the Time 
being (who is hereby authorized and required to pay the fame), upon due Proof made before any 
One Magiftrate of this Bland of his or their killing fuch Negro or other Slave, or upon Cer¬ 
tificate of fuch Conviftion from the Magiftrate before whom fuch Negro or other Slave 
was tried, the Sum of Six Pounds ^Current Money of this Bland, or the Value thereof in 
Sugar. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That after any Negro or other Slave 
is or (hall be run away from the Service of his Matter, Owner, or Renter, every Negro or 
other Slave who, knowing fuch Negro or other Slave is run away from his Matter’s, Owner’s, 
or Renter’s Service, (hall entertain, harbour, receive, or conceal, or anyways aid, attift, or 
comfort, afford or give any Suftenance to any fuch Negro or other Slave fo run away, (hall, 
upon Conviftion thereof, according to the Laws and Cuftoms of this Bland, for the Firft: 
Offence be publicly whipped upon the bare Back with any Number of Stripes not exceeding 
Fifty-, and if it (hall happen that any fuch Offender or Offenders (hall be convifted a Second 
Time of the like Offence, he or they, upon fuch Second Conviftion, (hall be adjudged to be 
publicly whipped upon the bare Back with any Number of Stripes not exceeding One 
hundred; and if fuch Offender or Offenders (hall be thereof convifted a Thifd Time, he 
or they, upon fuch Third Conviftion, (hall be adjudged to have a further Number of 
Stripes, not exceeding One hundred and Fifty ; and fo for each after Offence ; and 
every other Free Perfon or Perfons who, knowing that fuch Negro or other Slave is run 
away from his Matter’s, Owner’s, or Renter’s Service, (hall entertain, harbour, receive, or 
conceal, or anyways aid, attift, or comfort, afford or give any Suftenance to any fuch Negro 
or other Slave fo run away, (hall forfeit (to be levied as hereafter direfted) for the Firft Of¬ 
fence the Sum of Ten Pounds Current Money of this Bland; and for the Second Offence 
double, and Six Months Imprifonment; and for the Third Offence One hundred Pounds, 
and One Year’s Imprifonment; and be moreover liable to pay, for any fuch Offence, to the 
Owner of fuch Runaway Negro or other Slave, fuch feveral Sum or Sums of Money as are 
mentioned and enafted in an Aft of this Bland, intituled, “ An Aft for the better Govern- 
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ii m ent of Negroes or other Slaves,” and patted in the Tenth Year of Her late Majefty’s 
Feign ; which faid afore-mentioned Adi is hereby confirmed and declared to be in force to 
all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That whenever any of the aforefaid 
Negroes attainted by this Aft {hall be apprehended, any Two Juftices of the Peace may 
and (hall award Execution to be done on his or their Bodies, by Warrant under their Hands 
and Seals, direfted to the Provoft Mar dial or his lawful Deputy -, and that all Felonies or 
other Crimes created by this Act, and committed by any Slave, {hall be tried and adjudged, 
and all Slaves condemned to die before Execution {hall be valued and appraifed, to be paid 
for by the Treafurer of this Ifland, as is direfted by the aforefaid Aft; and in all Trials of 
Neoroes or other Slaves, the Juftice or Juftices {hall and may hear the Evidence of any 
other Slave, and give fuch Credit thereunto as he or they {hall in Confidence be convinced fuch 
Evidence deferves. 

And, for the eafier and readier apprehending of any Negro or other Slave run away from 
his Matter’s or Owner’s Service, Be it, and it is hereby further Enafted by the Authority 
aforefaid. That it {hall and m3y be lawful for the Matter or Owner of any Negro or other 
Slave, or any other Perfon or Perfons by his Direftion, to enter any Negro Houfe, or 
Houfes, by Night cr Day, to fearch for any Negro or other Slave abfenting himfelf from 
his Service, without any Warrant from any Magittrate for that Purpofe, having firft given 
Notice theieof to the Matter, Owner, or Overfeer on the faid Plantation, 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro or other Slave 
{hall have abfented himfelf from Ins Matter’s Service above the Space of Six Months, or {hall 
have wilfully murdered any Chriftian or Slave belonging to his own Matter, and the Matter or 
Owner of fu<h Negro or other Slave {hall conceal or negleft to profecute fuch Slave guilty of 
any of the aforefaid Crimes for the Space of Three Months after huh Offence committed* 
that then and in fuch Cafe, if any other Perfon {hall profecute fuch Slave for fuch Offence, 
and he, Ihe, or they {hall be legally convifted thereof, the Matter or Owner of fuch Negro 
or other Slave {hall forfeit and pay the full Value of luch Slave to the Perfon or Perfons fo 
profecuting; and the Matter or Owner in fuch Cafe fhall be and is hereby debarred from re¬ 
ceiving from the Treafurer or Public of this Ifland any Sum or Sums of Money, or other 
Confideration, for fuch Negro or other Slave fo convifted or executed, any Thing hereinbefore 
contained to the contrary thereof in anywife notwithftanding. 

And, for the more fpeedy and effectual enforcing the Payment of fuch Forfeiture, It is here- 
• by further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Juftice of the Peace for this Ifland 
may in fuch Cafe iffue out his Warrant, direfted to Two fubftantial Perfons, to value and ap- 
praife fuch Negro or other Slave fo profecuted and convifted as aforefaid ; and in cafe the 
Matter or Owner {hall refufe to pay what he, {he, or they {hall be fo appraifed at, to iffue his 
Warrant to the Provoft Marfhal, or any Conftable in the faid Ifland, commanding him to levy 
the fame upon the Gouds and Chattels of fuch Matter or Owner, and to pay the fame to the 
Perfon or Perfons fo profecuting as aforefaid. 

And be it further Enafted, That no Matter, Owner, or Renter of Negroes or other Slaves 
{hall give any Slave or Slaves Leave, on Sundays or any other Time, to go out of their Plan¬ 
tations (except fuch as ufually wait upon them, and no other) except with a Ticket under the 
Matter’s, Mittrefs’s, or Manager’s Hands, fpecifying the Time allowed fuch Negro or other 
Slave to be abfent; and if any Matter or Owner of a Plantation finds any Negro or other 
Slave on his Plantation without a Ticket, or Bufinefs from his Matter or Owner, and doth not 
punifh him with a moderate whipping, not exceeding Twenty Stripes, he {hall forfeit Twelve 
Shillings Current Money. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any White or Free Perfon or 
Perfons may apprehend any Negro or Negroes, or other Slave or Slaves that {hall be found out 
of his Matter’s or Owner’s Plantation at any Time, efpecially Saturday Nights or Sundays, and 
Holidays, not.being on their Matter’s or Miftrefs’s Bufinefs, nor having fuch a Ticket, or not 
having a White Man with them, (except as before,) and the faid Negro or Negroes, Slave or 
Slaves, may correft with moderate Whipping as aforefaid; and if any fuch Negro or other Slave 
lhall be armed with Clubs, Wooden Swords, or other mifchievous Weapons, and found out of 
their Matter’s or Owner’s Plantation, though with a Letter or Ticket, they may be taken up, 
difarmed, and whipped as aforefaid. 

Afid be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That whatfoever Matter, Miftrefs, Manager, 
or Overfeer, who has any Negroes under his Care, lhall faffer his or their Negroes or Slaves 
at any Time to beat Drums, blow Horns, or ufe any other loud Inftruments, or {hall fuffer 
any public Meetings or Feafting of ftrange Negroes or other Slaves in his or her Plantation, 
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be or fhe fo offending fhall forfeit Twenty Pounds Current Money for every fuch Offence, 
provided Information of the fame be made and given upon Oath to One of His Majefly’s 
Juflices of the Peace of this Ifiand, within One Month after fuch Offence committed : 
And that every Mailer, Miftrefs, or Overfeer of a Family fhall, under the Penalty of 
Twenty Shillings Current Money, caufe all his or her Negroes Houfes to be fearched once 
every Fourteen Days at the leaft for Runaway Negroes, Clubs, Wooden Swords, and other 
mifchievous Weapons, and alio for Cloaths and other Goods not honeflly come by, and 
what they fufpeft to be ftolen they fhall feize, and give Notice thereof to the Clerk or Conllaffe 
of the Parifh within Six Days after, who fhall fet up a Ihort Notice of the fame on the Pods of 
the Church Door, whereby the Lofer, declaring the Marks or defcribing the Goods, may have 
the fame again without Colls or Charges. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That fuch ChrifK-ins as fhall appre¬ 
hend and bring any Runaway Negro unto the Provoft Marlhal of this Ifiand, or his Deputy, 
or to the Gaol, fhall deliver upon Oath an Account of the Name, and when and where he ap¬ 
prehended fuch Fugitive Slave, and that he knew of no Ticket the Slave had, nor of his Owner* 
and the Keeper of the Gaol at the Re-delivery of fuch Slave, fhall take a Receipt of the Perlon 
to whom delivered, with a Defcription of the Slave delivered. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That the Commanding Officer of 
this llland for the Time being, if he fhall have Notice of the Refidence or I Iiding ol any Run¬ 
away Negroes, or other Fugitive Slaves, fhall and may raife and arm, of Dragoons or Foot 
Militia, a fufficient Number of Men to purl’ue and apprehend, or kill any fuch Negroes or 
other Slaves* and if any Perfon of the Dragoons or Foot, being in Health and able to travel, 
fhall refufe to go in Quell of fuch Runaways, he fhall forfeit Thirty Shillings Current Money * 
and whoever fhall apprehend or take any Runaway Slave abfeonding in the Mountains of this 
Ifiand, or in the Lands laying to Windward of Frigate Bay, or who hath been abfent from his 
Maher's Service Two Months or more, fhall receive, as a Reward for taking and apprehending 
each and every fuch Negro, the Sum of Twenty-eight Shillings, to be paid by the Owner of 
the faid Negro if delivered to him, or by the Marlhal if delivered at the Gaol. 

And be it fu"ther Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That whatfoever Negro or Slave fhall 
hear another Slave or Negro (peaking any Words tending to Mutiny or Rebellion, or that 
fhall have or fhall prepare any Guns, Powder, Ball, Swords, or Warlike Inflruments, other 
than wh..t are allowed for Watching, and fhall difeover the fame to any Jultice of the Peace, 
the faid Juflice, and One other next Juflice, fhall caufe the Slave accuied to be apprehended, 
and if they find the Accufation juft, the laid Slave fhall be tried by Two Juflices of the Peace, 
in the Manner as Murders and other Felonies are hereby before direfted to be tried, and if the * 
faid Slave be found guilty, and condemned to Death, he fhall be appraifed in fuch Manner as, 
and at no greater Price than is appointed and limited in and by the above-mentioned Aft* and 
the Negro or Slave giving fuch Information fhall be paid by the Treafurer, out of the Trea- 
fury. Three Pounds Current Money* but if any Negro or Slave fo accufmg or informing 
againft any other Negro or Slave fhall not make good his Accufation to the Satisfaction of 
the Perfons who fhall try the Negro or Slave fo accufed, then fuch Accufer fhall have and re¬ 
ceive fuch Punifhment, not extending to Life or Member, as the laid Juftices fhall think 
fit. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons fliall 
buy any Sugar, Rum, Molaffes, Syrup, Cotton, Wine, or other Strong Liquors, Plate, 
Wearing Apparel, or Houfhold Goods from any Negro or other Slave, except fuch Negro or 
Slave fhall have a Ticket for that Purpofe from his or her Mafler, Owner, Renter, or Over¬ 
feer, fuch Buyer or Purchafer, being legally convifted of any fuch Crime, not exceeding 
Twenty Shillings Value, fhall fuffer Six Months Imprifonment, and for every fuch Crime 
exceeding Twenty Shillings Value fhall be, and is hereby declared to be guilty of Felony, and 
fhall fuffer accordingly. 

And it is further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, that the One Moiety of all the Penal¬ 
ties and Forfeitures impofed, laid, and arifing by virtue of this Aft, fliall be paid to the Trea¬ 
furer of this Ifiand for the Time being, tor the defraying the public contingent Charges of 
this Iiland, and the other Moiety thereof to the Informer, to be levied by Diftrefs and Sale of 
the Goods and Chattels of every and any Perfon and Perfons offending or afting contrary to 
this Aft, and the true Meaning and Intent thereof, by Warrant under the Hand and Seal of any 
One Juflice of the Peace of this Ifiand, to be direfted to the Provoft Marlhal or his lawful De¬ 
puty, or to any Conftable of the Ifiand. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That in every Aftion, Suit, Indift- 
nient. Information, or Profecution, wherein or whereby any Perfon or Perfons fhall be fued, 
indifted, profecuted, or molcfled, for the doing any Matter or Thing in the faid Acts or ei¬ 
ther 
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ther of them contained, it fhall be lawful for all and every the faid Perfons, their Heirs, Exe¬ 
cutors, and Adminiftrators, to plead the General Ifiiie, and to give this Aft in Evidence in 
any Court or Courts of Juftice where the Matter lhall be depending; and alfo that the faid 
Afts, or either of them, lhall be taken and allowed, in all Courts within this Ifland, as Public 
Adts, and all Juftices, Judges, and Juries are hereby required to take Notice thereof accord¬ 
ingly.

VXfHEREAS divers of Your Majefty’s Subjefts in this Ifland have lately been in great 
Danger of Death, by means of Poilon being malicioufly mixed with their Food, with an 
Intent to kill them, by Negroes and other Slaves; Therefore we. Your Majefty’s moll dutiful 
and loyal Subjefts, the Council and Afiembly of the faid Ifland of Saint Chriftopher, pray Your 
Majefty that it may be Enadted 3 


And be it Enadted by the King’s Moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent 
of the Governor and Chief of His Majefty’s Leeward Charibbee 1 Hands in America, and the 
Council and Afiembly of Your Majefty’s Ifland of Saint Chriftopher, and by the Authority of 
the fame. That from and after the Publication of this Aft, if any Negro or other Slave or 
Slaves lhall attempt to take away the Life of any White or Free Perfon or Perfons by Poi¬ 
fon, that then and in every fuch Cafe fuch Negro or other Slave or Slaves, and their Accefiaries 
or Abettors (being Slaves) lhall be adjudged and are hereby declared and made Felons, and 
lhall fuffer Death for the lame. 

And be it further Enadted, That fuch Negro, or Slave or Slaves, their Accefiaries and 
Abettors, being Slaves, lhall be tried before any Two or more of His Majefty’s Juftices 
of the Peace, who lhall upon Convidtion have Power by this Adt to condemn fuch Negro or 
Slave or Slaves, or fuch Accefiaries or Abettors, to Death, and order Execution of fuch 
Sentence to be done upon fu< h Criminal or Criminals, at fuch Time and Place, and in fuch 
Manner, as the faid Juftices lhall think fit, by Warrant under their Hands and Seals, diredted 
to the Provoft Marlhal of the faid Ifland, or his lawful Deputy. 


Provided, That fuch Criminal or Criminals lhall, before Execution, be appraifed by Two 
Freeholders, and not to exceed the Value of Five thoufand Pounds of Mul'covado Sugar, 
rated at Twenty-five Shillings per Cent, for each Criminal, out of which the Provoft Mar¬ 
lhal, or his lawful Deputy, lhall be paid Five hundred Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar, at the Rate 
aforefaid, and the Owner of each fuch Criminal lhall be paid the Refidue of the faid Five thou¬ 
fand Pounds of Sugar at the fame Rate; and the Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, is hereby or¬ 
dered to fee Execution performed upon the faid Criminal or Criminals accordingly.

H ER E A S fome Perfons have of late been gu : lty of cutting off and depriving Slaves 
• • of their Ears, which Pradice is contrary to the Principles of Humanity, and dishonour¬ 
able to Society: For Prevention whereof in future. Be it Enaded by the Governor in Chief 
of the 1 Hands of Saint Chriftopher’s and Nevis, and the Council and Affembly of the [Hand of 
Saint Chriftopher, That if any Owner or Poflefior of any Negro or other Slave in this lfland 
fhall wilfully and wantonly cut out or difable, or caufe or procure to be cut out or difabled 
the Tongue, put out or caufe or procure to be put out an Eye, fit the Nofe, Ear, or Lip, or cut 
off a Nofe, Ear, or Lip, or caufe the fame to be done, or break or caufe to be broken the Arm, 
1 eg, or any other Limb or Member of any Negro or other Slave in this lfland, fuch Owner 
or PofTefTor fhall, on due Conviction thereof in any Court of Record in this I (land, forfeit and 
oav the Sum of Five hundred Pounds Current Money, and fuffer Six Months Imprisonment in 
the Common Gaol of this lfland, and for Want of fufficient to pay the fame, fhall fufter Twelve 
Months Imprifonment in the Common Gaol of this lfland. One Half of fuch Forfeiture to be 
paid to any Perfon who fhall give Information of the Offence, the other Half to the Treafurer

Limb or Member of any Negro or other Slave, or caufe or procure the fame to be done, or 
break or caufe or procure to be broken the Arm, Leg, or any other Limb of any Negro or other 
Slave not belonging to fuch Perfon, fuch Perfon fo offending fhall, on due Convidion thereof 
in any Court of Record in this lfland, forfeit and pay the Sum of Five hundred Pounds Cur¬ 
rent Money of the faid lfland, and fuffer Six Months Imprifonment in the Common Gaol of this 
lfland; and for Want of fufficient to pay the fame, fhall fuffer Twelve Months Imprifonment, 
One Half of fuch Forfeiture to the Owner of fuch Negro or other Slave, and the other Half to 
be paid to the public Treafurer.

Common Gaol j and in cafe the Owner of fuch Negro or other Slave fhall not, within Sixty 
Days after Publication made by the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, in the public 
News-papers in this lfland, of his having taken up and confined in the Common Gaol fuch 
Negro or other Slave, prove upon Oath before any Magiftrate of this lfland, either by him- 
felf or fome credible Witnefs, that he did not wilfully cut out or difable the Tongue, put 
out the Eye, flit the Nofe, Ear, or Lip, or cut off the Nofe, Ear, or Lip, or any Limb or 
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Member of any,fuch Negro or other Slave, or caufe the fame to be done, fuch Negro or other 
Slave fhall be forfeited to the Ufe of the Public of this Ifland, and the Provoft Marfhal, or 
his lawful Deputy, is hereby directed to fell fuch Negro or other Slave at public Sale in’the 
Town of Bafleterre, in the Prefence of Six White Perfons at leaft, within Six Days after the 
Expiration of the Term hereinbefore allowed to Owners to make Oath as aforefaid of their 
Innocence •, and the faid Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, is hereby direfted to pay 
all fuch Monies as fuch Negro or other Slave fhall have been fold for, into the public Trea- 
iury of this Ifland, after deducting the Charges and Expences attending the apprehending, 
confining, and felling fuch Negro or other Slave as aforefaid, and the Sale of the faid 
Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, fhall give a good Title to any Purchafer of fuch 
Negro or other Slave: Provided always, that nothing hereinbefore contained fhall prevent 
Owners and others from fullering the Pains and Penalties hereinbefore directed to be inflicted, 
whenever fuch Owner or other Perfons fhall be convifted of any of the Offences hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all fuch Forfeitures as are before 
direfted to be paid into the public Treafury of this Ifland, fhall remain for the Ufe of the 
Public thereof; to be paid and applied in fuch Manner as the Legiflature fhall direft.

An Adi for further Prevention of Damages to the Harbours , and Abufes in carrying 
on the Inland Trade of this Ifland -, regulating the Hire and Mammijfton of Slaves , 
and for advertifing Runaways committed to Gaol. 


ttr HE RE AS an Aft, intituled, “ An Aft for regulating the Towns and Harbours, fet- 
* * « tling of Markets, and encouraging of Wharfs in this Ifland, and to prevent Abufes in 

« the Fiffiery about the fame,” hath been found in general to be a good and ufeful Law, but 
it is in fome Particulars defeftive; in others, through Change of Circumftances of the Ifland, 
is inconvenient and difficult in the Execution : 


And whereas great Damages have arifen to the Harbour of Saint John, and the Cove, by Per- 
fons throwing Rubbiffi and Ballaft into the fame, who have evaded paying the Fine impofed 
by the above-receited Aft, becaufe no proper Places for receiving the Rubbiffi and Ballaft 
were appointed purfuant to the faid Aft: For fupplying therefore the faid Defefts, and render¬ 
ing the faid Law more ufeful and convenient, we. Your Majefty’s moft loyal, dutiful, and 
obedient Subjefts, the Governor of Your Majefty’s Leeward Charibbee Blands in America, and 
the Council and Afiembly of Your Majefty’s Ifland Antigua, moft humbly pray Your Excel- 

I. lent Majefty, That it may be Enafted and Ordained; And be it, and it is hereby Enafted and 
Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Publication of this Aft all 
Rubbiffi and Ballaft to be landed from on Board of any Ships or Vefiels in the Harbour or 
Cove of Saint John’s, (hall be landed and thrown on the Eaft Part of Rat Ifland, Twenty Feet 
above High-Water Mark, except fuch as ffiall be landed upon public Wharfs, or for repairing 
old Wharfs, and the immediate erefting of new ones, or any other Ufes on Shore; and all 
Rubbiffi and Ballaft to be landed from on Board of any Ships or Vefiels in any other of the 
Harbours or Coves of this Ifland ffiall be landed and thrown Twenty Feet above High-Water 
Mark in fome convenient Place ; and if any Perfon or Perfons ffiall land or throw any Ballaft 
or Rubbiffi nearer High-Water Mark than Twenty Feet, ffiall forfeit Fifty Pounds Current 
Money of this Ifland; and if any Perfon or Perfons ffiall fteal or carry away any of the Ballaft 
or Rubbiffi from Rat Ifland, after the fame ffiall be landed, ffiall forfeit Fifty Pounds Current, 
Money, both which Sums of Fifty Pounds to be recovered in a fummary Way before Two or 
more Juftices of the Peace of this Ifland; and in cafe any Magiftrate ffiall refufe or negleft, 
upon Information of any Rubbiffi or Ballaft being landed or thrown contrary to the Intention of 
this Aft, or that the fame hath been ftole or carried away from Rat Ifland, after landed, 
to hear and determine the fame, he ffiall forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds Current 
Money of this Ifland, to be recovered in any Court of Record of this Ifland, by Bill, Plaint, 
Information, or Aftion of Debt, wherein he ffiall not be allowed any Efioign, Protection, or 
Wager of Law. 

II. And whereas it hath often happened, that when Vefiels have funk in the Harbours or Coves 
of this Ifland, the Owners and Proprietors of the faid Vefiels have buffered the fame fo funk to 
remain, whereby great Banks are gathered, and Shoal Ground occafioned, which greatly da¬ 
mages the faid Harbours and Coves, by filling them continually; Be it therefore Enafted, Thac 
if any Perfon or Perfons, being Owner or Owners, Proprietor or Proprietors, Purchafer or 
Purchafers of any Veficl fo funk in the faid Coves or Harbours, ffiall luffcr them to remain 
for the Space of Two Calendar Months, the Owner or Owners, Proprietor or Proprietors, 
Purchafer or Purchafers of the laid Vefiels, ffiall be proceeded againft in like Manner as in 
Cafe of throwing Rubbiffi or Ballaft into the faid Coves or Harbours, and ffiall be fined Fifty 
Pounds Current Money for the Firft Offence; and in cafe the fame is not removed after fuch 
Two Months, then the Owner or Owners, Proprietor or Proprietors, Purchafer or Purchafers 
of fuch Vefiels, ffiall bejined Fifty Pounds for every Month fuch Veficl ffiall fo remain unre¬ 
moved, after the faid Two Months, fuch Fines to be recovered in the fame Manner as the Fine 
for throwing Rubbifli or Ballaft into the faid Coves or Harbours; and the Town Wardens of 
the Town of Saint John for the Time being are hereby authorized and required to prefent all 
fuch N uifances in the faid Harbours and Coves before two or more Juftices of the Peace, and after 
Order of fuch Juftices thereon, to fee the fame removed, under the Pe.ialty of Fifty Pounds, to 
be recovered and applied in Manner hereafter mentioned. 


And 
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- And be it further Enafled by the Authority aforefaid. That no Human or other dead Body HI* 
be hereafter thrown into any of the Harbours or Coves, under the like Penalty of throwing 
Rubbifh or Ballaft therein, and to be recovered in the iame Manner. 

And whereas oreat Inconveniences have arifen to the Inhabitants, and the Trade of this 
Iflard hath greatly fuffered by Perfons fending Goods and Merchandizes about the Towns 
and in the Country to fell by way of hawking and pedling; To prevent which. Be it further 
Enadted, That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall hereafter fend out any Peri'on, being Free or 
Slave, with failed Beef or Pork, or with Bread or Bifcuit, or with Goods, Wares, or Merchan¬ 
dizes'of any Sort, in Bafkets, Boxes, or Trunks, or otherwife, to be told in any of the Towns 
or Country by Way of hawking and pedling (except falted Beef and Pork, Salt Fun, Bread 
and Bifcuit, as fhall be fold in the Negro Market on the ufual and cuftomary Days) all luc 1 
Goods, with wharever they fhall be contained in, fhall be forfeited to any Perfon that lnall 
carry the fame before the next Juftice of the Peace, who fhall award the lame to the i erion 
fo bringing them before him, and give him moreoves a Certificate figmfying his having 10 
done, and mentioning the Name of the Slave from whom the fame were taken, to whom 
belonging and the leveral Particulars awarded, which Certificate, together with this Act, 
may be given in Evidence upon any Indidlment, Information, or Aftion for Damages, in any 
Suit or Profecution againft the Perfon to whom the fame fhall be adjudged * and if a v^erdidt 
be given in his Favour, or a Judgment by Confeffion, upon Default or Demurrer, he fhall 
be allowed Treble Cods: Provided always. That Cordial Waters or ftrong Waters (Rum 
excepted), Frelh Provifions, Feathered Fowl, Fruits, Roots, and Vegetables of the Earth, may 
be carried to the Towns, and there fold publicly in the Streets, and may be fold in any of the 
High Hoads, or any other Part of this lfland, any Thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary 
notwithftanding. 

And be it Enafled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon whatfoever fhall employ V* 

any Slave in felling or difpofing of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes, in Shops or otherwife, 
fuch Perfon, upon Proof, by Confefiion or Oath of One Witnefs, of fuch Slave’s having been fo 
employed, fhall forfeit, for each Offence, the Sum of Five Pounds Current Gold and Silver 
Money to any Perfon that fhall inform, to be recovered before One or more of His Majefty s 
Juftices of this Iflar.d. 

And whereas a Cuflom hath prevailed for feveral Years paft, of permitting Slaves to go VI* 
about the Towns and Country to hire themfelves out, or to take their own Liberty, and pay 
their Mailers and Miftreffes for their Time, by which Means many Negroes who were actually 
Runaways, under Pretence of working out, or being at Liberty to hire themfelves, have be< n 
employed in the Towns and Country unknown to their Matters or Miftreffes, and often Rob¬ 
beries are committed by iuch Slaves ; and although an Aft was patted in the Year One thou- 
fand Seven hundred and Two, for the better Government of Slaves and Free Negroes, in 
which a fevere Penalty was laid on any Perfon or Perfons who fhould employ or keep in his, 
her, or their Poffeffion, any Slave or Slaves longer than Twenty-four Hours without fending 
fuch Slave or Slaves to his, her, or their Owner or Owners; yet from the afore-mentioned 
Cuflom it has been extremely difficult to put the faid Aft in Execution : To prevent fuch 
Abules for the future, Be it further enafted, That if any Matter or Miftrefs, Owner or 
Renter of any Slave, or any other Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, fhall order or direft, or fhall 
knowingly permit or fatter anv Slave, on any Pretence whatfoever, to go at large, and be: at 
Liberty to hire him or herfclf out, and to feek for Buttnefs or Employment of any Kind, either 
in the Towns or in the Country, or that fhall knowingly permit or iuttcr any Slave or Slaves 
to fell and diipofe, in his, her, or their Plantation or Plantations, or in any Houfe or other 
Place whatioever belonging to him, her, or them, or by Water, any Goods, Wares, and 
Merchandizes whatfoever (except as in this Aft is hereinbefore excepted), or to flay or fell, 
upon the proper Account of luch Slave or Slaves, any Beef, Veal, or Mutton, or fhall take or re¬ 
ceive from any Slaves or Slave any Sum or Sums of Money, or other Conttderation, for allowing 
or giving up fuch Slave his or her own Time, fuch Matter or Miftrefs, or Renter, fhall forfeit not 
lefs than Five Pounds, or more than Ten Pounds, to any Perfon who fhail inform before any 
Two Jutticcs of the Peace, who are hereby required to hear and determine the fame; and any 
Perfon that fhall employ, hire, or take into his or her Service, any Slave belonging to another 
Perton, without Agreement and Confent of that other Perfon, or fhall pay or cauie to be paid 
to any Slave, though openly and legally rented to him or her, the Wages due ior the Work or 
Labour of iuch Slave, or any Part thereof, but by Order, Direftion, and Confent of the Perfon 
from whom fuch Slave is hired, fhall forfeit the Sum of Five Pounds to the Informer, over 
and above any Penalties already inflifted by former Laws, to be recovered in a fummary Way, 
as the other Fines are by this Claufe *, and if any Slave or Slaves (hall, without the Privity or 
Knowledge of his or her Matter, Miftrefs, Renter, Pofieflor, or Overfcer, go about the 
Country leeking for Buttnefs or Employ, or fhall fell any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizes, 
it fhall be lawful for any Perfon meeting with or knowing of any luch Slave, to carry him or 
her to any Juft ice of Peace, who is hereby authorized and empowered to order him or her

any Number of Stripes, not exceeding Fifty; and if fuch Slave (hall affert that he or 

was to give any Thing for his or her Liberty,, or that he or fhe had Leave from his or her 
Matter, Miftrels, Renter, Poffeffor, or Overfeer, to leek out for Labour as aforefaid, the laid 
Juftice is hereby required to order fuch Mafter, Miftrefs, Renter, Poffeffor, or Overfeer, 
before him, and if he or fhe refufe to clear him or herfelf by Oath, or (being a Quaker) by 
folemn Affirmation, he or fhe fhall be looked upon as confencing to fuch Slave’s having his 
or her Liberty, and fhall be liable to the Penally in this Claufe firft mentioned, to be reco¬ 
vered as aforefaid, lave and except that nothing in this Claufe contained fhall extend, or be 
conftrued to extend, to any Negro Men Slaves who are or fhall be employed in the Towns 
as Porter^, provided fuch Slave or Slaves fo employed do always carry a Badge, made of a 
broad Piece of Lead, hung round his or their Necks, with the Word ‘Porter’ marked or ftamped 
on it, and that they always have a Ticket from his or their Owner, Mafter, Miftrefs, or Renter, 
fignirying his, her, or their Permifiion of fuch Slave or Slaves being employed as Porters; 
and if any iuch Porter Slave fhall refufe to work by the Day or by the Job, or lhall require, 
by Agreement before-hand, or demand after fuch Labour done, any exorbitant Price 
for fuch Labour, it fhall be lawful for any Juftice of the Peace to hear a Complaint for fuch 
Kefulal to work, or exorbitant Hire taken or demanded, and punifh fuch offending Slave 
at Difcretion, according to the Heinoufnefs of the Offence, and every Juftice of the Peace 
fhall hear and determine fuch Complaints without demanding or taking any Fee for the 
fame. 

And whereas a barbarous and inhuman Cuftom hath prevailed, of manumitting and fetting 
free Slaves difeafed, blind, aged, or otherwife difabled from working, and at the fame Time 
no Ways providing proper Cloathing, Habitation, and Suftenance for fuch Slaves, but 
l'uffering them to ramble about and beg for their Subliftence; Be it therefore Enafted, That 
if any Perfon or Perfons fhall hereafter manumit or let free any Slave or Slaves, he, fhe, or 
they, or the Heprefentatives of fuch Perfon or Perfons, fhall provide a proper Houle and 
fufficient Cloathing and Diet for fuch Slave or Slaves, and if any Slave or Slaves fo freed 
fhall afterwards be found rambling or begging through the Negleft of fuch Perfon or 
Perfons, he, fhe, or they, or their Reprefentatives, fhall be fined, upon good Proof, by any 
Two Juftices of the Peace, in any Sum not exceeding Twenty Pounds, or lefs than Five 
Pounds, One Half to the Informer and the other to the Public, to be difpofed of as here¬ 
inafter directed; and any Perfon fuffering any Slave or Slaves blind, difeafed, aged, or 
otherways difabled from working, to ramble or beg about the Towns or Country, fuch Per¬ 
fon fo offending fhall be punifhed in the fame Manner as if he, fhe, or they had regularly ma¬ 
numitted and neglefted to make proper Provifion as aforefaid. 

And whereas, by an Aft for the better Government of Slaves and Free Negroes, dated the 
Twenty-eighth of June One. thoufand Seven hundred and Two, It is Enafted, that the 
Provoft Marfhal or his Deputy fhall receive into the Common Gaol all Runaway Negroes 
not knowing or confefling their Mailer’s Name, and fhall fix a Lift of fuch Slaves at the 
Prifon Door, which Slaves fo brought to him, and lying in Gaol Three Months, are by the 
faid Aft ordered to be fold; which faid Circumftance of fixing Lifts at Prifon Doors only 
hath been found to be detrimental to the Owners of new Negroes fo run away, by Reafon 
of the Prifon or Gaol being out of the common and ordinary Sight of Owners of Negroes; 
Be it therefore Enafted, That the Provoft Marfhal, or his Deputy, fhall and is hereby ordered 
to caufe an Advertifement to be inferred in the Public Gazette of this lfland, within Six Days 
next after receiving fuch Negroes into the Common Gaol, containing the Name or Names of 
all fuch Negroes in his Cuftody, their Age and Mailer’s Names, if known, but if nor, an 
exaft Defcription of the Perfons of fuch Slave or Slaves, which Advertifement fhall be 
re-publifhed once in every Month while fuch Negro fhall continue in Gaol, under the Penalty 
of Five Pounds for every Negleft, to be recovered as hereafter mentioned. 

And whereas, through the too great Indulgence of Matters, Miftrefies, Owners, Renters, 
and Overfeers of Slaves,, or the Ambition of the Slaves themlelves, they have endeavoured 
to imitate White Perfons in pompous and expenfive Funerals; Be it therefore Enafted, That 
from henceforth no Slave or Slaves in any of the Towns of this lfland fhall be buried 
after Sun-fet; and that no Slave or Slaves fhall be buried in any other than a plain Deal 
Board Coffin, without any Covering or Ornament, neither fhall there be worn any Scarves or 
Favours at any of their Funerals; and all Perfons are hereby declared to have full Power and 
Authority to feize any Slave or Slaves wearing Scarves or Favors, and them to bring before 
any One Juftice of the Peace, which faid Juftice may order the faid Slave or Siaves any Num¬ 
ber of Stripes, not exceeding Fifty, and fhall take away fuch Scarves or Favors, and give them 
to the Perlon who brought the faid Slave or Slaves fo offending before him, for the faid Perfon’s 
foie Ufe and Benefit. 

And be it further Enafted, That it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon, Free or Slave, to 
kill any Swine running at large in the Streets of the faid Town of St. John, and all Swine fo 
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killed fhall be the Property of the Perfon or Perfons killing the fame, unlefs claimed 
away within One Hour after being killed.

foever. Owner, Renter, or others, fhall oppofe fuch Warrant, by hindering, threatening, or 
deterring any Perfon from making Search after any Runaway Slave or Slaves, each Perfon 
fhall pay and forfeit for every fuch Offence Ten Pounds Currency; and if any Perfon or Per¬ 
fons fhall in making, aiding, or afiifting in fuch Search, beat, abufe, wound, hurt, or evil 
treat any Slave or Slaves without juft Caufe, the Offender and Offenders, upon Conviction 
before Two Magi ft rate's, fhall forfeit the Sum of Ten Pounds Currency, and be liable to the 
Action of the Party injured for further Damages. 

And be it EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Provoft Marfhal of thefe 
Iflands, or his Deputy, fhall be obliged to receive all Runaways brought to him into hisCuf- 
tody, and fhall pay to the Bringer Three Shillings for taking the faid Runaway, and Nine 
Pence per Mile for as many Miles as the faid Negro is brought to Gaol, from the Place 
taken ar, and the faid Marfhal is to keep the faid Slave or Slaves in fafe Cuftody, and in a 
Lift at the Prifon Door fhall infert the Names of the Negroes in his Cuftody, their Age, and 
their Owners Names (if known), againft the Names of the Negroes belonging to him, her, or 
them-, and in cafe the faid Marfhal fail to pay the Bringer, or receive the Slave or Slaves 
brought, or to put up their Names, he fhall forfeit Five Pounds for every Fault, to be reco¬ 
vered before a J uftice. 

And in cafe the faid Marfhal fhall wilfully or neglectfully fuffer an Efcape any Way what- 
foever of the Slave by him received, or employ him in any Work, he fhall pay the Owner 
as in cafe of any Perlon’s detaining another’s Slave above Twenty-four Hours, until fuch 
Slave be delivered to the Owner, or forfeit Fifty Pounds Current Money; and in cafe any 
Slave perifh in Cuftody for Want, he fhall forfeit Fifty Pounds like Money, the Marfhal to 
have Three Shillings for taking fuch Slave into Cuftody, and Two Shillings each Twenty- 
four Hours the Slave lies in Prifon, as alfo upon the Marfhal’s Delivery of any Slave or 
Slaves to Ins Owner or Poffefibr, the Sum of Three Shillings, befides Nine Pence per Mile, 
which the Bringer of the faid Slave or Slaves has received from the Provoft Marfhal or his 
Deputy. 

And if any Slave or Slaves lie in Gaol fo long as Three Months, fuch Slave or Slaves is 
and are to be taken out and fold at Outcry for the Fees, by the Order of Two Juftices, and 
the Overplus, if any be, after paying the aforefaid Fees and all the above-mentioned Charges, 
fhall be returned to the Owner, or for Want of knowing fuch Owner, to the Treafurer for the 
Time being, to remain to the Ufe of the Public till the Owner fhall appear; and the Marfhal, 
or his Deputy, fhall be obliged on Oath to account and pay, once every Year at leaft, unto the 
Treafurer, all fuch Money that fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be fold for, on Forfeiture for every 
fuch Negleft, for not accounting and paying the faid Money, where no Owner is to be found, 
after his juft Fees and Charges of Sale are deduced. Twenty Pounds, for the Ufe of the Public 
of thefe Iflands, to be recovered as hereafter fet down in this A£t. 

And it is alfo Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon taking up a Runaway, 
and knowing his or her Poffefibr, either by the Slave’s Confeflion or otherwile, fhall, on 
Penalty of Forty Shillings, carry fuch Slave fo known, or caufe him to be carried, to his 
Owner or Poffefibr, and not to the Gaol or Marfhal, unlefs the Owner or Poffefibr be 
unknown to him or her; and if any Owner or Pofieffor fhall refufe to pay Three Shil¬ 
lings after taking up fuch Slave, and Nine Pence per Mile for the Difiance he or fhe was 
taken up at, being brought to him or her, fhall, befides the faid Fees, forfeit Forty 
Shillings. 

And if any Marfhal or Deputy fhall deny to deliver any Slave in his Cuftody, on Tender 
of his due Fees and Difburfements, he fhall lofe his Fees, and forfeit Forty Shillings befides 
for each Refufal, and pay as in cafe of wrong detaining another’s Slave for each Day de¬ 
tained.

Perfon or Perfons from whom fuch Articles might have been ftolen, by declaring the Marks or 
defcribine their Goods (which Defcription correfponding with thofe found) may have the lame 
returned free from all Colts and Charges; and upon Information given before One or more 
Tuftices, by any credible Teftimony, of the Non-obfervance of this Requifition, the^De¬ 
faulter or Defaulters therein fhall forfeit and pay Five Pounds Current Money for each Neg- 
le£t, to be recovered by Warrant or Order of the Magiftrate before whom the Information lhall 

be lodged. 


And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That upon the Information of any 
Slave or Slaves who lhall hear any other Slave or Slaves fpeaking Words tending to Mutiny 
or Rebellion, or propofing Voyages or Means of Efcape to the Spamlh or other Foreign Co¬ 
lonies, or who lhall have or be preparing to procure any Guns, Powder, Ball, Swords, or other 
warlike Inftrument or lnftruments (except and befides fuch commonly allowed to Watchmen) 
being made unto any Juftice, he lhall forthwith caufe the Perfon or Perfons accufed to be 
apprehended and brought before him ; and if he find the Accufation juft, and that the Of¬ 
fender or Offenders is or are meditating Meafures for Efcape or Flight to Foreign Countries, or 
for perpetrating or accomplilhing any Defigns pernicious and contrary to the Peace, Safety, or 
Laws of thefe Iflands, he lhall proceed to the Trial of the Accufed as a Felon or Felom, in 
Manner as is directed by this Aft, who lhall fuffer Death, or fuch other Pumlhment, at theDif- 
cretion of the Tuftices, as they lhall think fit; and if fentenced to Death, he, Ihe, or they, lhall 
be appraifed, and the Amount of the Appraifement be paid out of the Treafury to the Owner 
or Owners, as in fimilar Cafes of Felony committed by Slaves, who are executed on Convic¬ 
tion thereof; and the Informer or Informers lhall be entitled to receive from the Treafury the 
Sum of Three Pounds Current Money, to be paid on producing a Certificate from one ot the 
Maoiftrates before the Accufed was or were convifted, that the Information was on fufficienc 
Ground ; but in cafe fuch Information or Accufation fhall not be fupported, and provestobe 
falfe malicious, or frivolous, the Informer or Accufer fhall receive fuch Corporal or other Pumfh- 
ment as any One Juftice before whom the Matter is informed or tried lhall award, which does 
not extend to ihe Lofs of Life or Limb.

And be it moreover Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall, 
after the Publication hereof, buy any Sugar, Cotton, Rum, Syrup, Molaffes, Wine, or other 
Strong Liquors, Plate, Wearing Apparel, Houfehold Goods, Horfes, Horned or other Cattle 
(Goats and Hogs excepted). Building Timber, Cobble or other Boats, from any Slave or Slaves,

Clause XXIII. 


And whereas the Indulgence given by their Owners to Negro and other Slaves, to propa¬ 
gate and reap Cotton on their Plantations, and to expofe the fame to Sale within thefe 
lfiands, having proved prejudicial to the lnterefts of White Perfons defirous of cultivating 
fmall Plantations or Parcels of Land for the Growth of that Commodity, whofe Induftry 
is liable and expofed to frequent Injuries by Slaves, who, under their Pcrmiffion to raife 
that Plant, and to traffic the Produft thereof, feek Opportunities to fteal from any Plan¬ 
tations contiguous to their Grounds, and acquire a Sanftion to difpofe of their Plunder as 
their licenfed and rightful Property; Be it therefore Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, for 
the Suppreflion of Thefts of this Kind, and for the Encouragement and increafing the Num¬ 
ber of White Inhabitants and Settlers in thefe Illands, That the prefent Crop of Cotton 
only already planted in the Grounds allotted to Negro and other Slaves, be without Hindrance 
reaped and delivered to their Owners, who may fell the fame for their Advantage and Be¬ 
nefit for and during the Term of Six Calendar Months after the Publication of this Aft, and 
if after that Limit and Period any Perfon or Perfons fhall fuffer or allow any Slave or Slaves 
whatever to plant Cotton in his, her, or their Eftate or Eftates, or Plantation or Plantations, 
he fhe or they, lhall forfeit and pay One hundred Pounds Current Money for the Firft Tranf- 
* ’ grelfion. 
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greflion, Two Hundred Pounds like Money for the Second, and fo on in fimilar Proportion for 
every future Offence of this Nature, on Conviction before Three or more Juftices (One 
of whom to be of the Quorum), or by Indictment or Information before the Juftices of the 
of the Peace in any Court of Sefiions, or Juftices of Court of Oyer and Terminer, which Ihall be 
held in and for thefe I (lands the Moiety of which Fine or Fines for faid Offences, Ihall go to 
the folt Ufe and Benefit of the Informer or Informers, and the other Half to His Majefty, for 
the public Ufes of thefe Iflands. 

And be it EnaCted, That if any Slave or Slaves Ihall impudently ftrike or oppofe any 
White Perfon, any Juftice, upon Complaint and Proof made, Ihall order a Conftable to 
caufe fuch Slave or Slaves to be publicly whipped, at his Difcretion; and if Refiftance, 
iuch offending Slave or Slaves Ihall have their Nofe flit, or any Member cut off, or be 
punilhed with Death, at the Difcretion of the Juftices, always excepting, that fuch Slave or 
Slaves do not the fame by his or her Owner or Employer’s Order, or in Defence of his or her 
Perfon or Goods. 

And it is further En acted by the Authority aforefaid, That any Perfon or Perlbns fufpeCted 
to trade with Slaves foir ftolen Goods Ihall be obliged, on Complaint thereof to a Juftice, to 
enter into Bonds of Recognizance with Two fufficient Freeholders, as Security for the Per¬ 
formance thereof, before Two Juftices, not to trade or traffick, barter or truck with any 
Slave or Slaves, contrary to the preceding or any other fubfequent Part of this Aft ; and any 
Perfon or Perlbns being - afterwards reaionably fufpefted of having Goods unlawfully acquired, 
he, Ihe, or they Ihall be compelled to give Account (and make Proof thereof) at the Court of 
Sefiions, or any Court of Oyer and Terminer which Ihall be hereafter held in and for thefe 
Iflands, how he became poffeffed of the fame, otherwife his Recognizance Ihall be and is hereby 
forfeited. 

And any and every of His Majefty’s Juftices may, and is and are hereby impowered to 
grant a Commiflion for fuch limited Time as he or they in his or their Difcretion Ihall think 
fit, to any White or other Free Perfon or Perfons who Ihall apply for the fame, authorizing 
him or them to take to his or their A Alliance fuch other White or free Perfon or Perfons 
as Ihall offer themfelves, together with a fufficient Number of trufty Slaves, to hunt the 
Woods and all other Lurking Places in and about thefe Iflands, and there purfue to take 
and fecure any and all fuch Slave or Slaves as Ihall appear to them, or they may find Caufe 
and Reafon to fufpeft to be Runaways or Stragglers: And it Ihall and may be lawful 
for fuch Hunters to ufe and exercife Mufquets, Cutlaffes, and other fencible Weapons, 
whilft on Hunting as aforefaid; and to fire upon, kill, and wound any Slave or Slaves 
appearing to them to be Runaways, who Ihall refill or refufe to furrender, being firft required 
to fubmit, and warned of the Confequence of Refulal and Refiftance; and the Owner of fuch 
Slave or Slaves Ihall not be entitled to any Damages from the Perfon or Perfons who Ihall be 
in the Execution of apprehending fuch Runaways fo refufing to fubmit and refilling, and the 
Hunter and Hunters fo killing and wounding is and are hereby indemnified and exempted 
from any Fine, Forfeiture, or Punilhment whatfoever for fo doing, unlefs it can be proved 
and made appear fuch Slave or Slaves fo killed and wounded was known to the Hunter or 
Hunters, or his or their Affociates, fo killing and wounding, not to be run away, or that 
the killed or wounded Perfon or Perfons was or were not really a Slave or Slaves, though of 
a fimilar Complexion and Colour, or that fuch killing or wounding was wantonly done, and 
that there was no Refiftance, Refufal of Surrender, or Caufe whatfoever to render fuch killing 
and wounding unavoidable or neceffary: Provided always, that the Power herein given to 
Juftices Ihall not be underftood in anywife to interfere with the Rights and Prerogative of 
the Crown, or the Power of its Representative here; and that it Ihall be underftood that all 
fuch Parties as Ihall aft by Commiflion or Warrant from the Commander in Chief for the Time 
being, Ihall be vefted with the fame Power, fqbjeft to the fame Reftriftions, and entitled to the 
fame Immunities, as thofe authorized to aft by Juftices of the Peace. 

And be it further Enafted, That from and after the Publication hereof, if any Negro or 
other Slaves Ihall attempt to take away the Life of any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever by 
Poifon, or any other unlawful or indireft Means, that then and in every fuch Cafe fuch 
Slave, and his or her Accomplices, Acceffaries, and Abettors, are hereby declared and made 
Felons, and being Slaves Ihall fuffer Death accordingly, and the Owner or Owners of fuch 
Slave or Slaves condemned, as in the foregoing Part of this Aft provided, Ihall be paid the 
Value appraifed out of the Treafury. 

And be it alfo Enafted, That in cafe any Perfon or Perfons Ihall take away any Slave or 
Slaves, or delude or entice him, her, or them away from the Owners or Pofleffors thereof, 
and endeavour to carry any or all of them off thefe Iflands, Ihall be guilty of Felony, 
and excluded the Benefit of Clergy; and any Perfon or Perfons who Ihall hire or employ 
any Negro or other Slave in any Work or Labour whatever, without prcvioufly having a 
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perfonal Content, or written Licence, from the Owner or Poffeffor for that Purpofe, fhall, 
on Proof thereof made before One Juftice, by his Order, pay unto the faid Owner or Poffeffor 
(for each Slave, if Tradefman, Sailor, Sempftrefs, or Wafher) One Pound and Thirteen 
Shillings, and for other Callings or Denominations Sixteen Shillings and Six Pence for 
every Twenty-four Hours the Slave fhall be abfent from the Owner or Poffeffor; and on 
Proof of the faid Slave being perfuaded or enticed to be fo hired and employed, or to 
quit, without Leave or Confent, his Poffeffor’s Duty, the Perfon in whofe Service the Slave 
fhall be found fhall pay, by like Order and Direftion, double the Penalty for every Twenty- 
four Hour’s Abfence; and if any Perfon fhall detain any Runaway Slave who fhall be ap¬ 
prehended longer than Twenty-four Hours, without fending the fame (if he or flie can by 
any Ways be known to whom belonging) to the Owner or Poffeffor, or without delivering 
the Slave to the Marfhal, or his Deputy, to be dealt with as herein is directed, fhall pay to 
the Poffeffor or Owner, by Order alfo of a Juftice, Twelve Shillings for each common 
Slave, and for every Slave of fuperior Quality Twenty-four Shillings per Diem, as long as 
detained, whofe Qualifications fhall be decided by the Magiftrate; and if the Slave be en¬ 
tertained or employed in any Work during the Detention after laid Twenty-four Hours, the 
Employers fhall, by fimilar Award, pay One Pound and Thirteen Shillings for every com¬ 
mon Slave, and Three Pounds and Six Shillings for each Slave of fuperior Quality, for every 
Twenty-four Hours Abfence, to the Owner or Poffeffor. 

For the effectual Suppreflion of a prevalent and injurious Cuftom, for hiring and employing 
Slaves, under the Sanction of their being permitted to go about the Towns and Country to 
hire themfelves out, to take their own Liberty, and pay the Proprietor for their Time, by 
which Means many Slaves, who were actually Runaways, under Pretence of working our, or 
being at Liberty to hire themfelves, have been employed unknown to their Owners, and often 
Robberies are commmitted by fuch Slaves: And furthermore, for Encouragement to an 
Eftablifhment from which great Utility is to be derived to the Community in the Intercourfe 
of Bufinefs, Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Owners, Renters, or others 
legally concerned therein, who fhall be difpofed to employ their Slaves as Porters to carry 
Burthens, or convey Letters, Packets, or Meffages to and from any Part of the Iflands, fhall, 
from and after the Publication of this Aft, be enjoined to give in the Names of fuch Slave 
or Slaves to be employed, to the Treal'urer or his lawful Deputy of thefe Iflands, who is 
hereby required to receive and infert the fame, and the Name or Names of the Owner or 
Owners, in a Book or Regiftry to be duly kept for that Purpofe, together with the limited 
Time the Slave is to ferve in that Capacity, who is to be furnifhed by the Treafurer, at the 
Expence of the Owner or Owners, with a Badge made of Lead or any other Metal, on which 
the Word * Porter,’ together with his and the Name of the Ifland whereto he belongs, fhall, in 
Capital Letters, and the Number of the Ticket in large Figures, be ftamped, engraved, or 
inl'cribed, which he fhall continually, during the Hours of Duty, wear hung round his Neck, 
or on fome confpicuous Part of his Body, denoting the Licence for exercifing his Trade; and 
every Porter, for each Day’s Hire, fhall receive Four Shillings; and for each Burthen under 
the Weight of Twenty Pounds, and for each Packet, Letter, or Meffage which he fhall con¬ 
vey to or from any Part within the Precinft of the Town, he fhall receive Nine Pence; and 
for all Burthens exceeding Twenty Pounds, at and after the Rate of One Farthing for every 
Pound over and above the Twenty Pounds; and for all Burthens of and under Twenty 
Pounds Weight, Packets, Letters, or Meffages, which he fhall faithfully and expeditioufly 
carry and convey into the Country, he fhall receive a Gratuity at and after the Rate of Nine 
Pence for the firft Mile, and Six Pence for every Mile after; and if any fuch Porter fhall re- 
fufe to attend, and be at the Point known by the Name of Purcell’s Point, in the Road Town 
at Tortola, anfl in the Valley at Spanifh Town, and at Great Harbour at Joe’s Van Dykes, 
which Places are hereby appointed to be Stands or Rendezvoufes, from Sun-rife in the 

Morning to Sun-fet at Night, throughout the Year, or to work by the Day or Job, as fhall 

be required, within the Times allotted, or fhall demand, by Agreement before-hand, or after 
the Labour done, any exorbitant Price moreover than is herein ftipulated, it fhall be lawful 
for any Juftice of the Peace to hear a Complaint for fuch Refufal to work, or exorbitant Hire 
taken or demanded, and to punifh fuch offending Perfon at Difcretion, according to the 
Heinoufnefs of the Offence; and if any Free Negro, Mulatto, or Muftee, fhall be inclined 
to become Porters, and fubmit to and qualify under the Regulations and Reft rift ions enjoined 
in this Aft, the Treafurer or his Deputy is hereby authorized and requited to receive and 
regifter the Names of any or all fuch Perfon or Perfons, and to diftribute Badges accordingly. 
Fifty of which are forthwith after the palling of this Aft to be provided, which fhall be the 
ftipulated Number of Perfons to be employed under the Denomination of Porters; and every 
and all Perfon or Perfons (not being Whites) who, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning 
hereof, fhall after Publication prefume to aft or labour in that Vocation, on Conviftion 

thereof being made before Two Magiftrates, fhall for the Firft Offence forfeit Five Pounds 

Current Money, for the Second Ten Pounds, and for the Third Twenty Pounds like Money, 
and fuffer Imprifonment for fuch Time, or other Correction, as the Juftices at their Difcre¬ 
tion fhall inflict; and each and all Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters, or Perlon or Perfons 
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any Way concerned, who fhall in Violation to this Law allow or countenance any Slave or 
Slaves to do <r perform the Work or Trade of a Porter, but under and purfuant to the 
Requifitions and Obfervances herein directed, fhall, on Conviction thereof made before Two 
or more Juftkes of the Peace, alfo forfeit, for the Firft Five Pounds, for the Second Ten 
Pounds Current Money, which (hall be doubled for every lucceeding Offence, and the Slave 
or Slaves fhall moreover receive any Number of Stripes which the Magiftrate fhall be pleafed 
to order, according to the Nature of the Offence; and the Fines incurred in cafe of Non- 
compliance are hereby directed to be levied by Warrant to the Provoft Marfhal or his Deputy, 
under the Hands and Seals of the Juftices who fhall hear and determine the Complaint, by 
Diftrefs and Sale of the Offender’s Goods; and for Want of Goods whereon to levy, the Of¬ 
fender fhall be committed to the Gaol of thefe Iflands, and there to remain until the next Court 
of Seffions, or Court of Oyer and Terminer, where they may be further dealt with as fhall be 
ordered by the Court; and all Monies which fhall be received from the Forfeitures as aforefaid 
fhall go and enure, the one Half to the Informer, and the other Half to the public Treafury of 
thefe Iflands, to be difpofed of as the Commander in Chief for the Time being, and the Coun¬ 
cil and Affembly, fhall think fit. 

Whereas many Mifchiefs and Inconveniences have arifen and do daily happen from the 
maintaining and encouraging of fundry idle, loofe, and diforderly Muftees, Mulattoes, and 
Negroes, as well Free as Slaves, in their difhoneft and difTolute Courfe of Gaming, to the cir¬ 
cumventing, deceiving, cozening, and debauching of many of the younger and better Sort, 
particularly thofe entrufted with Goods and EffeCts belonging to their Employers or Owners, 
and to the Lofs of the fame, and the valuable Time which ought to be exercifed in more 
confident and laudable Employments, according to their refpeCtive Callings and Duties: 
And for the Prevention and Difcontinuance of this Evil, which alfo tends to promote frequent 
Robberies and Thefts, to fupport the Practitioners under their Lofies at Play, and in their 
future Ability to purfue their deftruCtive Practices of unlawful Games; Be it, and it is hereby 
EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Pcrfon or Perfons whatfoever within thefe 
Iflands fhall after the Day of the Date hereof be conviCted before any One or more of His 
Majefty’s Juftices, by One or more Evidence, of receiving, entertaining, or encouraging, in 
his her, or their Habitation or Dwelling, or within the Plantation where he, {he, or they 
fhah be Proprietor or Proprietors, Renter or Renters, Refident or Refidents, in any other 
Capacity, any Muftee, Mulatto, or Negro, at any Time or Times, for the Promotion or 
Sufferance of any Play at or with Cards, Dice, Billiards, Tables, Skittles, Shovelboard, Quoits, 
Nine Pins, or in or by Cock Fighting, or any other Game or Games whatever, he, fhe, or 
they, being White, fhall forfeit for the Firft Fifty Pounds, for the Second Seventy-five 
Pounds Cmrent Gold and Silver Money of thefe Iflands, and on every Repetition after of the 
Offence the Offender or Offenders {hall be fined in double the laft-mentioned Sum, and be 
moreover bound to appear at the next Court of Seffions, or Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
which ftiall be held for thefe Iflands, after Conviction thereof, to be further dealt withal by 
the Juftices of the Court, who are hereby empowered to impofe any Mulct, not lefs than 
One hundred Pounds, nor more than Two hundred Pounds, and in cafe of Inability to com¬ 
ply by Payment of the Fine, to fuffer Imprifonment, or fuch Corporal Corrections as the 
Court {hall enjoin; and {hould the Place of Rendezvous be detected in the Houfe or 
Dwellin'* of any Free Negro, Muftee, or Mulatto, the Owner thereof fhall be fubjeCt to any 
Fine the°Magiftrates {hall “think proper to impofe, not lefs than Fifty nor more than Seventy- 
five Pounds,°over and above the Sum of Thirty Pounds, which every Free Muftee, Mulatto, 
or Neoro prefent fhall forfeit, and fuch Corporal Correction as the Juftice in his Difcretion 
fhall order, not exceeding Thirty-nine Stripes for the Firft, or Fifty for any fucceeding 
Offence ; and all Slaves of every Denomination found Gaming {hall be publicly punifhed by 
Whipping, Pillory, or Imprifonment, as the Magiftrate before whom convicted fhall direCt; 
and all Monies to be derived from the aforefaid Forfeitures fhall be levied by Warrant of 
the Magiftrates, under their Hands and Seals, before whom the Offender or Offenders fhall 
be conviCted, dire&ed to the Provcft Marfhal or his lawful Deputy, and when recover¬ 
ed the One Half to go to the Informer, and the other Half to be paid into the 
Treafury, to be appropriated to the Ufe of His Majefty s Forts and Fortifications in thele 
Iflands. 

And be it further EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Free Negroes, Indians, 
Mulattoes, or Muftees, fhall be obliged, in Thirty Days after the Publication hereof, under a 
Penalty (to be recovered by Warrant of One Juftice upon Conviction) of Five Pounds 
Current Money, to be paid. One Moiety to the Treafury for public Ufes, and the other 
Half to the Informer of his, her, or their Default (and the faid Fine to be forfeited and paid 
in fimilar Manner, every Three Months within the Year, until a Compliance with the Requi¬ 
fitions), to chufe fome Patron or ProteCtor, who fhall be an eligible and creditable Free¬ 
holder, and fhall be by them owned and acknowledged before a Juftice as his, her, or their 

Patron or ProteCtor, who may render an Account, and anfwer for the Tenor of his, her, or

their Conduct and Lives, and direft the Conventions and Employments of the faid Free Per¬ 
fon or Perfons, according to the Laws of thefe Iflands. 

And be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That for the future no Free Negro, Indian, 
Muftee, or Mulatto {hall be Owner or Pofiefior of more than Eight Acres of Land, and in no 
Cafe be deemed a Freeholder, always provided that if any fuch Free People pofiefs more than 
Eight Acres in their own Right, they may in Six Months after the Publication of this Aft 
make Sale of the Overplus, or the fame {hall be forfeited, and is hereby declared forfeited, and 
{hall be fold, and the ISet Proceeds of the Sales {hall be depolited in the Treafury, and be to 
the Ufe of thefe Iflands: And be it furthermore Enafted, That if any Minifter of thefe 
Iflands, or Juftice of the Peace, {hall marry any Free Perfon to any Slave in thefe Iflands, fuch 
Clergyman or Juftice {hall forfeit to the Ufe of the public Treafury One hundred Pounds 
Current Money, to be recovered by Warrant under the Hands of the Governor in Chief, 
and in his Abfence of the Lieutenant Governor, and in his Abfence of the Prefident of His 
Majefty’s Council, being the Commander in Chief for the Time being, in Nature of an Execu¬ 
tion, direfted to the Provoft Marfhal, or his Deputy, who fhall levy the fame, and the Free 
Perfon marrying fuch Slave fhall pay unto the Owner of the married Slave the Sum of Fifty 
Pounds Current Money, or be obliged and bound by Two Juftices to ferve the Owner or 
Pofleflor Four Years. 

And by the Authority aforefaid. Be it alfo Enafted, That all Free Negro, Indian, Muftee, 
and Mulatto Men, fhail on all Occafions, when required by Writ from the Commander in 
Chief for the Time being of thefe Iflands, or any Jultice of the Peace, and in Times of Mar¬ 
tial Law by Order of the Commander in Chief for the Time being in. thefe Iflands, 
or the Commanding Officer of that Department of Militia to which they are inrol- 
led, go in Qaeft and Purfuit of Runaway Slave or Slaves, and for every One taken 
and delivered according to Writ or Order, the Party apprehending {hall be entitled to 
a Reward of Two Dollars, to be paid out of the Treafury or by the Proprietor of 
the apprehended Slave, agreeable to the Direction of the Commander in Chief, or Juftice 
of Peace, or Commanding Officer, who is and are hereby impowered to award and direft the 
fame accordingly * and any and every of the aforefaid Freemen who fhall be nominated to the 
Command of the Party going in Search, and {hall refufe to execute the Bufinefs of the Com- 
mifiion, as required by Writ or Order, fhall forfeit the Sum of Sixteen Pounds Ten Shillings, 
and every and all of the Subordinates in faid Party who {hall refufe to go in fuch Purfuit, or 
obey his fuperior Officer, {hall forfeit the Sum of Three Pounds Current Money for each and 
every Offence, which Fines fhall be recovered and levied, by Writ of the Commander in Chief, 
or Magiftrate, or Commanding Officer, who fhall have iflued the Search Warrant or Order, 
fhall have nominated the Commander of the Pa-ty, and paid into the public Treafury of thefe 
Iflands, for the Ufe thereof, and any and every Offender fhall be moreover liable to be tried 
by a Regimental Court Martial for Difobedience or other Offences, and be fubjeft to fuch 
pecuniary Penalties, not exceeding Ten Pounds Current Money, exclufive of Cofts of Court, 
and in Default of Payment to Confinement, not exceeding Fourteen Days, which the Court by 
Sentence {hall inflift. 

And be it Ena&ed, That if any Proprietor or Proprietors who fhall manumife or grant Free¬ 
dom to any Slave or Slaves to evade the Payment of any Tax or Taxes which fhall be deemed 
necefiary and expedient to be or afielfed on them, for the Ufes and Services of thefe Iflands, 
by the Legiflarure thereof, or for any Purpofe whatfoever, fuch Proprietor or Proprietors fo 
manumitting fhall give good Security on Bond, according to the Satisfaction of the Commander 
in Chief for the Time being, which {hall be recorded in the Secretary’s Office of thefe Iflands, 
for the Maintenance, Subfiftence, and Provifion for the liberated People at their Coft, 
lo that none of them fhall become a Burthen or Incumbrance on the Public, or to pay 
into the Treafury Annually the Sum of Ten Pounds Current Money for thole Purpofes, 
otherwife any and all fuch Manumiflions fhall be deemed, and is hereby invalid and not 
good in Law, and the Perfon or Perfons fo manumitted and unprovided {hall be confidered as 
Vagrants or Stragglers, and be fubjeft to fuch Reftriftions and Impofnions as fhall be herein¬ 
after fet down and provided. 

An 1 whereas many vagrant Negroes, Mulattoes, and Muftees daily wander throughout 
thefe Iflands, under fiftitious Pretenfions of Freedom, without having any fixed Place of 
Abode, to the great Annoyance of Proprietors of Plantations, and become Nuifances to 
the Community in general, by inculcating idle and pernicious Principles into the Minds of 
their Slaves •, Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That it may be lawful for, and all 
Perfons are hereby impowered in future to take up and carry before a Juftice of the Peace 
every and all fuch Vagabonds, who hereafter may be found (haggling through thefe Iflands, 
to render l'ome Account of him, her, or themfelves *, and if found to be Impoftors, and 
Perfons let loofe on the Country without Homes or Means of Subfiftence provided for them by 
their Owners, or any Perfon or Perfons interefted in him, her, or them, he, Ihe, or they 
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fhall be fentenced to receive Corporal Punifhment at the Difcretion of the Juftice, and be 
imprifoned till fuch Time as the Owner (hall make Satisfaction for all Fees and Cofts at¬ 
tendant on the Trial and Sentence of the Offence ■, and if, in the Courfe of Two Months, 
no Owner or Owners, or his, her, or their legal Attorney or Attornies, fhall appear to claim 
the Property in the Perfon or Perfons fo committed to Gaol, then, by Order of the Com¬ 
mander in Chief for the Time being, by and with the Content of both Branches of the 
Legiflature, he, fhe, or they fhall be employed in making and repairing High Roads or 
Public Paths, in ereding Works on and in the Forts and Fortifications, or doing fome other 
Labour of public Utility within thefe Iflands, and be placed under the Care, Cuftody, Infpec- 
tion, and Diredion of Perfons who fhall be appointed to condud and fupervife the fame; and 
all Perfons fo condemned to labour fhall be fubfifted during the Term of their Service out of 
the Funds of thefe Iflands. 

And, to prevent any barbarous and inhuman Cuftom which may prevail from manumitting 
and fetting free Slaves difeafed, blind, aged, or otherwife difabled from working, and at 
the fame Time noways providing proper Cloathing, Habitation, and Suftenance for fuch 
Slaves, but fuffering them to ramble about and beg for Subfiltence, Be it Enaded, That 
if any Perfon or Perfons fhall manumit or fet free any Slave or Slaves, he, fhc, or they, or the 
Reprefentatives of him, her, or them, fhall provide a proper Houfe and fufficient Cloathing 
and Diet for fuch Slave or Slaves ; and if any Slave or Slaves fo freed fhall afterwards be found 
rambling or begging through the Negled of fuch Perfon or Perfons, he, fhe, or they, or 
their Reprefentatives, fhall be fined, upon good Proof, by any I wo Juftices of the Peace, 
in any Sum not exceeding Ten, or lefs than Five Pounds Current Money, One Half to 
the Informer, and the other to the Ufe of the public Treafury j and any Perfon or Perfons 
fuffering any of their Slaves, blind, difeafed, aged, or otherwife difabled from working, to 
ramble or beg about the Towns or Country, fuch Offender or Offenders fhall be pumfhed 
in the fame Manner as if he, fhe, or they had regularly manumitted and negleded to 
make proper Provifion as aforefaid. 

And whereas, from the Vicinage or Nearnefs of thefe to Foreign Iflands, by which they are 
expofed and liable to Foreigners emigrating and colonizing amongft the Inhabitants there¬ 
of, many Dangers and Injuries now unforefeen may ariie againft their infular Security and 
Credit, by the too rapid Increafe of Wealth or other Power of fuch Colonifts, or of the Con¬ 
nexions they may form with the Refidents of the fame Complexion ; Be it EnaXed by the Au¬ 
thority aforefaid, That no Free Negro, Mulatto, Muftee, or Indian, after the Publication of 
this AX, fhall in future purchafe or acquire, by Bequeft, or any other Means, or be at any 
One Time Poflefibr, Renter, or Employer of more than Fifteen Slaves, unlefs he or fhe fhall, 
purfuant to Summons from the Treaiurer, or his lawful Deputy, appear in every enfuing 
Year perfonally before a Juftice of the Peace, at a Place and Time to be appointed, and there 
and then upon Oath deliver in to him a juft and true Account of the whole Number of which 
he or fhe does at that Time own, rent, hire, or employ, in his or her own Right, or in the 
Right of other Perfons, and for every one exceeding the Number herein limited fhall pay an 
Annual Tax of Thirty Shillings Currency, over and above the Yearly Poll Tax, to be appro¬ 
priated to the Exigencies of the Public, in fimilar Manner with the Taxes raifed in fuch Year 
on other Slaves : Provided neverthelefs, that no ConftruXion whatfoever of any Part contained 
in this AX fhall imply the Infufhciency of Title to any Land, or to any Slave or Slaves, now 
held, occupied, or pofleffed by any and all Free Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, or Indians, or 
their Heirs, but that every and all Perfons of that Quality and Complexion, who are in prefent 
legal Pofieffion, fhall in future as heretofore remain in the quiet uninterrupted Enjoyment 
thereof, without any other than the ufual and general ExaXions, to all Intents and Purpofcs, 
together with all lawful Privileges and Immunities, as if this Law had never been inftituted. 

And be it alfo EnaXed, for the more effeXual Detection of Frauds committed by Fugitives 
from the adjacent Governments, under a fpecious Pretext and Appearance of Freedom, That 
the Treafurer or Deputy fhall twice in the Courfe of Twelve Months iflue a Warrant under 
his Hand and Seal to any Conftable (who is required to duly execute the fame), to fummon 
every and all the reputed Free Negroes, Mulattoes, Muftees, and Indians, at that Time in 
thele Iflands, to appear before any Juftice at the Time and Place he fhall appoint, who fhall 
carefully examine and inquire into the Nature, Extent, and Identity, and Legality of their 
Freedom or Manumifiions; and he is required to caufe to be apprehended, and commit every 
and all Perfons who cannot or will not render a fatisfaXory Account of him, her, or themfelves, 
to the Cuftody of the Provoft Marfhal, or his Deputy, until the faid Juftice fhall return a 
Certificate of his Proceedings (which is to be within Three Days after Examination) to the 
Commander in Chief for the Time being of thefe Iflands, fo that the Delinquents may be 
dealt with and difpofed of in Manner aforefaid, as allotted for Vagrants and Impoftors, and in 
cafe of Non-obfetvance of the Summons from any and all Juftices, who is and are empowered 
and required to ifiue his and their Warrant to the Marfhal, Deputy, or any Conftable, for ap¬ 
prehending the Defaulter or Defaulters, and when apprehended, to order fuch Corporal Pu- 
oifhment, or pecuniary Fine, not more than Five Pounds, to be depoflted for the public 
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Ufes in the Treafiiry, befides paying all Fees incurred by Reafon of Default, as he in his 
Dilcretion fhall think fit to be inflifted on him, her, or them, according to the Nature of 
the Offence. 

* 

And if any Free Perfon, not being White, fhall prefume to flrike any White Perfon 
(Servant or otherwife) he or fhe fhall, by Order of any One Juftice, on Proof of fuch Striking 
or Beating, be feverely whipped, at the Difcretion of the Magiftrate for the Firft Offence-; 
for the Second Offence whipped and imprifoned alfo, at the Difcretion of the Juftice; and for 
the Third Offence fuffer fuch Punifhment as is hereinbefore provided for Slaves committing the 
like Offence or Crime. 

And if any White Perfon fhall flrike, beat, or otherwife abufe any Free Negro, Mulatto, 
Indian, or Muftee, on Proof thereof made to any Juftice of the Peace, he or fhe fhall be bound 
over to the Court of Seflions, or Court of Oyer and Terminer, and be punifhed at the Difcre¬ 
tion of the Juftices then fitting, any Law or Ufage to the contrary notwithftanding. 

And, for preventing Diforders by thofe Perfons who fhall be appointed either by Civil or 
Martial Law to execute Warrants or Orders, to parade the Rounds for apprehending Run¬ 
away or other Tranfgreffing Slaves, and for fearching for fecreted Goods through and in any 
of the Plantations, Towns, or Houfes, or other Requifitions, according to the Direftions con¬ 
tained in this Aft, Be it moreover Enafted, That if any Perfon fo appointed, commanded, or 
required, fhall wantonly break open any Negro Houfe, or beat or abufe any Slave, but in Pur- 
fuit of a Runaway or Criminal Slave flying or refilling, and due Notice given to the Mailer, 
Miftrels, Owner, Renter, or Manager, being then prelent, having the Care of fuch Plantation, 
every Offender fhall forfeit Ten Pounds Current Money, to be recovered by Complaint and 
Proot made before any One of His Majefty’s Juftices, and, by his Order, to be depofited in 
the Treafury for public Ufes. 

And whereas the unwary Indulgences of Proprietors to their Slaves have crept imper¬ 
ceptibly into great Excels within thefe Iflands, by granting them a Licence of owning and 
purchafing Slaves and Cattle, by which they become aggrandized, infolent, and contuma¬ 
cious, dilregarding the neceflary Decorum which ought to be fupported in a prudent and 
well-regulated Police, and moft probably will be fraught with moft fatal, ruinous, and de- 
ftruftive Events, unlefs timely checked and prevented ; Be it by the Authority aforefaid 
Enafted, That no Proprietor nor Renter of any Slave fhall hereafter permit any of their 
Slaves to buy or keep any Slave, nor Horfes, nor Horned Cattle; and that every Proprietor 
and Renter fhall be and are hereby ftriftly enjoined, within Thirty Days after the Publication 
hereof, to take into their own Pofleffion all and every fuch Slave or Slaves, and Horned 
Cattle, as their own Property, the Renter accounting to the Proprietor for the full Value 
thereof: And if it fhall be found that any Owner or Renter (or their Reprefentatives) of 
Slaves owning or pofieffing other Slaves or Cattle, contrary to this Aft, each offending Per¬ 
fon fhall forfeit fuch Slave or Horned Cattle, and the lame be fold, after Conviftion before 
the Juftices, and the Monies arifing from fuch Sales be paid into the Treafury, for the 
public Ufes thereof. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That Two Days fhall be allowed to 
Negroes or other Slaves, as Holidays after Chriftmas, and no more, and every Perfon or 
Perfons who fhall allow either more or lefs, Sunday not included, fhall forfeit Fifty Pounds 
Current Money for every Offence : And to prevent the many Evils arifing from allowing 
Slaves too much Time, no Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters, Poflefior or Pofiefiors, or his, 
her, or their Reprefentative or Reprefentatives, fhall allow their Slave or Slaves the Forenoon 
of Saturday, under the like Forfeiture and Penalty, to be recovered before Two Juftices ; 
and the Owner or Owners, Renter or Renters, Pofieflbr or Poflefiors, or his, her, or their 
Reprefentative or Reprefentatives, is and are hereby required to pay the fame, in confequence 
of information and Conviftion; and the Juftices are alfo hereby required to iflue their War¬ 
rant, direfted to the Marfhal, or his Deputy, on Conviftion, who, on Refufal to comply, fhall 
levy on the Goods and Chattels of the Offender or Offenders, for the Payment of the fame, to¬ 
gether with all Fees and Cofts, the Moiety of which Fine to go to the Informer, and the other 
Half to the Treafury, for public Ufes. 

And whereas, through the too great Indulgence of Mailers, Miftrefies, Owners, Renters, 
and Overfeers of Slaves, or the Ambition of the Slaves themfelves, they have endeavoured 
to imitate White Perfons in pompous and expenfive Funerals; Be it therefore Enafted, That 
from henceforth no Slave or Slaves fhall be buried after Sun-fet, nor in any other than a plain 
Deal Board Coffin, without any Covering or Ornament; neither fhall there be worn any 
Scads or Favours at any of their Funerals; and all Perfons have hereby Power and Authority 
to leize any Slave or Slaves wearing Scarfs or Favours, and to carry them before any Juftice, 
who Hull order the faid Slave or Slaves to receive any Number of Stripes not exceeding 
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fofty, and fhall take away and give fuch Scarf's and Favors to the Perfon bringing the 
Offender before him, for his or her foie Ufe of Benefit. 

And whereas great Inconveniences do arifo daily to the Inhabitants, and the Trade of 
tfitl'e I Hands hath greatly fuffered by Perfons fending Goods and Merchandize about by 
Way of hawking and 'pedling, and a Remedy for lhe Evils accruing therefrom, and future 
Prevention, fhould be provided ; Be it further Enafled, That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall 
hereafter lend out any Perfon, being Free or Slave, with Salted Beef or Pork, or with Bread 
or Bifcuit, or with Goods or Merchandize of any Sort, in Bafkets, Boxes, or Trunks, or 
otherwife, to be fold through the Towns or Country, in the Way of hawking and pedling 
(except fuch Salted Beef, Pork, Salt Fife, Bread, or Bifcuit, as fhall be fold in the Negro 
Market on the ufual and cuftomary Days) all fuch Goods, with whatever Veffel or Package 
they fhall be contained in, fhall be forfeited to any Perfon who fhall carry the fame before the 
next Jufticeof the Peace, who fhall award them to the Pe:fon fo bringing them before him, 
and give moreover a Certificate of the Proceeding, mentioning the Name of the Perfon from 
whom the fame were taken, and to whom they were laid to belong, which Certificate, toge¬ 
ther with this ACt, may be given in Evidence upon any Indictment, Information, or ACtion 
for Damages, in any Suit or Profecution agaimit the Perfon to whom the fame fhall be ad¬ 
judged ; and if a VerdiCt be given in his or her Favour, or a Judgment by Confcfiion, 
upon Default or Demurrer, he or fhe fhall be allowed Treble Cofts. 

And be it, and it is hereby EnaCled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Juftice, 
Provoft Marfhal, Treafurer, or their lawful Deputies, or any Conftable, fhall refufe or neg- 
]e£t to do their refpeCtive Duties purfuant to this ACt, he or they fhall for every Offence for¬ 
feit Twenty Pounds. 

And be it furthermore EnaCted, That all Fines, Fees, or Monies impofed by virtue of this 
ACt, and not particularly tpecified how to be levied, if under Five Pounds, by Warrant un¬ 
der the Hand and Seal of One Magiltrate, and all exceeding Five Pounds, by Warrant under 
the Hands and Seals of Two or more Juflices of the Peace, by Diftrels and Sale of the Of¬ 
fender’s Goods and Chattels, and for want of Goods whereon to levy, the Offenders to be 
committed to the Cuftody of the Provoft Marlhal of thele Iflands, and there to remain until 
the Sitting of the next Court of Sefiions, or Court of Oyer and Terminer, where they may 
be punifhed with Corporal Punifhment, or fuch other Correction as the Court fhall order j 
and all Monies arifing from the Fines laid and impofed by this ACt, not already difpofed of, 
fhall go and enure, the One Moiety to the Informer, and the other Half to the public Trea- 
fury of thefe Iflancls, to be appointed as the Commander in Chief for the Time being, and 
the Council and Affembly, fhall think fit; but if any Perfon or Perfons fhall think him, her, 
or themfelves aggrieved by the Determination of any One or more Juftices of the Peace out 
of Sefiions, fuch Perfon or Perfons may have a Re-hearing of his, her, or their Cafe before 
the Juftices in Sefiions, on giving Security for his, her, or their Appearance ; and in 
cafe the fame Appeal fhall upon Re-hearing be found frivolous, he, fhe, or they fhall be 
punifhed at Difcreuon of the Juftices in Sefiions, and fhall pay Treble Cofts and Treble 
Fees. 

And be it moreover Fnaded, That all fuch Forfeitures and Pecuniary Penalties which may 
be incurred by a DifrelpcCt to the Intention and Inftitution of this ACt, either by NegleCt or 
otherwife, and have been deemed expedient to be impofed in a fummary V. ay and Procefs 
by the Magiftrates before whom the feveral Offenders were conviCted, fhall be recovered by 
Warrant of the Juftice or Juftices who fhall try and take Cognizance of the Offences and 
Climes, who is and are hereby lmpowered to and fhall ifi'ue the lame, under their Hands and 
Seals directed to the Marfhal, or his Deputy, or to fome One or more Conftables of thele 
Iflands, to levy the lame on lhe Goods and Chattels of fuch Defaulters or Offenders, which 
fhall be publicly fold to anfwer the Amount of the Forfeitures and Penalties, and all fuch 
other legal Fees and Cofts which fhall accrue on the Levy and Sale fo executed; and thac 
all Juftices, Marfhals, and Conftables, or other proper Officers, fhall be for ever exempt 
and removed from all Proffcutions whatever, in the Execution and Performance of their 
Duty, in Obedience to the Rtquifitions of this ACt, wherein no Effoign, Imparlance, Protec¬ 
tion, or Wager of Law fhall be allowed. 

And be it alfo EnaCted by the Authority aforefaid. That in every ACtion, Suit, Indict¬ 
ment, Information, or Profecution, wherein any Perfon fhall be fued or profecutcd for 
doing any Thing by virtue of this ACt, the Perfon or Perfons fo fued or prolecuted, his, her, 
or their Executor or Adminiftrator, may plead the General Iffue, and give this ACt in 
Evidence in any Court within thefe Iflands; and if there be a VerdiCt of fuch Party profecutcd, 
the Profecutor fhall pay Treble Cofts; and this ACt be deemed a Public Act, and all Judges, 
Juftices, and Juries, are hereby required to take Notice thereof accordingly.

At All for the good Government of Negroes , and other Slaves in this Ifland. 


VX/HEREAS divers Negroes and other Slaves have abfented themfelves from their refpeftive 
MafterSj an d have and do daily feduceothers to join them, whereby they are now increafed 
to a great Number, and do often commit mfupportable Imolencies, Outrages, Thefts, and Rob¬ 
beries on the Inhabitants of this Ifland : For the Prevention of which for the future, and the ill 
Confequences that may attend it, we, Your Majefty’s mod dutiful and loyal Subjefts, the Chief 
Governor of all Your Majefty’s Leeward Caribbee Iflands in America, together with the Coun¬ 
cil and Afiembly of the Ifland of Nevis, do pray Your Moft Excellent Majefty, it may be 
Enabled and Ordained ; And be it, and it is Enafted and Ordained by the Authority aforelaid. 
That if any Negro or other Slave, now abfent from their refpeftive Mafters and Owners, (hall 
come in and fubmit himfelf to them, or to any Magiftrate in this Ifland, within Thirty Days 
after Publication of this Aft, the faid Negro or other Slave fo fubmitting himfelf (hall be free 
from any Punilhment to be inflifted by this Aft, provided always that fuch Slave hath not com¬ 
mitted or been guilty of any Felony or Murder-, but if any Negro or other Slave, now abient 
from his Mafter, (hall continue obftinate, and refufe to fubmit himfelf for the Time aforelaid, 
the faid Negro or other Slave is hereby Outlawed, and when taken (ball fuffer Death : And, for 
the better Encouragement of all fuch Perlons who (hall take, apprehend, or kill a Negro, or 
other Slave outlawed, the Treafurer of this Ifland for the 'l ime being, upon Affidavit made of 
the Matter of Faft, (hall pay to the Perfon fo apprehending or killing, the Sum of Ten Pounds 
Current Money-, and every fuch Perfon or Perfons (hall be free and clear from all Damages and 
Profecutions whatfoever for the fame, either in Law or Equity. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That any One Juftice of the Peace in 
this Ifland (hall have full Power and Authority to ifiue out his Warrant for apprehending of any 
Negro or Slave whatfoever, upon any Information or Complaint made, and alio for the infhfting 
of any Corporal Punifhmcnt for Crimes not Capital-, but for all Felonies and other Capital 
Crimes, where Life or Member are in queftion, it (hall require Two Juftices at the leaft to 
hear, try, and determine the fame; at all which Trials the Evidence of Two or more Slaves 
fhall* be taken, and deemed good and fufficient: Provided always, and it is the true Intent and 
Meaning of this Aft, that the dealing of Turkies, Fowls, any Poultry, or other frriall Stock of 
like Value, (hall not be punifhed in any Slave with the Lofs of Life or Limb, but any Juftice 
of the Peace in this Ifland may caufe to be whipt, or other Punilhment may inflift on the Of¬ 
fender at Difcretion; and the (aid Juftice (hall award Satisfaftion to be made by the Owner of 
faid Slave, to the Party from whom luch Stock is ftolcn, and (hall alio have Power by Wan ant 
to d;ftram for the fame, and iuch Diftrefs to fell at public Outcry. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro, or other Slave out¬ 
lawed, (hall be killed in the taking, or fuffier Death by virtue of any Claufe whatfoever in this 
Aft contained, the faid Slave or Slaves (hall be appraifed by Two Freeholders upon Oath, to 
be admmiftered by a Magiftrate ; and the Value of the Slave fo appraifed (hall be pa'd out of 
the public Treafury of this Ifland to the refpeftive Mafters or Owners, provided that fuch Ap- 
praifement be made within Ten Days alter the Death of fuch Slave: Provided alio, that if any 
fuch Negro (hall be appraifed at a greater Value than Thirty Pounds Current Money, that no 
more than the Sum of Thirty Pounds Current Money (hall be paid out of the public Treafury 
of this Ifland to the refpeftive Mafters or Owners. 

And be it further Enafted, That it (hall be Felony in any Negro or other Slave to run away 
with any Boat or Canoe off this Ifland; and if any Perfon (hall apprehend a Slave run away off 
this Ifland, and bring and deliver him or her to the Provoft Marlhal or his lawful Deputy, the 
Mafter or Owner of every fuch Slave (hall pay the Perfon fo taking or apprehending the Sum of 
Six Pounds Current Money, if he does not (uffer Death for the Felony, to be recovered by Suit 
in any Court of Record ; but if faid Slave doth fuller for the Felony, the Trealurer of this 
Ifland (hall pay him for his Encouragement the like Sum of Six Pounds Current Money out of 
the Treafury. 
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And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That it fhall and may be lawful for 
any White Perfon whatfoever ro fupprefs and difperle any diforderly Rout of Negroes, or other 
Slaves got together drinking, quarrelling, or gaming, and to take from them all Knives, Clubs, 
and other Weapons whatfoever •, and if any Negro or other Slave fhall oppofe, ftruggle with, or 
fttike any White Perfon or Perfons, fuch Slave fhall be whipt, by Order and at the Difcretion 
of One Jufticeof the Peace-, but in cafe any White Perfon be wounded or maimed by a Slave, 
it is hereby declared Felony in fuch Slave, and fhall be tried and punifhed as in and by this Aft 
is before direftcd. 


And whereas it is a common Practice for Negroes and other Slaves to meet in great Compa¬ 
nies on the Lord’s Day, feafting and drinking, whence Quarrels, Fightings, and Murders fre¬ 
quently arife-. Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon whatfoever 
fhall fell Rum or other ftrong Liquors on the Sabbath Day to any Negro or other Slave, fuch 
Perfon being prefented and convifted at the General or Quarter Seffions, fhall forfeit for every 
fuch Offence the Sum of Three Pounds Current Money. 


And be it further Enafted, for the preventing the faid Meetings and Feafiings, That if any 
Matter or other Perfon having the Management of a Plantation fhall knowingly and willingly 
fuffer the Slaves to beat a Drum by the Space of One Quarter of an Hour in their refpeftive 
Plantation*, luch Mafter or Manager, being prefented and convifted of the fame, fhall forfeit 
and pay on every fuch Conviftion the like Sum of Three Pounds Current Money. 

And be it further Enafted, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever fhall entertain a Run¬ 
away Negro or other Slave, and not give the Owner Notice, or bring and deliver him or them 
to the Provoft Marfhal of this lfland, within Three Days after being in his, her, or their Cuftody, 
inch Perfon or Perfons fhall for every filch Faft (being thereof convifted before Two Juftices of 
the Peace) forfeit and pay the Sum of Twelve Shillings per Diem for fo long Time as fuch 
Slave fhall have been fo entertained, One Moiety thereof to the King’s Majefty, for the Ufe of 
the Fortifications of this Eland, and the other Moiety to the refpeftive Owner of every fuch 
Slave and in cafe any fuch Perfon or Perfons fo convifted fhall refufe to pay the faid Penalty of 
Twelve Shillings per Diem, the Two Juftices before whom the Conviftion'fhall be made fhall 
iffueout their Warrant to the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, to levy the fame on the 
Goods and Chattels of fuch Perfon or Perfons fo convifted, by Sale at public Outcry, return¬ 
ing the Overplus, if any, to the Perfon fo convifted: Provided the faid Penalty exceed not the 
Sum of Twelve Pounds, in which Cafe the Party injured fhall have Remedy, and recover fuch 
Penalty for the King and himfelf, by Suit, Plaint, Information, or Aftion Qui tarn, &c. in any 
Court of Record in this lfland, in which no Effoign, Wager of Law, or more than One Im¬ 
parlance fhall be allowed. 


And to encourage the taking and apprehending of all Runaway Negroes and other Slaves 
Be it Enafted, 1 hat if any Negro or other Slave fhall have been run away, or abfent from his 
Mafter or Owner for the Space of Seven Days, or longer, the Perfon apprehending fuch Slave 
fhall he paid, by his or her refpeccive Mafter, the Sum of Six Shillings Current Money-, and if 
the laid Mafter or Owner of fuch Negro or other Slave fhall refufe or negleft paying the fame 
upon Information made thereof to any Juftice of the Peace of this lfland, the faid Juftice is 
hereby impowered to grant a Warrant to diftrain on his or their Goods and Chattels, to fatisfv 
the lame, with Colt; and if the Mafter or Owner of fuch Slave fhall not be known, he fhall be 
brought and delivered, by the Perfon who apprehends him, to the Provoft Marfhal of this lfland 
who Ihail pay him Three Shillings for the taking, and One Shilling per Mile for as many Miles 
as the Place where taken is diftant from the Common Gaol. 1 


And be it further Enacted, That the Provoft Marfhal fhall always be paid, by the refpective 
Owners of any Slave brought and delivered to him, by virtue of any Claufe in this Act, what¬ 
foever r xpence he hath been at, and fhall pay him moreover Eighteen Pence per Diem* whilft 
in his Cuftody, the faid Marfhal finding and allowing each Slave One Pound of*Bread 
k :»d, and One Pound of Fifh or Flefh per Diem, out of his faid Fees: And if any Ne°ro or 
o-.her Slave, committed by the Marlhal as aforefaid, fhould happen to lie in Prifon for the Space 
of 1 hrec Months, he fhall be fold at public Outcry, by Warrant from any Two Juftices of the 
Peace, for the Fees and Charges aforefaid, the Overplus (if any) to be returned into the Treafurv 
till the Owner of laid Slave fhall appear, to whom the Trealiirer fhall be accountable for the 
Jarne, all reafonable Charges being deducted. 


And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That any Juftice of the Peace, the Provoft 
Marfhal, any Conftable, or other Officer refuting or neglecting to do their refpective Duties in 
putting every Or any Claufe of this Act in Execution, fhall forfeit and pay th- Sum of Five 
Pounds Current Money for every fuch Neglect or Refufal, to be recovered by Suit Plaint or 
Information in any Court of Record in this lfland -, all which before-mentioned Fines and Frr 
futures Avail be One Half to the Informer, and the other to the public Treafury

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And be it further Enacted, for the better undemanding of this A ft, That any Thin" there'n 
contained (hall not be conftrued to extend to any bought Servant, or other White Perfon what- 
foever, or Free Negro.

"Y^HEREAS there are many Defers in the Law, intituled, « An Ad for the good Govern- 
“ me nt of Negroes and other Slaves” in this Ifland, and alfo fome Negledstn the Execu¬ 
tion of the fame, fo that the faid Ad: is not effectual to the End for which it was made • we 
therefore. Your Majefty’s moil dutiful and loyal Subjeds, the Captain General and Governor in 
re T/i Your r Ma J e fty’ s Leeward Caribbee Iflands in America, and the Council and Aflcmblv 
ot the Ifland of Nevis, do humbly pray Your Moft Sacred Majefty, That it may be Enaded • 
And be it Enafted by the King’s fcloft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent 
ot the laid Captain General and Governor in Chief, and the Council and Afiembiy of the Ifland 
of Nevis, and by the Authority of the fame. That all the Claufes in the faid Law now in force 
concerning the Government of Negroes and .other Slaves, and not hereby altered, (hall be duly 
put in Execution, according to the Tenor of the faid Law, 


And, for the fpeedier Puniftiment of Perfons who (hall tranfgrefs the faid Law, Be it hereby 
Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Perfons who (hall tranfgrefs any Claufe of the 
aforefaid Law, and are by the faid Law to be convided at a General or Quarter Seflions and 
no where elfe, fuch Perfons (hall or may, for the Time to come, be convided before any One 
Juftice of the Peace for this Ifland, and maybe fined by the find Juftice according to the Tenor 
of the faid Law; and if the faid Fine be not immediately paid, fuch Juftice is hereby im- 
powered, by Warrant direded to the Provoft Marlhal, or any Conftable, to diftrain on the 
Goods and Chattels of fuch Offenders; and fuch Diftrefs to fell at public Outcry, to fatisfy the 
laid Penalties, rendering the Overplus (if any) to the Owner, any Law, Ufage, or Cuftom to 
the contrary notwithftanding. 


And whereas it is a common Pradice for Negroes to meet in great Companies on the Sabbath 
lJay, leaning, drinking, and gaming, whereby Quarrels, Fightings, and Murders frequently 
happen, notwithftanding the Penalties impofed by the faid recited Aft 5 Be it therefore Ena&ed 
y t e Autnority aforelaid. That if any Mafter or other Perfon having the Management of a 
Plantation, (hall for the Time to come luffer any Feaft to be made on the Sabbath Day, or any 
other 1 ime, or fufifer any Negro Drum, great or final], to be beat for the Space of One Quarter 
or an Hour at his refpedive Plantation, fuch Mafter or Manager (being convided thereof before 
any Juftice of the 1 eace, by the Oath of One credible Perfon) (hall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
ive ounds Current Money, and in cafe of Refufal of Payment, the fame to be levied on the 
Ghender s Goods and Chattels, by Warrant from the faid Juftice, directed to the Provoft Mar¬ 
lhal, 
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(hal, or to any Conftable; which Goods fo levied on {hall be (old at public Outcry within Four 
Days, if the Penalty be not fooncr paid, to fatisfy the Paid Penalty, with Coif, rendering the 
Overplus (if any) to the Owner, the One Half or which Fines {hall be paid to the Informer, 
and the other Half to the Poor of the Parifh where fuch Offence {hall be committed ; and all 
Slaves who {hall make fuch Feafts, and entertain fuch Companies, fliall moreover be publicly 
whipped, by Order of the faid Juftice of Peace, and the Owner {hall be obliged to pay the 
Charges: Provided neverthelefs, it is the true Intent and Meaning of this Aft, That if the 
Owner, or other Perfon having the Management of a Plantation where fuch Feaftfhall be made, 
or Drum bear, {hall make Oath before the faid Juftice that fuch Feaft or Drumming was not by his 
Confcnt or Knowledge, in fuch Cafe the faid Owner or Manager {hall not be fubjeft to the 
aforementioned Penalty. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Conftable {hall know or 
be informed of any great Company of Slaves being unlawfully and riotoufly got together, he is 
hereby authorized, impowered, and required to take a fufficient Guard and difperfe them, and if 
the faid Slaves refufe to difperfe by fair Means, it {hall and may be lawful for the faid Ccnibble 
to force them to feparate, by beating or wounding them ; and if any Conftable fhall neglect or 
refufe to do his Duty herein, in feparating fuch Companies of Slaves, or (hall know of any Drum, 
great or fmail, beaten b^ Negroes, contrary to the Intent and Meaning of this Aft, and fliall not 
inform fome Juftice of the Peace thereof, fuch Conftable fliall (being convifted thereof before 
any Juftice ol the Peace, by the Oath of One credible Witnefs) forfeit and pay the Sum of Five 
Pourds Current Money, to be levied and applied in the fame Manner, and to the fame Ules, 
as other Forfeitures in this Aft before-mentioned are to be levied and applied. 

And whereas by the faid recited Aft it is Enafted,that if any Negro or other Slave fliall fuffer 
Death by virtue of the faid Aft, the Owner of fuch Negro or other Slave fhall be paid for him 
out of the public Treafury, not exceeding Thirty Pounds Current Money ; but there is no Pro- 
viffon made for any Payment to the Perfon whofe Slave {hall be murdered, or his Goods ttolen, 
whereby many Felonies are compounded, and the Criminals are not brought to Juftice : For Re¬ 
medy whereof. Be it hereby Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Slave for the 
Time to come fhall fuffer Death for the Murder of any other Slave, the Owner of the Slave who 
fhall fuffer Death fhall be paid only the One Half Part of what was allowed by the before-men¬ 
tioned Aft, and the other Half Part (hall be paid by theTreafurer to theOwnerof the Slave mur¬ 
dered ; and if any Slave fhall fuffer Death for ftealing, the Treafurer is hereby required to pay the 
Perfon whofe Goods were ftolen as much as the Juftices who condemned the Slave fhall certify 
they were worth (provided the Goods ftolen amount not to more than Half the Value of what the 
Owner of the Slave who committed the Felony is to receive out of the public Treafury} but if the 
Goods ftolen fhould amount to more than Half the Value, then the Perfon whofe Goods were 
ftolen fhall receive the Half Part of what the Owner of the Slave who iuffered Death was to have 
received, and no more) and the Remainder to the Owner of the Slave who {hall fuffer Death, any 
Law, Ufage, or Cuftom to the contrary notwithftanding.

And, for the more effeftual preventing Slaves who have committed Murder from efcapingwith- 

out Pumfhment, Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Owner of a Slave who hath 
committed Murder fhall privately convey the faid Slave away from thelfland.to prevent and avoid 
his being brought to a Trial, fuch Perfon fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Fifty Pounds Current 
Money,"the One Moiety to His Majefty, His Heirs and Succeflors, towards defraying the public 
Charges of this Ifland, and the other Moiety to the Owner of the Slave murdered, who {hall reco¬ 
ver fuch Penalty for the King and himfelf by Suit, Plaint, Information, or Aftion Qui tarn, &c. 
in the Courts of King’s Bench and Common Pleas in this Ifland, where no Elfoign, Wager of 
Law, or more than One Imparlance fhall be allowed : And if any Perfon who hath a Slave mur¬ 
dered by another Slave fhall negleft or refufe to profecute the Murderer, it fhall and may be law¬ 
ful for any other Perfon toprolecure the Murderer, and if he fliall fuffer Death for the fame, the 
Perfon who profecuted fhall receive out of the publicTreaiury the Sum which the Owner of the 
Negro murdered would have been entitled to if lie had profecuted, and the Owner of the faid 
Slave fhall receive nothing. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That no Slave fhall fuffer Death for 
ftealing Sheep, Goats, or Hogs under the Value of Five Pounds Current Money, but fuch Slave, 
fliall be publicly whipped by the Order of any One Juftice of the Peace ; and the faid Juftice is 
hereby impowered and required to award Payment to be made by the Owner of fuch Offender to 
the Party whole Sheep, Goats, or Hogs were ftolen, with Coft; and in cafe of Refofal of Payment, 
by Warrant to diftrain for the fame, and fuch Diftrefs to fell at public Outcry. 

And whereas Negroes frequently come from the Ifland of St. Chriftopher’s in Bark Logs, 
Boats, and Canoes, to this Ifland on the Sabbath Day to feaft and caroufe, and often landfecretly 
in the Night in fome private Bay, where they receive ftolen Goods, and often clandeftinely carry 
away Negroes from the Ifland, to the great Detriment of the Inhabitants} Be it hereby Enafted by 
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the Authority aforefaid, That if any Negroes fhall, after Six Weeks from the Publication of this 
Aft, come to this I (land in any Bark Log, Boat, or Canoe, without any White Man of good Cre¬ 
dit with him, it (hall and may be lawful for any White Pt rlon whatfoever to apprehend fuch Negro 
or Negroes, and deliver him or them to the Provoft Marfhal of the Ifland, or his lawful Deputy, 
■who is hereby authorized, impowered, and required to whip fuch Negroes in the public Market 
Place, not exceeding Forty Lafhes, and then lafely to keep them in the Common Gaol of the 
Ifland until the Matter or Owner fhall pay unto the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, Six 
Pounds Current Money for each Slave fo taken, for the Ufe of the Perfon who fhall apprehend 
them, befides the Gaol Fees; and if the Matter or Owner of any fuch Slave cannot be known, or 
fuch Slave fhall lie in Gaol for the Space of Three Months, then the Provoft Marfhal, or his law¬ 
ful Deputy, is hereby impowered and required to fell fuch Slave at public Outcry to fatisfy the 
faid Sum of Six Pounds, and all other Charges, and to return the Overplus (if any) to the Owner; 
or if the Owner cannot be found, to the Treafurer of the Ifland for the Time being, who fhall be 
accountable for the fame to the Publique of this Ifland, or to the Owner of fuch Slave whenever 
he fhall appear; and the Provoft Marfhal, or his Deputy, is hereby required, upon putting any 
Slave delivered unto him as aforefaid in Prifon, immediately to put up Publication thereof at the 
Court Houfe Door, and to give a particular Defcription of the Slave in the Publication ; and no 
Slave put in Prifon as aforefaid fhall be fold without fuch Publication being firft made. 

And be it Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slaves fhall for the Time to come go 
from this Ifland in any Boat, Canoe, or Bark Log, to any other Ifland, without a creditable White 
Perfon with them, fuch Slaves fhall be publicly whipped by Order of any Magiftrate ; and if any 
Slave fhall prefume to be Owner of any Boat, Canoe, or Bark Log, fuch Slave fhall be publicly 
whipped, and the Boat, Canoe, or Bark Log fhall be burnt by Order of any Juftice of Peace. 

And forafmuch as Slaves frequently keep Shops in Charles Town, and fell feveral Sorts of 
Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, Rum, and any other ftrong Liquors in the Town and in 
the Country to other Slaves, for which they often receive ftolen Goods, which is an En¬ 
couragement for Slaves to fteal from their Mafters, and is a Detriment to the Inhabitants; 
for Remedy whereof. Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That for the Time to come 
it fhall not be lawful for any Slave whatfoever to keep a Shop in Charles Town, or to fell any 
Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, Rum, or any other ftrong Liquors, either for themfelves or for 
their Owners, or for any other Perfons, in any Houfe, or in the public Street, or in the Country; 
and if any Slave whatfoever fhall, after the Publication of this Aft, keep any Shop, or fell or 
offer for Sale any Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, Rum, or any other ftrong Liquor, con¬ 
trary to the Intent and Meaning of this Aft, upon Information and due Proof made thereof to 
any Juftice of the Peace, the faid Juftice is hereby authorized, impowered, and required to grant 
a Warrant, direfted to any Conftable, to feize fuch Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, Rum, or any 
other ftrong Liquors; and the Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, Rum, or other ftrong Liquors fo 
feized fhall be forfeited, and fold at public Outcry, and the One Moiety of the Produce of fuch 
Sale (all reafonable Charges being firft defrayed) fhall be paid to the Treafurer of this Ifland for 
the Time being, for the Ufe of His Majefty, his Heirs and Succeflors, and fhall be applied 
towards defraying the public Charges of this Ifland, and the other Moiety to the In¬ 
former. 

Provided always, and it is hereby Enafted, That nothing in this Aft contained fhall extend, 
or be conftrued to extend to prohibit any Slave from felling or expofing to Sale any frefh Fifh, 
frefh Meat, Poultry, or any Produce or Manufafture of this Ifland (except Rum, or other ftrong 
Liquors), any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall be 
fued, molefted, or troubled, for putting in Execution any of the Powers contained in this Aft, 
or for doing any Matter or Thing purfuant thereunto, fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall and may 
plead the General Ifiue, Not Guilty, and give the fpecial Matter in Evidence.

Goods, which is an Encouragement fpr Slaves to rob and Real, and a great Detriment to the 
Planters; for Remedy whereof. We, Your Majefty’s mod dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Cap¬ 
tain General of Your Majefty’s Leeward Caribbee Iflands in America, and the Council and Af- 
fembly of the Ifland of Nevis, do pray Your Moft Sacred Majefty, that it may be Enabled, 
and be it Ena&ed by the King’s Moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent 
of the Captain General of His Majefty’s Leeward Caribbee Iflands in America, and the Council 
and Aflembly of the Ifland of Nevis, and by the Authority of the fame. That from the Publica¬ 
tion of this Adt, it fhall not be lawful/or any Slave whatfoever in this Ifland to fell any Thing, 
except Greens, Herbs, Grafs, Wood, Roots, Food made of Roots, Crabs, frelh Butter, frefli 
Fifli, and the Slave’s own particular Manufacture, without a Ticket from under the Hand of the 
Slave’s Owner or Manager, fpecifying the Thing or Things to bfc fold, and the Quantity of 
them, the Name of the Slave, and the Day of the Month; and in cafe any Slave fhall offer any 
Thing (except fuch Things only as are before excepted in this A<ft) for Sale without fuch a 
'l icket from his Owner or Manager, it fhall and may be lawful for any W , hite Pcrfon whatfo- 
ever to take fuch Thing away from the faid Slave, and convert it to his or her own Ufe; pro¬ 
vided the Thing or Things fo taken from any Slave at the fame Time exceed not the Value of 
Seven Shillings Current Money ; but if the Thing or Things fo taken are more than the Va¬ 
lue of Seven Shillings, fuch Things, and the Slave in whofe Cuftody they are taken, fhall be 
delivered to the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, who is hereby required to fecure fuch 
Slave and Things fo taken, and give the Slaves Mafter Notice thereof; for which Notice and 
fecuring the Slave he fhall be paid Three Shillings Current Money by the Slave's Mafter; and 
that the Marfhal for the Time being, on Receipt of faid Three Shillings, fhall deliver the Ne^ro 
or Negroes, and other Slaves, with the Goods fo taken, to their refpeftive Matters or Owners^of 
fuch Negroes.

And whereas it hath been cuftomary for Slaves to plant fmall Quantities of Cotton for them¬ 
felves, and under that Pretence deal a great deal from the poor Planters, which the Slaves either 
fell themfelves, or elfe bring it to their Mailers as the Produce of their own Labour, and their 
Mailers fell it for them, or buy-it themfelves: Be it enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That 
for the Time to come it fhall not be lawful for any Slave whatfoever, to plant Cotton for him- 
feIf, or to fell any Cotton on any Account or Pretence whatfoever, either with or without a 
Ticket, and if any Perfon whatfoever fhall buy Cotton from any Slave, either with or without a 
Ticket, fuch Perfon fhall, upon Proof made before any One Juftice of the Peace in this Ifland, 
forfeit and pay the Sum of Twenty Pounds Current Money •, and if any Owner or Manager fhall, 
for the Time to come, knowingly fuffer any of his Slaves to plant Cotton for themfelves, or 
knowingly fuffer any Cotton to grow in the Land which he allows his Slaves to plant for them¬ 
felves, fuch Owner or Manager being convidled thereof before any Juftice of the Peace fhall for¬ 
feit and pay the Sum of Twenty Pounds Current Money; and if any Owner, Manager, or any 
Free Perfon, fhall fell or difpofe of any Cotton for any Slave, fuch Owner, Manager, or Free

made before a Juftice of the Peace that fuch Perfon had adtually purchafed Cotton from a Slave, 
any Law, Ufage, or Cuftom, to the contrary in anywife notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enadled by the Authority aforefaid. That all Fines and Forfeitures impofed 
by this Adt, and not hereinbefore applied, fhall be levied by Diftrefs and Sale of the Offender’s 
Goods and Chattels, by Warrant from the Juftice of the Peace before whom the Offenders were 
convidled, duedled to the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy, or to any Conftable of the 
Ifland, the One Half of all which Fines and Forfeitures (all reafonable Charges being firft deduc¬ 
ed) fhall be delivered to the Treafurer of this Ifland for the Time being, for the Ufe of His Ma¬ 
jesty* His Heirs and Succeffors, and fhall be applied towards the defraying the public Charges of 
this Ifland, and the other Half to the Informer -, and if fuch Offenders fhall not have Goods and 
Chattels fufficient to fatisfy thefaid Fines and Forfeitures, fuch Offenders fhall be imprifoned 
Three Months in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, by Warrant from the laid Juftice.

firft duly deduced) fliall be delivered to the Treafurerof this Ifland for the Time being, for the 
File of H.s Majefty, His Fleirs and Succeflors, and fliall be applied towards the defraying the 
public Charges of this Ifland, and the other Half to the Informer* and if fuch Offenders (hall 
not have Goods and Chattels fufficient to fatisfy the Fine and Forfeitures, fuch Offender fliall 
be imprifoned Three Months in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, by Warrant from the *aid 
Juftice.

And be it Enafled by the Authority aforefaid. That this Aft (hall continue and be in force 
for Three Years from the Publication thereof, and from thence to the next Meeting of the 
Council and Aflembly of this Ifland, and no longer.

An AR againft Negroes wandering , and the Concealers tbmof. 

W HEREAS there is a general Complaint in this Ifland of the Liberty that Negroes 
do affume to themfelves in wandering from one Plantation to another on the Sabbath 
Day, and at other Times, both Day and Nighr, by which Means many of the Inhabitants are 
much damnified by feveral Infolencies, Thefts, and Robberies, which, if not fpeedily prevented, 
may very much prejudice the public Welfare of this Ifland; It is therefore Enabled and Ordained, 
and be it hereby Enadted and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid, That for the future all Pro¬ 
prietors of Negro or Negroes in or upon this Ifland, or Overfeers of Plantations that fhall have 
any ftrange or wandering Negro or Negroes come into his, her, or their Plantations, either by 
Day or Night, on Pretence of any lawful Occafions; and any fuch Negro or Negroes that (hall, 
after Notice given unto him or them to repair unto his, her, or their Matter or Miftrefs, Owner 
or Owners, Overfeer or Overfeers of the refpedtive Plantations where any fuch Negro, or Slave 
or Slaves fhall fo loiter, fhall forthwith take any fuch Runaway or Wandering Slave or Slaves, 
and punifh him or them, and fend them to the Owner or Owners thereof, Overfeer or Overfeers 
of the Plantati on s unto which they belong; and if any Slave or Slaves fhall conceal fuch, or har¬ 
bour any fuch Runaway or Wandering Slave in his, her, or their Cabbins, fhall be by the Owner 
or Owners, Overfeer or Overfeers of fuch Concealers, forthwith taken before the next Juftice of 
Peace of this Ifland, and there, in the Prefence of the faid Juftice, exercife the Punifhment 
of Forty Lafhes upon the bare Back of him, her, or them, that fhall fo conceal any Slave or 
Slaves } and all fuch Owners or Overfeers as fhall negledt fo to do, fhall upon Proof thereof 
be fined Five hundred Pounds of Sugar for His Majefty’s Ufe, towards the Support of the Go¬ 
vernment of this Ifland, any Law, Ufage, or Cuftom in this Ifland to the contrary heretofore 
had or made in anywife notwithftanding.

W HEREAS it is notorious that the Negroes not only commit grievous Outrages 
upon the Inhabitants, by ftealing and carrying away their Cattle and other Stock 
raifed for their Subfiftence, but are likewife in many Places of this Ifland got together in fuch 
Numbers as to threaten the Difturbance of the Peace and Quiet of the fame; we therefore pray 
their Majefties, that it may be Enadted, And it is hereby Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. 
That henceforward, where any Negro fhall be taken ftealing or carrying away Stock, Cattle, or 
Provifion, amounting to the Value of Twelve Pence, fuch Negro or Negroes taken therein fhall, 
upon due Proof thereof before the Governor and Council, fuffer fuch Death as they fhall think 
fit to awardj and when any Negro fhall have any Theft proved againft him, and the Value not 
amounting to Twelve Pence Current Money of this Ifland, that then and in fuch Cafes fuch 
Negro fhall only fuffer a fevere Whipping, and have both his Ears cut off for the Firft Time •, 
but for the Second Offence in the like Nature fhall fuffer Death in the Form aforefaid, the Public 
paying the Owner for every Negro put to Death the Sum of Three thoufand Five hundred 
Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar. 

And forafmuch, through the Negroes ftealing and deftroying poor People's Provifions they are 
quite difcouraged from planting what they expedt not to reap; Be it moreover Enadted and Pro¬ 
vided, That it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon to fhoot at, and, if poflible, to kill any Negro 
he fhall find digging out, drawing, or ftealing his Provifion, provided fuch Provifion be not within 
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Forty Foot of the common Path, and that the Party fo killing the Negro hath not, in the Hearing 
of others, expreflcd either Hatred or Malice againft the Owner of fuch Negro; for in either Cafes 
the Owner of fuch fhall recover Damages to the full Value of any who fhall fo kill their Negro. 

And fince, by the often and frequent Meeting of the Negroes on the Lord’s Day, moft of the 
Mifchiefs which happen are then by them plotted and contrived j and feeing Matters, Miftrefies, 
and Overfeers, are very negligent in their fcveral Plantations ; Be it therefore further Enadted 
and Ordained, That no Perfon whatfoever, being Owners or Overfeers, give Leave to any 
Ne^ro Slave under their Ownerfhip or Charge to depart or leave their Plantations on the Sunday, 
without a Ticket expreffing his or their Bufinefs, and whither going, upon Penalty of Three 
hundred Pounds of Sugar, and having their Negroes fcverally whipped by the Owner or 
Owners of fuch Plantations where they fhall be found or taken without a Ticket} and any 
Owner of a Plantation, or Overfeer, who fhall negledt to punifh as aforefaid any Negro without 
& Ticket, being found in his Plantation, or under his Care or Charge, fhall forfeit the Sum of 
Three hundred Pounds of Sugar. 

And it is further provided by the Authority aforefaid. That Once in every Month every 
Matter, Miftrefs, or Overfeer of a Family, fhall throughout all his Negro Houfcs make dili¬ 
gent Search for and feize upon all Slaves, Clubs or mifehievous Weapons they fhall there find, 
as alfo all ftolen Goods and Commodities as fhall be found of any Value, fhall publifh the 
fame, deferibing the Quantity and Quality thereof, that thereby the Owners may be the better 
able to claim it, in order, and upon full Proof made it was theirs, it may be reftored them ; and 
for Flefh of any Sort that fhall be found, the Negro in whofe Houfe it was taken, unlefs he or fhe 
can make it plainly appear they came by it honeftly, fhall undergo a Whipping, and have One of 
their Ears cut off. 

Provided always, and be it further Enadted, That where there are more in Number than One 
Slave concerned in any heinous or grievous Crimes, as Burglary, Robbery, burning of Houfes 
or Canes, killing or ftealing any Manner^ or Kind of Cattle or Stock, only One of them 
fhall fuffer Death, who fhall appear to be the greateft Criminal. 

And it is further Enadted and Provided by the Authority aforefaid. That all Commiffion Of¬ 
ficers within this Ifland are hereby impowered and required, upon Notice by any One to them 
given of any Number of Negroes got together, and the Place where, immediately upon the 
fame to raife a fufficient Number of Men, and with them to purfue, apprehend, and take fuch 
Negroes, either alive or dead; and whatfoever Cpmmiflioned Officer fhall negledt, or other Per¬ 
fon refufe to be aiding and affifting herein, fhall forfeit the Sum of Two thoufand Pounds of 
Sugar. 

And whereas fome Matters and Miftrefies, or Overfeers of Plantations, are fo carelefs as not 
to put in a Competency of Provifion for their Slaves, whereby they are often forced to run 
away, or at leaft to commit Thefts and Robberies upon their Neighbours •, Be it further Enadted, 
and it is hereby Provided, That all Matters, Miftrefies, and Overfeers of any Plantations within 
this Ifland, at all Times after the Expiration of Ten Months enfuing the Publication hereof, 
fhall have, and always keep, for every Eight Negroes, One Acre of Ground well planted in 
Provifions, and fo proportionably for a greater or lefler Number, which whofoever fhall negledt, 
after the Ten Months ended, that then at the End of every Six Months, for every Acre fo want¬ 
ing, fhall forfeit the Sum of One thoufand Pounds of Sugar. 

And it is moreover Provided and Enadted, That where Two Slaves fhall fall out and fight, 
and One maim or kill the other, it fhall lie at the Perfon’s Difcretion whofe Negro fhall be 
either maimed or killed, whether for the Firft Offence the Negro who committed the fame fhall 
fuffer Whipping, or for the latter Death, or to receive fuch Satisfadlion of the Owner of fuch 
Negro as the Governor and his Council fhall adjudge fufficient. 

And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any Perfon fhall attempt 
to fteal or take off this Ifland, in any Ship, Boat, Sloop, Canoe, Bark, Logg, or other Veflel, 
any Negro or Negroes fhall, for offering the fame, forfeit Five thoufand Pounds of Sugar, or 
lie in clofe Prilbn for the Space of Six Months; and whatfoever Perfon or Perfons fhall fteal 
and carry off from this Ifland any Negro or Negroes in any fuch Veflel or Veflels as aforefaid, 
fhall and are hereby efteemed and adjudged guilty of Felony, and fhall not have the Benefit 
of their Clergy. 

And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any White fhall take a 
Slave, and bring him in dead or alive, if alive lhall have paid him by the Owner of fuch Negro 
or Slave the Sum of Five hundred Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar; where dead, the fame Sum 
out of the public Stock of this Ifland j and where any Slave fhall take a Runaway, fuch 
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Negro Slave (hall have Three hundred Pounds of Sugar, either by the Owner or Public as 
aforefaid. 

And be it moreover Enafted, That any Perfon, upon Lofs of any Cattle, Stock, or other 
Provifion, may immediately without going to a Juftice of Peace, or requiring a Warrant, 
repair to any Plantation or Plantations whereof he lhall have Sufpicion, and there, taking the 
Mailers, Miftrefles, or Overfeers of the fame along with him, lhall have full Power to learch 
all and fingular the Negro Houfes, or other Houfes belonging to fuch Plantation or Plantations, 
and if Need be to break open any thereof; and any Matter, Miftrefs, or Overfeer of a Planta¬ 
tion, who lhall make any Refittance, or obftruft them therein, lhall pay to the Party who hath 
fuftained any Lois double the Value thereof.

And inafmuch as there are feveral Fines, Forfeitures, and Penalties before-mentioned in this 
Aft, and not declared where they lhall be recovered, and how difpofed of; Be it further En- 
afted by the Authority aforefaid. That One Moiety be to their Majefties, their Heirs and Suc- 
celfors, for and towards the Support of the Government of this Ifland, and the contingent 
Charges thereof, and the other to the Informer, to be recovered by Aftion of Debt in any 
Court of Record within this Ifland, by Bill, Plaint, or Information, or otherwife, wherein no 
Elfoign, Proteftion, or Wager of Law lhall be allowed; any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the 
contrary in anywife notwithttanding. 

And be it further Provided and Enafted, That any Negro or Slave within ‘this Ifland, that 
lhall abfent themfelves from their Matter’s or Miftrefs’s Service for the Space of Three Months, 
and afterwards taken and convifted thereof, lhall fuffer Death as a Felon, any Law, Ufage, or 
Cuftom to the contrary notwithttanding; the Owner of the faid Negro to be allowed him, out of 
the public Stock of this Ifland, Three thoufand Five hundred Pounds of Sugar, as is before 
provided in this Aft.

\^HERE AS, by an Aft confirmed by King William of glorious Memory, upon the Thirty- 
T firft Day of December, in the Year of Our Lord One thoufand Six hundred and 
Nine-fix, intituled, “ An Aft to reftrain the lnfolencies of Slaves, and for preventing them 
“ from committing any Outrages, as alfo for the better ordering fuch Slavesit is efpecially 
provided for, in One Claufe of the faid Aft, «* That if any Negro or Negroes lhall be executed 
** by fuffering Death, that the Owner or Owners of fuch Negro or Negroes lhall receive and be 
“ paid out of the public Treafury of this Ifland, the Sum of Three thoufand Five hundred 
“ Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar:” And whereas it is now found by Experience (to the greac 
Delay of Juftice) that feveral Negroes having committed great Crimes and Mifdemeanors, whom 
in all Probability would have fuffered Death, provided they had been brought to Juftice, buc 
the Owner or Owners of the aforefaid Negroes, not efteeming the aforefaid Quantity of Three 
thoufand Five hundred Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar fufficienc and of full Value for the aforefaid 
Negroes, have endeavoured to conceal the faid Negroes, rather than bring them to Juftice 1 We 
therefore pray Your Mott Excellent Majefty, that it may be Enafted and Ordained, And be it, 
and it is hereby Enafted and Ordained by the Commander in Chief of all Your Majefty’s Lee¬ 
ward Charibbee I Hands in America, and the Prefident, Council, and Aflembly of Montferrat, 
That every Claufe, Article, Thing or Things of the aforefaid Aft, in relation to the Payment of 
Three thoufand Five hundred Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar out of the public Treafury of this 
Ifland to the Owner or Owners of fuch Negro or Negroes chat lhall be fo put to Death, lhall 
from henceforward, to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever, be repealed, made void, and of 
none Effeft. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That from and after the Publication 
of this Aft, every Owner or Owners of any Negro or Negroes which lhall be fo put to Death 
lhall be paid, from and out of the public Treafury of this Ifland, lb much Money or Sugar chat 
any fuch Negro or Negroes lhall be appraifed or deemed to be worth, immediately after fuch 
Negro or Negroes lhall have received Judgment to fuffer Death, which Appraifement is to be 
made by the Lieutenant Governor, or Prefident and Council of this Ifland * and fuch Appraife¬ 
ment 
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ment to be entered in the Book of Records of the Council by the Secretary of the Council, any 
Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary in any wife notwithftanding. 

. Provided, That nothing in this Aft lhall be deemed, conftrued, or taken to repeal or make 
void any other Claufe, Article, Thing or Things in the aforementioned Aft.

W/" HERE AS it appears that the Laws now in force relating to Negroes and Slaves-are not 
VV extenfive enough to reftrain them, and that Lenity and Indulgence, inftead of producing 
the defired Effefts, have rather given Encouragement to Robberies and Diforders, by furnifh- 
ing Pretences whereby the Offenders often efcape Punifhment: And whereas the Labour and 
Induflry of many of the poorer Sort of People of this llland is defeated by the Thefts of Slaves, 
who, under colour of planting Indigo, Cotton, Ginger, Coffee, and Cocoa for their own Ule, do 
often Real the faid Commodities, to the great Lofs and Detriment of the Planters thereof: 
And whereas the faid Commodities, or any ftolen Goods or Provifions may eafily be difpofed 
of, without the Knowledge of the Owners, at the public Market, which Slaves have been fuf- 
fered to keep on the Lord’s Day, whereon great Numbers of them affemble in and about the 
Towns of Plymouth and Kinfale, and other Parts of the Ifland, frequently committing Riots 
and Dilorders, to the great Terror and aftually endangering of the Inhabitants} for preventing 
therefore, as far as may be, fuch Abufes for the future, We your Majefty’s moft dutiful, loyal, 
and obedient Subjefts, the Governor in Chief of all Your Majefty’s Leeward Charibbee Iflands 
in America, and the Council and Affembly of this Your Majefty’s Ifland of Montferrat, humbly 
pray your Moft Sacred Majefty, that it may be Enafted and Ordained, And be it, and it is here* 
by Enafted and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid, That any Perfon whatfoever. Owner or 
Pofleffor of Slaves, that lhall permit his or her Slave or Slaves to plant or gather Indigo, Cotton, 
Ginger, Coffee, or Cocoa for the Ufe of fuch Slave or Slaves, fuch Mafter, Owner, or PofTeffOr 
fhalf forfeit Ten Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland ; and if any White Man, Free Negro, or 
Free Mulatto, fhall expole to fale any Indigo, Cotton, Ginger, Coffee,or Cocoa, fulpefted to ap¬ 
pertain to a Slave, any Juftice of the Peace may caufe the Party fufpefted, and having the Indigo, 
Cotton, Ginger, Coffee, or Cocoa, in Poffeffion, to be brought before him, and to make Oath 
before him, that the Indigo, Cotton, Ginger, Coffee, or Cocoa, doth not direftly or indireftly 
belong to any Slave ; and if the Party refufes to make fuch Oath, any the aforefaid Commodities 
fhall be feized by the Juftice’s Order, and become forfeited to the Ufe of the Informer; and if 
any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever fhall hereafter buy, barter, truck for, or otherwife receive from 
any Slave or Slaves, any Indigo, Cotton, Ginger, Coffee, or Cocoa, fuch Perfon or Perfons fo 
offending fhall, upon Conviction by the Oath of One credible Witnefs before any Juftice of the 
Peace, be bound over by the faid Juftice to their good Behaviour until the next General Seffions 
of the Peace and Gaol Delivery, and there be fined, not exceeding Twenty Pounds, nor Iefs 
than Five Pounds Current Money of this Ifland; and in cafe fuch Perfon or Perfons be unable, 
or refufe or negleft to pay the fame Fine immediately, then and in- luch Cafe luch Perfon 
or Perfons fhall be committed to the Common Gaol of this Ifland, there to remain for the Space 
of Two Months, or elfe be publicly whipped at the Difcretion of the Juftices; and the afore¬ 
faid Fine or Fines fhall be to the Ufe of His Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, to be paid into 
the public Trealury of this Ifland, towards carrying on the Forts, Fortifications, or other public 
Works of this Ifland. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negroes or other Slaves 
fhall keep any Market within the Towns of Plymouth or Kinfale, or in any other Parts or Places 
within this Ifland, and fhall carry or fell any Provifions or other Goods in any of the aforefaid 
Towns or Places on the Lord’s Day, it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon or Perfons to 
take the faid Provifions, or other Goods, from any luch Slave or Slaves, and convert them to 
their own proper Ufe; and the Perfon is hereby further impowered to give fuch Slave or Slaves 
a moderate Whipping. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon whatfoever fhall 
buy, barter, truck for, or receive any Provifions or other Goods from any Slave in any of the 
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aforefaid Towns or Places, or (hall fell any Rum, or Punch, or other Liquors, or any Sort of dry 
Goods, by barter or otherwife, on the Lord’s Day, he fhall forfeit Five Pounds Current Money 
for each Offence. 

» 

And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That no Perfon whatfoever fhall give 
Leave to any Slave under his or her Care, Charge, or Ownerfhip (unlefs fuch as ufually wait 
on their Perfon) to go to either of the aforefaid Towns on Sundays, notwithftanding fuch Slave 
carry with him nothing to fell, without a Ticket, in which Ticket is to be expreffed his or her 
Name-, and the Conftables in the faid Towns are hereby ftridUy charged and commanded dili¬ 
gently to examine any Negro or other Slave that fhall come into any of the aforefaid Towns on 
Sundays ; and if they have no Tickets as aforefaid, the faid Conftables are hereby impowered to 
take up and whip fuch Slaves, not exceeding Thirty-nine Lafhes, and fhall be paid for their 
Trouble Six Shillings out of the public Treafury ; but if any of the faid Conftables fhall be re- 
mifs, or negledl their Duty herein, he or they fhall forfeit for every fuch Offence Forty Shillings 
Current Money. 

And be it Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That whatfoever Mafter, Miftrefs, Owner, 
or Renter of any Plantation in this Ifland, being thereupon refident, and not being abroad 
from his or her Plantation, and where none fuch refident on the Plantation, then if any 
Manager of any fuch Plantation, and having the Care thereof, and thereon refident and being 
at Home, or if any Overfeer, being at Home, and the Mafter, Miftrefs, Owner, or Renter hap¬ 
pens to be abfent from Home, fhall fuffer any Slave to beat any Drum or Drums, or empty 
Cafks, or great Gourds, or to blow Horns, Shells, or loud Instruments for the Diverfion or 
Entertainment of Slaves, in his, her, or their Plantation, he, fhe, or they fhall forfeit Twenty 
Pounds Current Money of this Ifland for every, fuch Offence, unlefs they fupprefs the fame in 
One Hour after the fame begins, provided that Information thereof be given upon Oath to 


One of His Majefty’s Juflices of the Peace for this Ifland, within Three Weeks after the Of¬ 
fence committed. 


And it is alfo Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That on Complaint made to any Juftice 


of the Peace of any Crime done by any Slave or Slaves, fuch Juftice fhall iffue out his Warrant 
for apprehending the Offender or Offenders, and for all Evidences; if the faid Juftice finds 
fuch Crime not capital, he may appoint public Corredlion of fuch Slave, according to Difcre- 
tion, but if the Crime be very heinous, then the faid Juftice fhall commit the faid Offender to 
Prifon to be tried by the Council as ufual. 

• And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Fines and Forfeitures in this 
Adi fpecified, and not declared how and in what Manner to be levied and difpofed of, fhall be 
recovered by Warrant from a Juftice of Peace to any Conftable, if not above Six Pounds, 
and by Warrant from Two Juftices for any Fine exceeding Six Pounds, which Conftable is 
hereby fully empowered to execute the faid Warrant, and to take fuch Fees as fhall be thought 
reafonable and fufficient by the faid Juftices; One Half of fuch Fines fhall be and enure to the 
Informer, the other Half fhall be to His Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, to be paid into the 
public Tteafury of this Ifland, towards carrying on the Forts and Fortification, or other public 
Works of this Ifland. 


An AH to prevent the fur chafing of Cotton from Slaves , and alfo ftclen Cotton from 
any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever alfo laying a Penalty on Perfons who fhall 
fuffer their Slaves to plant and gather Cottony or who fhall pur chafe Cotton from 
Slaves.

W HEREAS it is notorious, that the Negroes not only commit grievous Outrages 
upon the Inhabitants, by Healing and carrying away their Cattle and other Stock raile 
for their Subfiftence, but are likewife in many Places in this Ifland got together in fuch Numbers 
as to threaten the Difturbance of the Peace and Quiet of the fame; We therefore pray their 
Maiefties, that it may be Enaded ; And it is hereby Enaded by the Authority aforefaid, That 
henceforward, where any Negro fliall be taken Healing or carrying away Stock, Cattle, or Pro- 
vifion* amounting to the Value of Twelve Pence, fuch Negro or Negroes taken therein, (hall, 
upon due Proof thereof before the Governor and Council, fuffer fuch Death as they (hall think 
fir to award ; and when any Negro (hall have any Theft proved againH him and the Value not 
amountine to Twelve Pence Current Money of this lHand, that then and in fuch ^afes iuch 
Ne-ro (hall only fuffer a fevere Whipping, and have both his Ears cut off for the Hrltl me, 
buffer the Second Offence in the like Nature (hall fuffer Death in the Form aforefeid, the 1 ub- 
lie paying the Owner for every Negro put to Death the Sum of Three thoufand Five hundred 
Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar. 

And forafmuch, through the Negroes Healing and deHroying poor People’s Provifions, they 
are quite difeouraged from planting what they exped not to reap ; Be it moreover Enaded and 
' Provided, That it (hall and may be lawful for any Perfon to (hoot ar, and, if poffible, to kill 
anv Negro he (hall find digging out, drawing, or Healing his Provision, provided fuch Pro- 
vifion be not within Forty Foot of the common Parh, and that the Party fo k'lhng the Negro 
hath not in the Hearing of others expreffed either Hatred or Malice agamfl the Owner of fuch 
Negro, for in either Cafes the Owner of fuch (hall recover Damages to the full Value of any, 

who (hall fo kill their Negro. 

And fince, by the often and frequent Meeting.of the Negroes on the Lord’s Day, moHofthe 
Mifchiefs which happen are then by them plotted and contrived; and feeing Maflers, MiHreffes, 
and Overfeers are very negligent in their feveral Plantations ; Be it therefore further Enaded 
and Ordained, That no Perfon whatfoever being Owners or Overfeers give Leave to any Negro 
Slave under their Ownerfhip or Charge to depart or leave their Plantations on the Sunday, 
without a Ticket expreffmg his or their Bufinefs, and whither going, upon Penalty of Three 
hundred Pounds of Sugar, and having their Negroes feverely whipped by the Owner or Owners 
of fuch Plantations where they (hall be found or taken without a Ticket; and any Owner of a 
Plantation, or Overfeer, who (hall negled to pumlh as aforefaid any Negro without a Ticket, 
being found in his Plantation, or under his Care and Charge, fliall forfeit the Sum of Three 

hundred Pounds of Sugar* 

And be it further Provided by the Authority aforefaid. That Once in every Month every 
MaHer or Miflrefs, or Overfeer of a Family, (hall, throughout all his Negro Houfes, make di- 
Jjcrcnt Search for and feize upon all Staves, Clubs, or mifehievous Weapons they foall there 
find, as alfo all ftolen Goods and Commodities that (hallI be found, if of any Value, (hall pub- 
lilh the fame, deferibing the Quan.ity or Quality thereof, that thereby the Owners may be the 
better able to claim it, in order, upon full Proof made it was theirs, » may bereftored hems

Provided always, and be it further Enaded, That where there are more in Number than One 
Slave concerned in any heinous or grievous Crime, as Burglary, Robbery, burnmg of Hou es 
or Canes, killing or Healing any Manner or Kind of Cattle or Stock, only one of them fliall 
fuffer Death who fliall appear to be the greatefl Criminal. 

And it is further Enaded and Provided by the Authority aforefaid. That all Commiffion 
Officers within this Ifland are hereby impowered and required, upon Notice by any One to them 
given of any Number of Negroes got together, and the Place where, immediately upon th 
fame to raile a fufficient Number of Men, and with them to purfue, apprehend, and take 
fuch Negroes, either alive or dead; and whatfoever Commiffioned Officer (hall negled, or ot: 
Perfon refufe to be aiding and affifling herein, (hall forfeit the Sum of Two thoufand Pounds 
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And whereas fome Matters and Miftrefies, or Overfeers of Plantations, are fo carelefs as not 
to put in a Competency of Provifion for their Slaves, whereby they are often forced to run away, 
or at lead to commit Thefts and Robberies upon their Neighbours Be it further Enafted, and 
it is hereby Provided, That all Matters, Miftrefies, and Overfeers of any Plantation within this 
Ifland, at all Times after the Expiration of Ten Months cnfuing the Publication hereof, fhall 
have, and always keep for every Eight Negroes One Acre of Ground, well planted in Provi- 
fions, and fo proportionably for a greater or letter Number; which whofoever fhall negleft after 
the Ten Months ended, and that at the End of every Six Months for every Acre fo wanting, 
fit all forfeit the Sum of One thoufand Pounds of Sugar. 


And it is moreover Provided and Enacted, That where Two Slaves fhall fall out and fight, 
and the one maim or kill the other, it fhall lie at the Perfon’s Difcretion whofe Negro fhall be 
either maimed or killed, whether for the firft Offence the Negro who committed the fame fhall 
iulFcr Whij ping, or for the latter Death, or to receive fuch Satisfaftion of the Owner of fuch 
Negro, as the Governor and his Council fhall adjudge fufiicient. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any Perfon fhall attempt to 
Ileal or take off - this Ifland, in any Ship, Boat, Sloop, Canoe, Bark Log, or other Vefiet, any 
Negro or Negroes fhall, for offering the fame, forfeit Five thoufand Pounds of Sugar, or lie 
in dole Prifon for the Space of Six Months; and whatfoever Perfon or Perfons fhall fteal or 
carry oft'from this Ifland any Negro or Negroes in any fuch Vefiel or Vettels as aforefaid, fhall, 
and are hereby efteemed and adjudged guilty of Felony, and not have the Benefit of their Clergy. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That where any White fhall take a 
Slave and bring him in dead or alive, if alive fhall have paid him by the Owner of fuch Negro 
or Slave the Sum of Five hundred Pounds of Mufcovado Sugar, where dead the fame Sum out 
of the public Stock of this Ifland and where any Slave fhall take a Runaway, fuch Negro Slave 
fhall have Three hundred Pounds of Sugar, either by the Owner or Public as aforefaid. 

And be it moreover Enabled, That any Perfon, upon Lofs of any Cattle, Stock, or other 
Provifion, may immediately, without going to a Juftice of Peace, or requiring a Warrant, repair 
to any Plantation or Plantations whereof he fhall have Sufpicion, and there, taking the Matter, 
Miftrefs, or Overfeers of the fame along with him, fhall have full Power to fearch all and Angu¬ 
lar the Negro Houfes or other Houfes belonging to fuch Plantation or Plantations, and if Need 
be, break open any thereof; and any Matter, Miftrefs, or Overfeer of Plantation who fhall make 
any Reliftance, or obftruft them therein, fhall pay to the Party who hath fuftained any Lofs double 
the Value thereof. 

And inafmuch as there are feveral Fines and Forfeitures, and Penalties before mentioned in 
this Aft, and not declared where they fhall be recovered, and how difpofed of; Be it further 
Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That One Moiety be to their Majefties, their Heirs and 
Succeffors, for and towards the Support of the Government of this Ifland, and the contingent 
Charges thereof, the other to the Informer, to be recovered by Aftion of Debt in any Court 
of Record within this Ifland, by Bill, Plaint, or otherwife, wherein no EfToign, Proteftion, 
or Wager of Law fhall be allowed, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary in anywife not- 
withftanding. 

And be it further Provided and Enafted, That any Negro or Slave within this Ifland that 
fhall abfent themfelves from their Matter’s or Miftrefs’s Service for the Space of Three Months, 
and afterwards taken and convifted thereof, fhall fuffer Death as a Felon, any Law, Ufage, or 
Cuftom to the contrary notwithftanding ; the Owner of the faid Negro to be allowed him, out 
of the public Stock of this Ifland, Three thoufand Five hundred Pounds of Sugar, as is before 
provided in this Aft.

to their own proper Ufe ; and the Perfon is hereby further impowered to give fuch Slave or 

Slaves a moderate Whipping. 

And be it further Enatted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon whatfoever fhall 
buy barter! rt^k for, o “ceive any Provifions or other Goods from any Slave ,n any of the 
aforefifid Towns or Places, or Ihall fell any Hum or Punch, 01 other L.quors, or any Sore of 
dryGoods, 1 by Barter or ottawife, on the Lord's Day, he fhall forfett Five Pounds Current 

Money for each Offence. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Perfon whatfoever (hall give 
Leave to any Slave under his or her Care, Charge, or Owtierfltip (Uriels fuch as ufually watt 
on their Perfon) to go to either the aforefaid Towns on Sundays, notwtthftanding fuch Slave 
carry with him nothing to fell, without a Ticket, in whtch Ticket is to be expreffed ta or her 
Name; and the ConiUbles in the faid Toins are hereby ftnaly charged and commanded d,l,- 
cently to examine any Negro or other Slaves that (hall come into any the atorcfaid Towns on 
lundays, and if they have™ Ticket as aforefaid, the faid Conftablcs are hereby empowered to 
take up and whip fuch Slaves, not exceeding Thirty-nine Ladies, and (hall be paid .or their 
Trouble Six Shillings ou. of the public Treafury > but if any the faid Conflables (hall be remifs, 
or negieft their Duty herein, he or ihey ihall forfeit for every fuch Offence Forty Stallings Current 

Money. 

And be it Enatted by the Authority aforefaid. That whatfoever Mafter, Miftrefs, Owner, 
or Renter of any Plantation in this Ifland, being thereupon refident, and not tang abroad front 
his or her Plantation, and where none fuch refident on the Plantation, then if any Manager of 
any foch Plantation, and having the Care thereof, and thereon refident, and being a Home or 
if any Overfeer being at Homeland the Matter, Miftrefs, Owner, or Renter happens to be abfent 
from Home, (hall differ any Slave or Slaves to beat any Drum or Drums or empty Calks or great 
Gourds, or to blow Horns, Shells, or loud Inftruments for the D.verfion or Entertainment of 
Slaves in his, her, or their Plantation, he, Ihe, or they Ihall forfeit Twenty Pounds Current 
Money of this Ifiand for every fuch Offence, unlefs they fupprefe the feme in One Hour 
after the fame begins: Provided that Information thereof be given upon Oath to One of His 
Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace for this fttand within Three Weeks after the Offence com- 

mitted. 

And it is alio Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That on Complaint made to any Juftice 
nfVhe Peace of anv Crime done by any Slave or Slaves, fuch Jufticefhall lflue out his Warrant 
for apprehending the Offender or Offenders, and for all Evidences } if the faid Juftice find fuch 
Crime not Capital, he may appoint public Correflion of fuch Slave according to D.fcret.on, 
but if the Crime be very heinous, then the faid Juftice fhall commit the faid Offender to Prifon, 
to be tried by the Council as ufual. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Fines and Forfeitures in this 
Aft fpecified, and not declared how and in what Manner to be levied and d.fpofed of, fhall be 
recovered by Warrant from a Juftice of Peace to any Conftable, if not above Six Pounds, and 
by Warrant from Two Juftices for any Fine exceeding Six Pounds; which Conftable is hereby 
fully impowered to execute the faid Warrant, and to take fuch fees as fhall be thought read¬ 
able and fufficient by the faid Juftices; One Half of fuch Fines fhall be and enure to the In¬ 
formers, the other Half fhall be to His Majefty, His Heirs and SuccefTors to be paid into 
the public Treafury of this Ifiand, towards carrying on the Forts and Fortifications, or other 

public Works of this Ifland.

VE^HERE AS the Trade, Credit, and Profperity of this Ifland, are likely to fuffer very 
▼ ▼ confiderably for Want of a Law for the better Government of Free Negroes who are 
permitted to keep Taverns, Vidualling Houfes, and Punch Houfes, alfo Shops wherein they 
Vend by Retail Mufcovado Sugar, Melafles, Syrups, Cotton, Indigo, Ginger, and all Kind 
of Wares and IVlerchandizes, to the great Difcouragement of the poor \Vhite Inhabitants who 
want Employment: And whereas likewife the Avarice of fome Men hath induced them clan- 
deftinely to fupport, eftabliffi, and proted their Slaves in the l'everal Occupations before-men¬ 
tioned, by which hAeans a general Traffic is carried on by them with other Slaves, who frequently 
commit divers Thefts and Robberies in the Plantations of this Ifland, to the infupportable 
Wrong and Damage of many of His Majefty’s good Subjeds * and as it is much to be appre¬ 
hended, the Number of fuch pernicious Dealers will, without the Aid of fome Law to fupprefs 
them, greatly inrreafe, and occafion many flagrant Thefts and Robberies, to the maniteft Pre¬ 
judice of our White Inhabitants, and Difcouragement of Trade; We therefore. Your Majefty’s 
moft dutiful, loyal, and obedient Subjects, the Governor, Council, and Affembly of Your Ma¬ 
jefty’s Ifland of Montlerrat, do humbly pray Your Moft Sacred Majefty, That it may be Enaded 
and Ordained, and be it, and it is hereby Enaded and Ordained by the Authority aforefaid. 
That from and after the Publication of this Ad, if any Free Negro fhall keep a Tavern, Vic¬ 
tualling Houle, Punch Houfe, or any Shop, either in Town or Country, or (hall (ell, barter, or 
truck tor, in a mercantile Way, or by way of hawking and pedling, any Mufcovado Sugars, 
Rum, Melafles, Syrups, Cotton, Indigo, Ginger, or other Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes 
whatfoever, either on their own proper or joint Account, or for Account of any Perfon or Per- 
fons whatfoever, then fuch Free Negro (hall have fuch Goods fo expofed to Sale feized and 
condemned to the Ufe of the Informer, and (hall alfo forfeit for every Offence the Sum of 
Twenty Pounds Current Money, all which Forfeitures (hall be forthwith levied on the Goods 
and Cha:tels of fuch Vidualler, Tavern Keeper, Punch Seller, Shopkeeper, or other Offender 
or Offenders as aforefaid, by Warrant from the Juftice before whom fuch Tranffreftion or 
Offence fhall be made appear, direded to the Provoft Marfhal of this Ifland, or any^Conttable 
and for Want of fuch Diftrefs, the Party or Parties fo offending fhall be committed by the 
Juftice to the Common Gaol, till the fame be fatisfled and paid, together with the lVlar- 
fhal and Conftable’s Fees thereby accruing. One Moiety thereof to be°paid to the Treafurer 
for the Time being, for the Ufe of the Poor, the other Moiety to go and remain to the 
Perfon or Perfons who fhall inform or profecute for the fame. 


And be it Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slave fhall keep a Tavern, Vic¬ 
tualling Houle, or Punch Floufe, or any Shop, either in Town or Country, or fhall fell* bar¬ 
ter, or truck for, in a mercantile Way, or by way of hawking or pedling, any Mufcovado Su¬ 
gar, Rum, Melafles, Syrups, Cotton, Indigo, Ginger, or other Goods, Wares, and Merchan¬ 
dizes whatfoever, either on their own proper or joint Account, or for Account of any Perfon or 
Perfons whatfoever, then fuch Slave or Slaves, he, fhe, or they, upon Convidion thereof before 
any Juftice of the Peace, fhall have fuch Goods fo expofed to Sale feized and condemned for 
the Ufe of the Informer, and fhall likewife for every fuch Tranfgreflion and Offence be pub¬ 
licly whipped upon the bare Back, with any Number of Stripes, not exceeding Twenty at 
the Difcretion of the Juftice, and the Matter, Miftrefs, Owner, or Renter of fuch Slave or Slaves 
or any other Perfon in League or Confederacy with him, her, or them, fhall forfeit for every 
fuch Offence Fifty Pounds Current Money of this Ifland; all which Forfeitures fhall be forth¬ 
with levied on the Goods and Chattels of fuch Matter, Miftrefs, Owner, or other Perfon or Per¬ 
fons in League or Confederacy with fuch Slave or Slaves fo convided as aforefaid: Provided al¬ 
ways, that Information be given by any Free Perfon upon Oath to One of His Majefty’s Tuf- 
tices of the Peace for this Ifland, within Three Days after the Offence committed, that the faid 
Matter, Miftrefs, Owner, Renter of fuch Slave or Slaves, or other Perfon or Perfons concerned 
with him, her, or them, were privy or acceflary thereto, and in fuch Cafe the Perfon informing 
fhall receive Ten Pounds Current Money outof the Public Treafury, upon producing a Certi- 
hcare of the Acculation and Condemnation from the Juftice that fat on the Trial, which fhall be 
fuflkient without further Warrant to the Treafurer. 


And be it, and it is hereby Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Perfon or Per¬ 
fons whatfoever fhall hereafter buy, barter, or truck for, or receive by any Means, of or from 
any free Negroes, or from any Slave or Slaves, any Sugar, Cotton, Rum, Melafles, Indigo, 
hunger, or other Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, (except Grafs, Logs of Wood, FireWood, 
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Crabs, Frcfh Fifh, Milk, and all Kinds of Poultry and Live Stock whatever, and Ground Pro- 
vifions of the Produce of this Ifland,) then fuch Perfon or Perfons fnall be guilty of a Mifde- 
meanor, and liable to be profecuted for the faid Offence, by lndidment or Information before 
Juftices of the Peace in their Sefiions, or Juftices of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery, 
and may be fined for the Firft Offence not exceeding Thirty Pounds nor lefs than Ten Pounds 
lawful Money of this Ifland ; and on being unable, orrefufing or neglefting to pay the fame 
Fine immediately, fhall be committed toclofeCuftody in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, there 
to remain for Three Months, as a Punifhment in lieu of the faid Fine, unlefs he will redeem 
himfelf by paying the faid Fine fooner, with all due Fees and upon a Second Convi&ion of 
the like Offence fhall be fined in any Sum not lefs than Thirty Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland, 
nor exceeding Sixty Pounds, and on being unable, refufing, or negledting to pay the Fine, fliall 
be commuted to clofe Cuftody in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, there to remain Six Months,

Sixty Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland; and being unable, refufing, and neglecting to pay 
the Fine immediately, fhall be committed to clofe Cuftody, in the Common Gaol of this Ifland, 
for One whole Year, unlefs he fhall thence fooner redeem himfelf by paying the Fine and all ufual 
Fees; and if any Perfon or Perfons fhall buy, barter, truck for, or receive by any unlawful 
Means from any Slaves, any Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes whatfoever, knowing the fame 
to be ftoien, although the principal Felon or Felons are not known or convicted, then fuch Per- 
lon or Perfons fliall be guilty of a Mildemeanor, and may be profecuted in Manner as aforefaid, 
and fhall and may be fined, not exceeding One hundred Pounds lawful Money of this Ifland* 
nor lefs than Twenty Pounds like Money, and be imprifoned alfo for fome Time not exceeding 
One Year; and in cafe of being unable, negleCting, or refufing to pay the Fine immediately, 
fliall undergo fuch other Corporal Punifhment inftead of the fame Fine, by Whipping or Pillory, 
as the Court fliall think fir; and upon Conviction of the like Offence as laft mentioned a Second

That all Free Neoroes that are 
of any Mechanical Trade fhall have free Liberty to carry on and exercile their faid jfveral Trades 
in as full and ample a Manner as any White Perfon; and that all Free Negroes, when fit to be 
bound out to Trades, fhall be bound Apprentices by any Two Juftices of the Peace to any Per¬ 
fon that will receive them for a Term of Years, unlefs they chufe a Mafter or Miftrefs to be 
bound to, any 1 hing in this ACt to the contrary in anywife notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enaaed by the Authority aforefaid. That no Free Negro, Mu flee, Mulat-

of this Ifland fliall marry any White Perfon to any Negro in this Ifland, fuch Miniftcr fhall for¬

Your Majefty’s dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Affembly of this Your Majefty’s Ifland 
of Jamaica, do moft humbly befeech Your Majefty that it may be Enacted; Be it therefore 
Enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Council, and Affembly of the^ laid Ifland, and it is 
hereby Enacted and Ordained by the Authority of the fame. That from and after the Firft 
Day of March, which will be in the Year of our Lord One thoufand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-eight, all and every the faid hereinbefore-mentioned Laws and Claufes of Laws, and 
every Part thereof, be and Hand annulled, repealed, and made void, and are hereby annulled, 
repealed, and made void to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever, any Thing in the faid Laws 

and Clauies of Laws, or in any other Law contained to the contrary in anywife notwith- 
ftanding. '

than the Humanity of their Owners in providing for and fupplying them with good and 
wholefome Provifions, and proper and fufficient Cloathing, and all fuch other Things as may 
be proper and neceffary for them during their being in a State of Slavery } for which End and 
Purpole, Be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That from and after the Firft 
Day of March aforefaid, every Matter, Owner, or Poffeflor of any Plantation or Plantations, 
Pens, or other Lands whatfoever, lhall allot and appoint a fufficient Quantity of Land for every 
Slave he fhall have in Poffeflion, upon or belonging to fuch Plantation or Plantations, 
Pens or other Lands, as and for the proper Ground of every fuch Slave, and allow fuch Slave 
Efficient Time to work the fame, in order to provide him, her, or themfclves with fufficient 
Provifions for his, her, or their Maintenance j and alfo all fuch Matters, Owners, or Poffeffors 
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of Plantations, Pens, or other Lands, fhall plant upon fuch Plantations, Pens, or other 
Lands, in Ground Provifions, at lead One Acre of Land for every Ten Negroes that he (hall 
be pofiefied of on fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Lands, over and above the Negro Grounds 
aforefaid, which Lands (hall be kept up in a Planter-like Condition under the Penalty of Fifty 
Pounds. 

And whereas it may happen that in many Plantations, Pens, Settlements, and Towns 
in this I (land, there may not be Lands proper for the Purpofes aforefaid, then and 
in that Cafe, the Matters, Owners, or Poffeflors do, by fome other Ways and Means, 
make good and ample Provifion for all fuch Slaves as they (hall be pofiefied of, 
in order that they may be properly fupported and maintained, under the Penalty of Fifty 
Pounds. 


And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That no Matter, Owner, or Pof- 
fefior of any Slave or Slaves, whether in his or her own Right, or as Attorney, Guardian, 
Truftee, Executor, or otherwife, fhall difeard or turn away any fuch Slave or Slaves on Ac¬ 
count or by Reafon of fuch Slave or Slaves being rendered incapable of Labour or Service 
to fuch Matter, Owner, or Pofiefior, by Means of Sicknefs, Age, or Infirmity, but every 
fuch Matter, Owner, or Pofiefior as aforefaid (hall be and he is hereby obliged to keep all 
fuch Slave or Slaves upon his, her, or their Properties, and to find and to provide them 
with wholefome Necefiaries of Life, and not fu(Ter fuch Slave or Slaves as aforefaid to be 
in Want thereof, or to wander about, or become burthenfome to others for Suftenance, un¬ 
der the Penalty of Ten Pounds for every fuch Offence, to be recovered in a fummary Man¬ 
ner before any One Juftice of the Peace in this lttand, who is hereby authorized, impower- 
ed, and required to caufe fuch Matter, Owner, or Pofiefior, his, her, or their Attorney or 
Agent, and fuch other Perfons as he (hall judge necefiary to be fummoned before him, to 
enable him to judge and determine of the Propriety of fuch Information, and whether fuch 
Matter, Owner, or Pofiefior ought to incur the faid Penalty ; and in the mean Time and 
until fuch Trial can be had the faid Juftice of the Peace, on his own View, or upon che 
Information of any White Perfon upon Oath, is hereby impowered and required to take up 
fuch wandering, fick, aged, or infirm Slave or Slaves, and to lodge him, her, or them in 
the neareft Workhoufe, there to he fed, but not worked, at the Expence of the Matter, 
Owner, or Pofiefior, until fuch Trial as aforefaid can be had j and if it (hall appear to the 
faid Juftice on fuch Trial that the Party or Parties fo complained of is or are guilty of the 
faid Offence, and fhall refufe to pay the faid Sum of Ten Pounds, and the Fees to fuch 
Workhoufe for the Maintenance of fuch Slave or Slaves, together with the Charges of the 
Conviction, the faid Juftice is hereby required and impowered, under the Penalty of Twenty 
Pounds, forthwith by Warrant under his Hand and Seal directed to the Conftable, to com¬ 
mit luch Offender or Offenders to the Common Gaol of the County or Parifti where the Of¬ 
fence (hall be committed, there to remain until he or flie (hall pay the Sum of Ten Pounds 
and Charges as aforefaid.

And, for the better Encouragement of Slaves to do their Duty to their Matters, Owners, 
or Pofiefiors, Be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Matter, Owner, 
or Pofiefior of Slaves fhall. Once in every Year, provide and give to each Slave they 
fhall be pofiefied of proper and fufficient Cloathing, to be approved of by the Juftices and 
Ycftry of the Parifh where fuch Matter, Owner, or Pofiefior of fuch Slave refides. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Matter, Owner, Pro¬ 
prietor, Attorney, Guardian, Executor, Adminiftrator, or other Perfon, at their giving in 
an Account of their Slaves and Stock to the Juftices and Veftry, on the Twenty-eighth 
Day ci December in every Year, (hall, under the Penalty of Fifty Pounds for every 
NegleCf, alio give in on Oath an Account of the Quantity of Land in Ground Provifions 
over and above the Negro Grounds upon fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement, where 
there are Lands proper for the Cultivation of fuch Provifions, and where there are not 
Lands proper for fuch Purpofes, then an Account on Oath of the Provifion made on fuch 
P-antation, Pen, or other Settlement, or Means adopted for the Maintenance of the Slaves

And, in order to encourage Slaves for every good and worthy Aft that they (hall do, 
lie it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Slave or Slaves that (hall take 
up any Runaway Slave, or inform againft any Perfon who (hall have or conceal any Run¬ 
away Slave or Slaves, fo that fuch Runaway Slave or Slaves may be taken and reftored to 

his 
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his Owner or Owners, every fuch Slave or Slaves fo informing lhall be entitled to fuch Reward 
as any Juftice lhall in Reai’on and Juftice think juft and reafonable, and be paid by fuch Perfon 
or Perfons as fuch Juftice lhall determine ought to pay the lame, not exceeding Twenty 
Shillings. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slave or Slaves lhall kill Rewarded ilfofor killing 
or take any Slave or Slaves in actual Rebellion, he or they lhall receive from the Churchwardens £ RebdUont" 6Sl ”” 
of the refpedlive Parilhes where fuch Slave or Slaves lhall have been killed, the Sum of Three 
Pounds, and the Sum of Five Pounds if taken alive, and a Blue Cloth Coat with a red 
Crofs on the Right Shoulder, to be paid by the Churchwardens of their refpeftive Parilhes 
where fuch Slave or Slaves lhall have been killed or taken, the whole Expence whereof lhall 
be re-imburfed by the Receiver-General for the Time being, out of any Monies in his Hands 
unappropriated. 

And, in order to prevent any Perfon from mutilating or difmembering any Slatfe or Slaves, Perfons wilfully muti- 
Be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Mailer, Miftrefs, Owner, or if'sfavesto'befiwdana 
Pofleflors, or other Perfon whatfoever, lhall at his, her, or their own Will and Pleafure, or 
by his, her, or their Direblion, or with his, her, or their Knowledge, Sufferance, Privity, 
or Confent, mutilate or difmember any Slave or Slaves, he, Ihe, or they lhall be liable to 
be indidled for each Offence in the Supreme Court of Judicature, or tn any of the Aflize 
Courts of this Ifiand, and upon Convidlion (hall be punilhed by Fine, not exceeding One hun¬ 
dred Pounds, and Imprifonmenr, not exceeding Twelve Months, for each and every Slave fo 
mutilated or difmembered ; and fuch Punjlhment is hereby declared to be without Prejudice 
to any Ablion that could or might be brought at Common Law for Recovery of Damages, 
for or on Account of the fame; and in very atrocious Cafes, where the Owner of fuch Slave Mutilated sim* facer- 
or Slaves lhall be convjdled of fuch Offence, the Court before whom fuch Offender lhall tain Cafes to be declared 
have been tried and convidled, are hereby impowered, in cafe they lhall think it necefiary * ce ‘ 
for the future Proteblion of fuch Slave or Slaves, to declare him, her, or them free and 
difeharged from all Manner of Servitude, to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever; and in all 
fuch Cafes the Court are hereby impowered and authorized, if to them it lhall appear necef- 
fary, to order and direbl the faid Fine of One hundred Pounds to be paid to the Juftices 
and Vefiry of the Parilh to which the faid Slave or Slaves belonged, to the Ufe of the faid 
Parilh, the faid Juftices and Veltry, in Conlideration thereof, paying to luch of the faid Slave 
or Slaves fo made free the Sum of Ten Pounds per Annum for his, her, or their Mainte¬ 
nance and Support during Life; and in cafe any Slave or Slaves lhall fuffer any before-de- 
feribed Mutilations, fuch Slave or Slaves, on his, her, or their Application to any Juftice of 
the Peace, the faid Juftice of the Peace lhall be and is hereby directed, required, and impow¬ 
ered, on View and certain Convidlion of the Fact, to fend fuch Slave or Slaves to the neareft 
Workhoufe where fuch Offence lhall be committed; and fuch Slave or Slaves lhall be there 
fafely kept and carefully attended at the Expence of fuch Parilh, until fuch Time as there 
lhall be a legal Meeting of the Juftices and Veltry of fuch Parilh, which Juftices and Veltry 
fo met are hereby created and appointed a Council of Protection of fuch Slave or Slaves, 
and the faid Juftices and Veftry fo met are hereby directed and impowered to make further juftices to enquire into 
and full Enquiry upon View into the Commitment of the Mutilation of fuch Slave or Slaves; thc Commitment of 
and if to them it lhall appear proper, the faid Juftices and Veftry are hereby impowered and profeeme the offender*, 
required to profecute to Effect fuch Owner or Owners, the Expence of which Profecution

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That in cafe any Information is made o„ information of mo. 
before any Juftice of the Peace, that any Slave or Slaves is or are fo mutilated and confined, filed d fuiUces^firue"" 
it lhall and may be lawful for fuch Juftice of the Peace, and he is hereby impowered, required, w*r*6ts to” kt rue' 
and directed forthwith to ifiue his Warrant to any Conftable, or the Provoft Marlhal, or t s i l " e ^ f o* efome I uf - 
his lawful Deputy, ordering them or any of thtem immediately to proceed to where fuch 
Slave or Slaves lo mutilated are confined, and fuch Slave or Slaves to feize and take up, and 
him or them fo feized or taken to bring before fome Juftice of the Peace to be dealt with ac¬ 
cording to Law.

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And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon hereafter fhall 
wantonly, willingly, or bloody-mindedly kill any Negro or other Slave, fuch Perfon fo offend¬ 
ing fliall, after Conviftion, fuffer Death for the faid Offence : Provided always, that fuch Con¬ 
viction fliall not extend to the corrupting the Blood, or the Forfeiture of Lands or Tene¬ 
ments, Goods or Chattels, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary thereof in any wife not- 
withftanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Firft Day 
of March aforefaid, any Perfon or Perfons that fliall wantonly or cruelly whip, bear, bruife, 
wound, or imprilon or keep in Confinement, without fufficient Support, any Slave or 
Slaves, not being his, her, or their own Property, or not being under his, her, or their 
Management, Care, or Employ, fliall be fubjeCt to be indicted for the fame in the Supreme 
Court of Judicature, or in either of the Courts of Affize, or Courts of Quarter Sefiions in 
this Ifland, and upon being thereof legally convicted, he, fhe, or they fliall fuffer fuch 
Punifhment, by Fine or Imprifonment, as the Judges or Juftices of fuch Courts fliall think 
proper to infliCt, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary in any wife notwithftandingj 
and fuch Punifhment is hereby declared to be without Prejudice to any ACtion at Common 
Law that could or might be brought for the Recovery of Damages for and on Account of the 
fame. 

And whereas from the Deceafe and Removal of Refidence of many Proprietors of Slaves, 
and other Circumftances, and from the Manumifiion of Negro, Mulatto, and other Slaves, 
without any fuitable Provifion being made for their future Maintenance, many unhappy Ob¬ 
jects, infeCted with contagious Diftempers, or difabled from Labour by Sicknefs, old Age, 
and otherwife, and having no Owners, prove dangerous, or become a Burthen and Nuifance 
to the feveral Towns and Parifhes of this Ifland ; for Remedy whereof. Be it further EnaCted 
by the Authority aforefaid. That the Juftices and Veftrymen of the feveral Towns and Pa¬ 
rifhes in this Ifland be empowered, and they are hereby empowered to lay a Tax upon the 
Inhabitants of the faid feveral Towns and Parifhes, in the fame Manner as the Parochial Taxes 
are ufually laid, for the Purpofe of railing fuch a Sum as they fliall judge fufficient, to provide 
for the Maintenance, Cloathing, Medical Care, and Attendance in the Workhoufes of the faid 
feveral Towns and Parifhes of this Ifland, of fuch Negro, Mulatto, or other Slaves, or other 
unhappy ObjeCts as aforefaid; and the Magiftrates relpeClively of fuch Town and Parifh are 
hereby empowered and required, upon Application being made to them, or either of them, to 
order all fuch ObjeCts as aforefaid to be removed and conveyed to the refpeCtive Workhoufes 
of each Parifh, where, if a Slave, the former Proprietor or Proprietors, Owner or Owners of 
fuch Slave, lived or refided, or if a Perfon of Colour made free, where the Perfon or Perfons 
who manumifed or fet free fuch Perfon of Colour refided before his Deceafe, there to be lodged 
and taken Care of as aforefaid-, and the Magiftrates and Veftries of the feveral Towns and 
Parifhes as aforefaid are hereby empowered and required to make, from Time to Time, all fuch 
humane and falutary Regulations for the Purpofe aforefaid, as to them fliall appear necefiary and 
expedient. 

And whereas it is abfolutely necefiary that the Slaves in this Ifland fhould be kept in due 
Obedience to their Owners, and in due Subordination to the White People in general, and 
as much as in the Power of the Legiflature, all Means and Opportunities of Slaves com¬ 
mitting rebellious Confpiracies, and other Crimes, to the Rum and DeftruCtion of the 
White People and others in this Ifland, prevented, and that proper Punifhments fhould be 
appointed for all Crimes to be by them committed, Be it further EnaCted by the Authority 
aforefaid. That no Slave hereafter fhall be fuffered or permitted on any Day, Sunday ex¬ 
cepted, to go out of his or her Mafter or Owner’s Plantation or Settlement, or to travel 
from One Town or Place to another, unlefs fuch Slave fliall have a Ticket from his Mafter, 
Owner, Employer, or Overfeer, expreffing particularly the Time of fuch Slave’s fetting out, 
and where he or fhe is going, and the Time limited for his or her Return, under a Penalty 
not exceeding Forty Shillings for every Slave fo offending, to be recovered from the Mafter, 
Owner, Employer, or Overfeer, in a fummary Manner, before any One Juftice of the Peace, 
by Warrant of Diftrefs (Complaint being made to him upon Oath), unlefs the Mafter, 
Owner, Employer, or Overfeer of fuch Slave fhall prove upon Oath, before any Juftice of 
the Peace of the Parifh or PrecinCt where fuch Mafter, Owner, Employer, or Overleer may 
or fhall live or happen to be, that he did give the faid Slave fuch Ticket as aforefaid, or 
. that fuch Slave went away without his Confent and all and every fuch Slave or Slaves fo 
travelling or going from One Plantation or Place to another, without fuch Ticket as afore¬ 
faid, fhall be apprehended and committed to Gaol, and (if without fuch Confent or Privity 
as aforefaid) there be whipped, not exceeding Thirty-nine Lafhes, by Order of fuch Juftice, 
for his, her, or their Offence in the Premifes; and if fuch Juftice fhall refufe or negleft his 
Duty, either in caufing the Penalty to be forthwith levied (on Complaint being made to him 
as aforefaid) on the Owner, Overfeer, or any other Perfon who fhall fuffer a Slave, being 
Hinder his or their Direction, to go out without a Ticket as aforefaid, or fhall not caufe fuch 
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Punilhments to be inflifted, as are direfted by this Aft, on any Slave who lhall go out without a 
Ticket as aforefaid, every Juftice lb offending fhall forfeit the Sum of Five Pounds, any Law, 

Cuftom, or Ufage, to the contrary notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That at every Meeting of the refpeftive judges to order Coniu- 
Quarter Seffions in this Ifland, the Juftices are hereby required and obliged, under the Penalty b „bu”RJSf 
of Five Pounds on every Juftice prefent, to order the Conftables to attend every Holiday at and uke’u^fuchas h^ve 
Markets or Places of public Refort of Negroes in their refpeftive Parifhes, there to apprehend noTkkeU 
all fuch Slaves as they fhall find without Tickets, and being fo apprehended, that they carry 
them before any of the faid Juftices, to be puniflied according to the Direftions of this Aft, 
which Order, at each refpeftive Quarter Seffions, the Juftices are to direft the Clerk of the Peace 
to enter up as an Order of that Court, and to give Notice thereof at the moft public Place in 
their refpeftive Parifhes, within Ten Days after every Quarter Seflionj and every Juftice is here¬ 
by empowered and required to examine upon Oath any Conltable or other Perfon bringing be¬ 
fore him any Slave or Slaves faid to be apprehended for not having Tickets, that luch Juftice 
may be able to afcertain whether l'uch Slave or Slaves were really and bona fide taken 
up without a Ticket or Tickets, and if the Juftices aforefaid find that either the Confta¬ 
bles or the Clerks of the Peace of their refpeftive Parifhes negleft or retufe to do their 
Duty as hereinbefore direfted, fuch Juftices are hereby authorized and empowered to lay a 
Fine, not exceeding Forty Shillings, on all Conftables and Clerks of the Peace fo offend¬ 


ing. 


And b? it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That for the future all Slaves in this Slaves to be allowed Ho« 
Ifland fhall be allowed the ufual Number of Holidays that were allowed at the feveral Seafons of Ud * ys ‘ 

Chriftmas, Eafter, and Whitfuntide; provided that at any luch refpeftive Seafons no Two Holi¬ 
days fhall be allowed to follow or fucceed immediately one after the other, except at Chriftmas, 
when they lhall be allowed Chriftmas Day and alfo the Day immediately fucceeding, unlefs 
Chriftmas Day happens on a Monday, in which Cafe no other Day fhall be allowed, any Law, 

Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary notwithftanding; and if any Mafter, Owner, Guardian, or Polity on fuch as allow 
Attorney, of any Plantation or Settlement, or the Overleer of luch Plantation or Settlement, days, other Z thofe 
lhall prefume to allow any Holidays to any Slave belonging to any fuch Plantation or Settlement, »*»»»direfted. 
other than as direfted by this Aft to be given at the Seafons aforefaid, every Perfon fo offending 
lhall forfeit the Sum of Five Pounds. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Mafter, Owner, Guardian, Penalty on fuch as fuffer 
or Attorney, of any Plantation or Settlement, lhall hereafter knowingly fuffer any Slaves to affem- ^^n^hdrftvper- 
ble together, and beat their Military Drums, or blow their Horns or Shells, upon any Plantation, ties. 

Pen, or Settlement, or in any Yard or Place under his, her, or their Care or Management, or lhall 
not endeavour to difperfe or prevent the fame, by immediately giving Notice thereof to the next 
Magiftrate or Commilfioned Officer, that a proper Force may be lent ro difperfe the faid Slaves,

apprehending fuch Slave, were aftually paid to the Perfon who brought fuch Runaway, 
and that the Whole of the Charges in the faid Account are ltridtly conformable to this 
Law. 

And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Keeper of every Workhoufe 
or Gaol in this lfiand, fhall, under the Penalty of Ten Pounds for every Negleft, provide and 
give to every Slave confined in fuch Workhoufe or Gaol, a fufficient Quantity of good and whole- 
lome Provifions daily; that is to fay, not lefs than One Quart of unground Guinea or Indian- 
Corn, or Three Pints of the Flour or Meal of either, or Three Pints of Wheat Flour, or Eight 
full-grown Plantains, or Eight Pounds of Cocoas or Yams, and aTTo Gne Herring or Shad, or other 
failed Provifions equal thereto. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Slaves who fhall have been 
Twelve Calendar Months in any Gaol or Workhoufe, and fhall have been advertized in the Man¬ 
ner directed in this Aft, and no Perfon having appeared to claim and pay the Fees of fuch Slave 
or Slaves, that then the Fees of fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be paid by the Receiver General, and 
fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be fent into the County Towns, there to be worked in Chains with the 
other Workhoufe Negroes, and that it fhall and may be lawful for the Owner of fuch Slave to 
claim him or her at any fubfequent Period, and on proving his or her Property, to the Satisfaftion 
of any Judge of the Grand Court, or any Two Magiftrates, fuch Owner fhall recover fuch Slave, 
paying to the Receiver General fuch Sum of Money as he aftually paid to the Gaoler or Work¬ 
houfe Keeper at the Expiration of the faid Term of Twelve Months ; and that rhe faid Work¬ 
houfe Keeper be empowered to hire out fuch Slaves, and that the Profits arifing from fuch Hire 
be applied, in the Firft Place, to the Maintenance of fuch Slave, in the fame Manner as the other 
Workhoufe Negroes are maintained, and the Remainder of fuch Hire be paid Annually to the 
Receiver General, to aflift in reimburfing the Fees paid by him for fuch Slaves as may never be 
claimed: Provided alfo, that fuch Workhoufe Keeper be obliged to give the Receiver General 
on or before the T wentieth Day of every January, after the enfuing Year, a regular Account upon 
Oath of the Profits arifing from the Hire of fuch Slaves, to the Thirty-firft Day of December of 
the Year preceding, under the Penalty of Twenty Pounds for each and every Slave he fhall 
omit or negleft to give fuch Account of, to be recovered in a fummary Manner by a Warrant 
from any Magiftrate, and paid to the Receiver General, and by him to be applied to the Credit of 
the Account of Fees paid by him for fuch Slaves; and that the laid Workhoufe Keep¬ 
er be entitled to Five Pounds per Centum on the Grofs Amount of the Hire of fuch 
Slaves.

That if any Negro or other Slave fhall have 
in his, her, or their Cuftody or Poffeftion, unknown to his or her Mafter, Owner, Overfeer, or 
other Perfon who fhall have the overlooking or employing of fuch Slave, any frefh Beef, Veal 
Mutton, or Goat, or the Flefh of Horfe, Mare, Mule, or Afs, in any Quantity exceeding 
Five, and not exceeding Twenty Pounds Weight, fuch Negro or other Slave, upon due Con¬ 
vidtion thereof before any Two Magiftrates, fhall be whipped in fuch Manner as fuch Magiftrates 
fhall diredt, not exceeding Thirty-nine Lafhes ; and if there fhall be found in his, her, or their 
Cuftody or Poffefiion a larger or greater Quantity than Twenty Pounds Weight of frefh Beef, 

Veal, Mutton, or Goat, or the Flefh of Horfe, Mare, Mule, or Afs, and fuch Slave fhall not 
give a^fatisfadtory Account how he or fhe became poffeffed of fuch Meat, that then fuch Negro 
or other Slave, upon Convidtion before Two Magiftrates and Five Freeholders where fuch 
Crime fhall be committed, fhall fuffer fuch Punifhment as they fhall think proper to inflidt, 
not extending to Life or Limb ; but if it lhall appear on the Trial that fuch Ne^ro or other 
Slave fhall have ftclen and killed fuch Horned Cattle, Sheep, Goats, Horfe, Mare, Mule, or 
Als, fuch Negro or other Slave, on Convidtion thereof, fhall fuffer Death, or fuch other Pu- 
nifliment as the Court fliall think proper to inflidt. 

And whereas it is necefiary to declare how and in what Manner Slaves fhall be tried for the various crimes and 
feveral Crimes hereafter to be by them committed, for which Purpofe, Be it Enadted by the Au- “ftSK h ° W 
thonty aforelaid. That from and after the Firft Day of March aforefaid, upon Complaint made 
to any Juftice of the Peace of any Felony, Burglary, Robbery, Burning of Houfes, Cane Pieces, 

Rebellious Conlpiracies, compaffing or imagining the Death of any White Perion or Per- 
ions, or any other Offence whatsoever committed by any Slave or Slaves, that fhall fubjedt 
iuch Slave or Slaves to fuffer Death, or any other fevere Punifhment, fuch Juftice fhall lffue 
out his Warrant for apprehending fuch Offender or Offenders, and for all Perfons to come

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it appears probable that the Slave or Slaves apprehended is or are guilty, fuch Juftice fhall 
commit him, her, or them to Prifon, and certify to the next Juftice the Caufe, and require 
him by virtue of this Aft, to affociate himfelf to him, which fuch Juftice is hereby required 
to do - and they, fo afiociated, fhall iffue out their Warrant to fummon a fuffioent Number 
of Freeholders (not lefs than Nine) fo that Five of fuch Freeholders may be chofen oy 
Bailor, fetting forth to them the Matter, and requiring them, at a certain Day and Place, 
to be exprefied in fuch Warrant, and between the Hours of Eight and Tvyelve in the Fore¬ 
noon, perfonally to be and appear before the faid Juftices j at which Time and Puce the 
faid juftices, and Five of the faid Freeholders, fhall caufe the faid Slave or Slaves fo charged 
with any of the faid Crimes and the Evidence or Evidences to come before them * and 
the faid Freeholders fhall by the faid Juftices be fworn to judge uprightly and according to 
Evidence in the Matter then before them and if the faid Juftices and Freeholders, or the 
major Part of fuch Court and Jury (of whom One to be a Jullite, as in all Trials upon this 
Aft), upon hearing of the Evidence, fhall judge the Criminal or Criminals guilty of the Of¬ 
fence complained of, they fhall give Sentence of Death, or Confinement to hard Labour For 
Life, or otherwife, or fuch other Punifhment as the faid Juftices and Freeholders fhall de¬ 
termine, according to the Nature of the Offence, and fhall caufe fuch Sentence to be car¬ 
ried into Execution, and at fuch Time and Place as they fhall th nk proper (Women with 
Child only excepted, whofe Execution fhall be refpited till after Delivery): Provided always 
neverthelefs, that nothing in this Aft contained fhall hinder or prevent the Juftices 
upon any fuch Trial, where any Slave or Slaves fhall be condemned to die, from refpiting 
the Execution of fuch Sentence for any Term not exceeding Thirty Days, or until the 
Pleafure of the Commander in Chief fhall be known, in cafe proper Caufe fhall appear to 
them for fo doing, on the Requeft of any of the Juftices or Jury who may have fat on the 
Trial. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That in all Cafes where the Punifh¬ 
ment of Death is inflifted, the Execution fhall be performed in a public Part of the Pa.ifh, 
and with due Solemnity and Care fhall be taken by the Gaoler or Deputy Marfhal, that 
the Criminal is free from Intoxication at the Time of his Trial, and from thence to and at the 
Time of his Execution, under the Penalty of Five Pounds and the Mode of fuch Execution 
fhall be hanging up by the Neck, and no other and the Body fhall be afterwards d fpofed of 
in fuch Manner'as the Juftices prefiding at the Trial fhall direft : And, provided alib, that 
where feveral Slaves are capitally convifted for the fame Offence, One only fhall fuffLr Death, 
except in Cafes of Murder or Rebellion. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That in cafe any Slave or Slaves fhall 
wilfully, and with evil Intent, give falfe Evidence on any Trial had under this Aft, fuch Slave 
or Slaves, bein^ thereof convifted before Two Juftices and Five Freeholders, fhall fuffer the 
fame Punifhment as the Peri'on or Perfons on whofe Trial fuch falfe Evidence was given would, 
if convifted, have been liable to fuffer. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Free Negro, Mulatto, or 
Indian, fhall hereafter knowingly fuffer any unlawful Aflembly of Slaves at his or her Houfe or 
Settlement, every fuch Free Negro, Mulatto, or Indian fhall, upon due Conviftion thereof, 
fuffer Six Months Imprifonment: Provided neverthelefs, that Information thereof fhall be given 
on Oath, within Five Days, of fuch unlawful Meeting. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Trials of Slaves for Capical 
Offences fhall be held at the ufual Place of Meeting of the Veftry in each Parifh, or luch other 
Place or Places as the Juftices in Sefiion in fuch Parifh fhall fpecially appoint, and a Record 
fhall be entered up of all Proceedings thereon, in a Book kept for that Purpole by the Clerk 
of the Peace, or his lawful Deputy, of the Precinft, who is hereby obliged to attend all fuch 
Trials, and to record the Proceedings within Thirty Days after fuch Trial, under the Penalty 
of Twenty Pounds for each Negleft, and he fhall be entitled to receive from the Churchwar¬ 
dens of luch Parifh the Sum of Two Pounds Fifteen Shillings, and no more, for attending 
each Trial, entering up the Record, and any other Bufinefs incidental thereto: And further, 
that the Deputy Marfhal for the faid Parifh, or fome proper Perfon afting under him, fhall 
alfo be obliged to attend fuch Trial under the fame Penalty of Twenty Pounds for each Negleft, 
and that he fhall be entided to receive from the Churchwardens of luch Parifh Forty Shillings 
for attending at the Trial and Execution, and no more. 

That in all Trials of any Slave or 
Slaves under this Aft, Ten Days Notice at the leaft of fuch Trial fhall be firft given to the 
Owner, Proprietor, or Pofleffor of fuch Slave or Slaves, his, her, or their lawful Attorney or 
Attornies, or other Reprefentative or Reprefentatives, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufagfc to the 
contrary notwithftanding.

That in all Cafes where any Slave 
or Slaves fhall be put upon h.s, her or the.r Trial by the Owner, Proprietor, Employer, or 
Perfon entrufted with fuch Slave or Slaves, and lhall be fentenced to die, or to hard Labour 
during Life in any of the Workhoufes of this Illand, the faid Juftices and Freeholders, at the

And whereas many Runaway Slaves travel over the Countries with falfe or forged Tickets, 
and under Pretence of being authorized by their Owners to work out for Wages for their 
Mailer, or otherwile, to hire themfelves out; To prevent therefore fuch evil PraClices, Be it 
EnaCled by the Authority aforefaid. That no Proprietor, Attorney, or other Perfons in Pof- 
fefiion of any Slave or Slaves, (hall in future permit any Slave or Slaves to work for or hire 
themfelves out to any Perfon or Perfons employing them for Wages, by any Ticket or Tickets, 
merely under the Hand or Hands of fuch Proprietor or other Perfon in Pofiefiion as aforefaid, 
and that every Authority fo given fhall be null and void; and that inftead thereof, every 
Ticket or Tickets, empowering fuch Slave or Slaves fo to work or hire themfelves out to 
any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, fhall be figned by the Clerk of the Veftry of the Parilh 
where fuch Perfons fhall refide, or by either of the Churchwardens of the faid Parilh for the 
Time being, at the lnllance and Application of the Proprietor or other Perfon in Poflefiion 
of fuch Staves, and that fuch Authority fhall alfo be figned by luch Proprietor or other Per¬ 
fons in PofTcflion, or fome Perfon or Perfons properly authorized by him or her; which 
1’icket fo figned fhall be in Force for the Space of Three Months from the Date of fuch 
Ticket, and no longer; and that for every fuch Ticket fo figned as aforefaid, there fhall be 
paid by fuch Perfon or Perfons fo applying for fuch Ticket the Sum of One Shilling and 
Three Pence, and no more, to the faid Clerk of the Veftry, who is hereby required to re- 
giller the Name of fuch Stave or Slaves, and of fuch Owner or Owners as ihall be mentioned 
in fuch Certificate or Certificates, at every Quarterly Veftry, in a Book to be by him kept 
for that particular Purpofe only ; which Regifter Ihall at all Times be kept by the faid 
Clerk of the Veftry open to the InfpeClion of all Perfons whomfoever, without Fee or 
Reward. 

And be it further Enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if the Clerk of the Veftry in 
any of the feveral Parifhes fhall neglcCt his Duty herein, he (hall for every NegleCt forfeit 
the Sum of Five Pounds, for the Benefit of the Poor of the Parifh where luch Clerk of the 
Vellry Ihall refide; which Sum of Five Pounds the Clerk of the Veftry (hall be liable to pay, 
on Conviction before the Juftices and Veftry of fuch Parifh where the Offence fhall arife, fuch 
Conviction to be figned by the Senior Magiftrate of the Parifh then prefent. 

And whereas many and great Inconveniences and Mifchiefs have arifen, and may arife, by 
the Retailers of Rum and Rum Punch entertaining of Negroes and other Staves drinking and 
gaming in their Houfes, Yards, or Places adjacent thereto ; for Prevention of which in future. 
Be it further EnaCled by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Firft Day of March 
aforefaid, no Retailer of Rum and Rum Punch, or other Liquors, fhall fuffer any Slaves to 
meet to game, or ufe any Sort of Play, within their Houfes, Yards, or Places adjacent thereto, 
or fuffer any Slave or Staves to drink therein, under the Penalty of Five Pounds, to be reco¬ 
vered in a fummary Manner before any Two Juftices of the Peace of the Parifh where the 
Offence fhall be committed ; and in Cafe any Retailer of Rum and Rum Punch, or other 
Liquors, fhall be convicted of fuch Offence, and fhall refufe to pay the faid Sum of Five 
Pounds, and the Charges of the Conviction, fuch Two Juftices are hereby impowered and 
requited forthwith, by Warrant under their Hands and Seals directed to the Conftable, to 
commit fuch Offender or Offenders to the Common Gaol of the County or Parifh where the 
Offence fhall be committed, there to remain until he or fhe fhall pay the faid Sum of Five 
Pounds, and Charges as aforefaid. One Moiety of which faid Fine fhall be to the Ule of the 
Perfon informing, and the other Moiety fhall be paid into the Hands of the Churchwardens of 
luch Parifh, for the Poor of the faid Parifh, any Law, Cuftom or Ul'age to the contrary not- 
withftanding. 

And whereas the permitting and fuffering Negro and other Staves to keep Horfes, Mares, 
Mules, Afies, or Geldings, is attended with many and great Mifchiefs to the Ifland in ge¬ 
neral : In order therefore to remedy the fame. Be it further EnaCled by the Authority afore¬ 
faid, That on or before the Firft Day of March aforefaid, the Mafter, Owner, Proprietor, 
Attorney, Guardian, Executor, Adminiftrator, or other Perfon in Pofieffion of every Plan¬ 
tation or Pen in this Ifland, having on any fuch Plantation or Pen any Horle, Mare, Mule, 
Afs, or Gelding, the reputed Property of any Stave or Staves, knowing the fame to be 
luch, fhall caule them to be taken up, and fhall produce them at the moft public Place 
in the Parifh where taken up, at fuch Time as the Juftices and Veftry fhall, by Advertife- 
ment in the public News-papers, appoint for that Purpofe, and that fuch Horfes, Mares, 
Mules, Afies, and Gel lings be then and there fold and difpofed of at public Outcry ; and 
if any Mafter, Owner, Proprietor, Attorney, Guardian, Executor, Adminiftrator, or other 
Perfon as aforefaid, fhall negleCl or refule lo doing, each and every of them fhall for every 
NegleCt or Refufal refpeCtively forfeit the Sum ot Twenty Pounds, to be recovered in a 
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fummary Manner before any Two Juftices of the Peace for the Parifh or Preempt where fuch 
Neeleft or Refufal fhall happen, by the Oath of One or more credible Witnefs or W.tneffes, 
which Penalty (hall be One Moiety to the Ufeof the Poor of the Parifh, and the other Moiety 
to the Perfon complaining. 

And be i. further Enafled by the Authority aforefaid, That from and after the Firft Day J-rjOjjj- 
of March aforefaid, no Mafter, Owner, Proprietor, Attorney, Guardian, Executor, A to keep Horfei, &e. on 
niftrator or other Perfon inPoffefflon of any Plantation, Pen, or Settlement, fhall knowingly their *c. 

C ermit or fuffer any Slave or Slaves to keep on fuch Plantation, Pen, or Settlement, any 
Horfe, Mare, Mule, Afs, or Gelding, and in cafe of fo doing fhall for every Offence forfeit 
the Sum of Twenty Pounds, to be recovered in Manner aforefaid. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Mafter Owner,Proprie- 
ror Attorney, Guardian, Executor, Admimftrator, or other Perfon, at the relpective li es t0 make o»th that none 
oHheir giving in an Account of their Slaver and Stock to the Juftices and Veftry, (hall alfo 
make Oath that none of the faid Horfes, Mates, Mules, Alfes, or Geldings, fo given in do 
belong to any Negro or other Slave ; and that fuch Perfon fo given in, or his, her, or their 
Employer or Employers, hath not nor have in his, her, or their Pofiefiion, to his, her, or their 
Knowledge or Brlief, any Horfe, Mare, Mule, Afc, or Gelding, belonging to or reputed to 
belong to any Slave or Slaves ; and in cafe any Perfon or Perfons fhall negleft or refute fo to 
do, every Perfon fo neglefting or refufing fhall for every Offence forfeit the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds, to be recovered in the fame fummary Manner, and to be difpofed of as hereinbefore 

mentioned. 

And be it further Enafled by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Firft Da* 
of March aforefaid, no Negro or other Slave in this Wand fhall purchafe or buy any Ho fe, 

Mare, Mule, Afs, or Gelding, under the Penalty of forfeiting fuch Horfe, Mare, Mule, Afs, 
or Gelding, and to be difpofed of as hereinbefore mentioned; and if any Perfon whatever ling or giving fuch 
fhall fell or give any Horfe, Mare, Afs, Mule, or Gelding to any Negro or other Slave, or stodut.su™. 
to any Perfon in Truft for fuch Negro or other Slave, every fuch Perfon fhall for every 
fuch Horfe, Mare, Mule, Afs, or Gelding, fo fold or given, forfeit the Sum of Twenty 
Pounds; and every Perfon who fhall purchafe or be concerned in the Purchafe of any Horfe, 

Mare, Mule, Afs, or Gelding, in Truft for any Negro or other Slave, fhall forfeit the Sum of 
Twenty Pounds; which faid Penalties fhall be recovered in the fame fummary Manner, and 
difpofed of as hereinbefore mentioned, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage, to the contrary in anywi e 
notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enadted by the Authority aforefaid. That in future whenever a Warrant £££. 

lhall be granted by One or more of his Majefty s Juftices of the Peace agamft any bla , whom warrants arc 
the faid llave cannot be immediately taken on the faid Warrant, the Owner, Pofleflor, At- iffued. 
tornev. Guardian, or Overfeer of fuch Slave, fhall be ferved with a Copy of the laid Warrant; 
and if he, Ihe, or they do not carry the faid Slave before a Magiftrate, to be dealt with accord- 
ing to Law, on the faid Warranr, and if it fhall be afterwards proved that the Owner, Pofleflor, 

Attorney, Guardian, or Overfeer of fuch Slave, wilfully detained or concealed faid Slave, he, 
fhe, or they fhall forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds. 

And whereas feveral Slaves have lately found Means to defert from their Owners, and de- 
mrt from this IflancL to the great Damage of fuch Owners, in evil Example to other biaves, !nand> orbing or 
who may thereby be induced to attempt or confpire to do the fame : And whereas there is 
Keafon to fufpea that fuch Slaves have been aided and adifted in fuch Lfcape and Departure 
by other Perfons; and there is not any adequate Pumfhment provided by Law for fuch De- 
fertion and Departure, or attempting or confpiring to defert and depart this Ifland, or for 
Perfons aiding, afiifting, or abetting fuch Deferters: For Remedy whereof. Be « further Enabl¬ 
ed by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Firft Day of March atorefa.d, if any 
Slave fhall run away from his, her, or their Owner or Owners, Employer or Employers, and 
go off or confpire or attempt to go off this Ifland, in any Ship, Boat, Canoe, or other Veffel 
or Craft whatever, or be aiding, abetting, or afiifting to any other Slave or Slaves, in fuch 
going off this Ifland, he, fhe, or they fo running or going off, or confpinng.or attempting to 
gooff, or fo aiding, afiifting, or abetting fuch going off (being duly convifted before Two 
Juftices, and Five Freeholders of the Parifh whereunto fuch Slave or Slaves fo offending fliall 
belong fhall fuffer fuch Punifhment as fuch Two Juftices and five Freeholders, or the Majo¬ 
rity thereof (One whereof to be a Magiftrate) fhall think proper to inflift, not extending to Life 
or Limb.

PenaltyonWKtrPerfons And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any White Perfon or Per- 

suJm% go offthis"* fons fhall knowingly be aiding, aflifling, or abetting to any Slave or Slaves, in going off 
this lfland, he, fhe, or they, being convifted thereot by Bill, Plaint, or Information in the Su¬ 
preme Court of Judicature, or Courts ot Afiize, fhall forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds 
for each Slave, One Moiety whereof fhall be to our Sovereign Lord the King, His Heirs 
and Succefiors, for and towards the Support of the Government of this lfland, and the con¬ 
tingent Charges thereof, and the other Moiety to the Party or Parties at whofe Suit or Com¬ 
plaint fuch Perfon was convifted, and fhall alfo fuffer Imprifonment, at the Difcretion of the 
laid Court, for any Space of Time, not exceeding Twelve Months, without Bail or Main- 
prize.

And whereas the Overfeers of Eftates in this lfland make a frequent Practice ofleaving the 
fevrral Eftates under their C are and Management on the refpeftive Seafons allowed for Negro 
Holidays, whereby many dangerous Meetings and pernicious Practices are carried on: In 
order therefore to prevent the like for the future. Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. 
That if ar y Overfecr in this lfland fhall abfent himfelf from the Eftate under his Care and 
Management on any of the particular Holidays hereinbefore mentioned to be allowed to Slaves, 
without Leave of his Employer, every fuch Overfecr fo offending fhall, for every Offence, 
forfeit the Sum of Five Pounds, to be recovered by Information upon Oath before any Juftice 
of the Peace, in a fummary Way, in the Parifh where fuch Offence fhall happen, any Law, 
Cuftom, or Ufage, to the contrary notwithftanding. 


AdrN«M> to Jddw > And whereas many Inconveniencies have arifen from Slaves going about this lfland under 
Minncrthfyobtained Pretence of being Free: In order to prevent the like for the future. Be it Enafted by the 
VeftrTr'bcTecoTd^d' Authority aforefaid. That the Juftices and Veftry in each refpeftive Parifh within this lfland 
fhall, within Three Months after the Commencement of this Aft, caufe diligent Enquiry to 
be made within their refpeftive Parifhes, as to the Number of Negroes, Mulattoes, or Indians, 
of Free Condition, and caufe them to be warned to attend at their next Meeting, and give an 
Account in what Manner they obtained their Freedom, that their Names and Manner of ob¬ 
taining their Freedom may be regiftered in the Veftry Books of fuch Parifhes, and that thofe

And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid, That all Officers Civil and Military 
fhall be and are hereby empowered and required to enter into Plantation, Settlement, or other 
Place to fupprefs and prevent all unlawful Drumming and other Noife, or Concourie of Negroes 
as before mentioned, any Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary notwithftanding. 


And whereas it has been found by Experience that Rebellions have been often concerted at 
Negro Dances and Nightly Meetings of the Slaves of different Plantations, when fuch Slaves 
are Generally intoxicated-, and it has been found alfo that thofe Meetings tend much to in¬ 
jure The Healths of Negroes ■, Be it therefore Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any 
Overfeer or in his Abfence any Book-keeper or other White Perfon having the Care and 
Management of any Plantation or Settlement, fhall knowingly fuffer any Slaves to affemble 
together and beat their Military Drums, or blow their Horns or Shells, every fuch Overfeer, 
Book-keeper, or other White Perfon fo offending, fhall for every fuch Offence, upon Con¬ 
don thereof upon an Indictment in the Supreme Court of Judicature, or before the Juf- 
tices of Afiize, fuffer Six Months Imprifonment without Bail or Mainpnze, provided In¬ 
formation is made upon Oath as aforefaid before One of His Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace, 
within Five Days after Commifiion of fuch Offence: And provided always neverthelefs, 
that nothino- herein contained fhall be conftrued to prevent any Matter, Owner, or Proprietor 
of any Plantation or Settlement, or the Overfeer thereof, from granting Liberty to the 
Slaves of fuch Plantation or Settlement only, for affembling together upon fuch Plantation 
or Settlement, and playing and diverting themfelves in any innocent Amufements, fo as 
they do not make ufe of Military Drums, Homs, or Shells, but that they fhall and may grant 
fuch Liberty when and as often as they pleale, any Thing in this or any other Ad to the con¬ 
trary notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That all Slaves who fhall hereafter 
be found to have in his, her, or their Cuftody, any Fire Arms, Gunpowder, Slugs, or Ball, 
fuch Slave being thereof convided before Two Juftices, fhall fuffer fuch Pumfhment «s the Paid 
Juftices fhall think proper to inflid, by Whipping or Hard Labour in the Workhoulc, not 
exceeding the Term of Six Months, unlefs fuch Slave fhall give a fatisfadory Account thereof, 
or fhall have a Ticket or Tickets from his, her, or their Owners, Matters, Overl'cers, or Em¬ 
ployers, exprefling the Reafon of his being fo armed j and that no Ticket fo given as atore- 
iaid fha’ll continue or be in force for more than Fourteen Days. 


And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Slave fhall offer any 
Violence, by ftriking or otherwife, to any White Perfon, fuch Slave, upon due and proper 
Proof, fhall upon Convidion be punilhed with Death or Confinement to hard Labour for 
Life, or otherwife as the Court fhall in their Difcretion think proper to inflid; provided fuch 
Striking or Conflid be not by Command of his or their Owners, Overfeers, or Perfons intruded 
over them, or in the lawful Defence of their Owners Perlons or Goods. 


And be it further Enaded, That any Slave or Slaves who fhall knowingly harbour or conceal 
any Runaway Slave or Slaves, fhall on Convidion before Two Juftices fuffer fuch Punifh- 
ment as the Court fhall think proper to inflid. 


And whereas it is verv dangerous to the Peace and Safety of this Ifland to fuffer Slaves fo 
continue out as Runaways; and it is abfolutely neceflary to declare and make known to the 
Public what Slaves fhall be deemed fuch Be it therefore further Enaded by the Authority 
aforefaid. That from and after the Firft Day of January aforefaid, any Slave or Slaves who 
fhall be found at the Diftance of Eight Miles from the Houfe, Plantation, or other Settlement 
to which he, (he, or they belong, without a Ticket or other Permit to pafs, except on a Sunday, 
fhall be deemed a Runaway. 

And be it further Enaded by the Authority aforefaid. That any Perfon whatfoever who 
fhall apprehend fuch Slave or Slaves (hall for every one fo apprehended be entitled to re¬ 
ceive from the Owner, Employer, Overleer, or Manager of fuch Slave or Slaves, ihe Sum of 
Ten Shillings, and no. more, befides Mile Money, at the Rate of One Shilling per Mile for 
the firft Five Miles, and Six Pence per Mile afterwards, provided fuch Slave or Slaves had 
abfented him, her, or themfelves Six Days, without the Privity, Knowledge, or Confent of the 
Proprietor, Overleer, or other White Perlon as aforefaid, if the Party taking up fuch Slave 
or Slaves fhall require it: But it is the true Intent and Meaning of this Ad, that every 
Perfon or Perfons who fhall apprehend any Slave or Slaves that ufually refide in or are em¬ 
ployed in any of the Towns of this Ifland, and that at the Time are adually run away or 
abfent from their Owner, Employer, or Manager’s Service Six Days, fhall be entitled to the 
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Reward of Ten Shillings, although the Slave or Slaves fo taken up fhould not be Eight Miles 
diftant from their Employer’s Habitation. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Perfon or Perfons fo ap- Perrons apprehending 
prehending fuch Slave or Slaves (hall convey him, her, or them to their refpeftive Owner, 

Employer, or Manager, or to the Workhoufe of fuch Parifh, if any Workhoufe is eftablifhed workhoufe or caai, 
there, and in cafe of there being no Workhoufe, to the next Gaol, in cafe the Owner, Em- Xne* to'piyrt.fRe- 
ployer, or Manager of fuch Slave or Slaves fhall refufe to pay the faid Sum of Ten Shillings and Mite Money, 
and Mile Money as aforefaid, or take the Oath as to the Time of Abfence, in which Cafe the &c ’ 

Gaoler or Workhoufe Keeper is hereby required and ordered to receive fuch Slave or Slaves 
into his or their Cuftody, and to pay the Party delivering fuch Slave or Slaves the faid Sum 
of Ten Shillings, and Mile Money as aforefaid, and no more, for each Slave fo delivered, under 
the Penalty of Five Pounds. Provided neverthelefs, that if fuch Slave or Slaves is or are Frovir,:i ’ 
brought to any Gaol or Workhoufe by any White Perfon, Free Negro, Free Mulatto, or 
Free Indian, no Gaoler or Workhoufe Keeper fhall pay fuch Sum before fuch Perfon fhall 
have taken an Oath that the Slave or Slaves fo apprehended was or were at the reputed Dif- 
tance of Eight Miles from the Houfe, Plantation, or Settlement to which fuch Slave or Slaves 
do belong, (except as before is excepted,) and that fuch Slave or Slaves had no Ticket or 
other Permit in Writing from his Mafter, Miftrefs, Overfeer, Employer, or Manager at the 
Time fuch Slave or Slaves was or were apprehended, for him, her, or them, to pafs unmo- 
lefted, and that the faid Slave or Slaves had been carried firft to the Owner, Employer, or 
Manager of fuch Slave or Slaves (provided fuch Owner, Employer, or Manager fhall be 
in the Parifh in which fuch Slave or Slaves fliall be apprehended), and that the Mafter, Mif¬ 
trefs, Overfeer, or Manager had refufed to pay for the apprehending him, her, or them, ac¬ 
cording to the Intent and Meaning of this Aft; and that no Ticket fhall be granted to any 
Slave or Slaves for any Time exceeding one Calendar Month. 

And that it may be publicly known in the refpeftive Pariflies what Slaves are run away. Be it 
further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That every Owner or Owners, Employer or Em- c u ftos, a Lift of 
ployers of Slaves, under the Penalty of Five Pounds for every Offence, fhall by him, her, or them- " h “ Nefir °” “ e rua 
felves, or by the Overfeer or Manager of their refpeftive Plantations or Settlements, within the 
firft Ten Days of the Months of March, June, September, and December, in each and every Year, 
deliver or caufe to be delivered to the Cuftos, or any Magiftrate of their refpeftive Pariflies, an 
Account upon Oath (which Oath any Magiftrate is hereby empowered and required to admini- 
fter) of the Number of Slaves run away from him, her, or them, or from his, her, or their refpec- 
tive Plantations or Settlements, in which Account fhall be inferred the Names of fuch Slaves, and 
the Time when each Slave fliall have been abfent or run away-, and every Magiftrate is hereby . 

required, under the Penalty of Ten Pounds, to tranfmit fuch Accounts as fhall be delivered cierkofthe veftry.who 
unto him to the Clerk of the Veftry by the Twentieth Day of the Months hereinbefore men- ^kwiekeptfor its* 
tioned; and the faid Clerk of the Veftry is hereby direfted and required, under the Penalty Pur pu fc. 
of Five Pounds, to enter fuch Accounts in a Book to be kept by him for that Purpoie, and 
at the Quarterly Meeting of the Juftices and Veftry to lay the fame before them. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That on the Twenty-eighth Day of ° wn ' rs ’^' A «ount of 
December in every Year (the Time of giving in as aforefaid), or Within Thirty Days after, theBiahs and Dc»th> 
the Owner, Overfeer, or Manager of every Plantation, Pen, or Settlement, fhall give in, 
on Oath, an Account of all the Births and Deaths of the Slaves of fuch Plantation, Pen, 
or Settlement, for the preceding Year, under the Penalty of Fifty Pounds, to be recovered Penalty; 
from the Owner of fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if the not giving in upon but if NcgieflofOver-

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Doftor or Surgeon of every Doa«sof pontoons 
Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement, fhall, on the Twenty-eighth Day of December in every 
Year (the Time of giving in as aforefaid), or within Thirty Days after, give in an Ac- under his cm, with ihe

Tud^ment, and Belief, under the Penaly of Twenty Pounds for every Negleft: And in cafe o«nm,&c. to be «- 
it fhall appear to the Satistaftion of the Juftices and Veftry, from tne Return ot the Owner or acafeoftheSiavMupon 
Overfeer or Manager aforefaid, that there has been a narural Increale in the Number of Slaves Pr<>pe«i*» under thrfr 
on any fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement, the Overfeer fhall be entitled to receive 
from the Owner or Proprietor of fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement, the Sum of 
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"Twenty Shillin°s for every Slave born on fuch Plantation, Pen, or other Settlement, in tue 
Time aforefaid,°and which (hall be then living-, and the Owner or Proprietor of fu h Plan¬ 
tation, Pen, or other Settlement, fhall have a Deduction from the F.rft of his or her publ.c 
Taxes chat (hall become due, of the Sum fo paid to the Overfeer, on producing a Certificate 
of the Juftices and Veftry of fuch Increafe, and a Receipt of the Overfeer for the Sum fo 
paid. 

And whereas, the more effectually to conceal a Runaway Slave, or prevent his being ap- 
prehended. Tickets are given Free Negroes, Free Mulattoes, or Indians: Be it further Fnafted 
by the Authority aforefaid. That any Free Negro, Mullarto, or Indian, grantmg or giving 
fuch Ticket, with fuch Intent, fhall be deemed gbilty of Forgery, and fhall be liable to be 
tried for the faid Offence before the Supreme Court of Judicature, or in either of the Courts 
of Aflize in this Ifland where the Offence fhall be committed, and on Conviftion fhall fuf- 
fer the Lofs of Freedom, Tranfportation, or fuch other Punifhment as the Court, in their 
Difcretion, fhall think proper to inflift. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if fuch Ticket fhall be 
granted or given by any White Perfon, with fuch Intent as aforefaid, to any Slave or Slaves, 
before or after his or their abfenting themfelves from their Owner, Employer, Overfeer, or 
Manager, fuch White Perfon fhall be deemed guilty of Forgery, and fhall be liable to be 
tiied for the fame before the Supreme Court of Judicature, or either of the Aflize Courts of 
this Ifland, where the Offence fhall be committed, and on Conviftion fhall fuffer fuch Punifh- 
ment as the Court, in their Difcretion, fhall think proper to inflift. 

And, to the End that the Owners and Proprietors of Runaway Slaves may have a due Know¬ 
ledge where fuch Slaves are confined, after their being apprehended and fent to any Work- 
houfe or Gaol in this Ifland, in order that fuch Owners and Proprietors may apply for fuch 
Slaves j Be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That from and after the Firft 
Day of January aforefaid, all and every the Keepers of the Workhoufes or Gaol Keepers in 
any of the Parifhes of this Ifland, fhall and they are hereby obliged, once every Week, to 
advertize in the Gazette of St. Jago de la Vega, the Royal Gazette of Kingfton, and the 
Cornwall Chronicle, the Height, Names, Marks, and Sex, and alfo the Country, where the 
fame can be afeertained, of each and every Runaway Slave then in their Cuftody, together 
with the Time of their being fent into Cuftody, and the Name or Names of the Owner or 
Owners thereof, if known, and that upon Oath, under the Penalty of Ten Pounds for every 
Slave fo neglefted by him to be advertiied, and for the Expence of fuch Advertifement they 
the faid Workhoufe Keepers or Goal Keepers fhall and may, and they are hereby authorized 
to charge the Owner or Proprietor of fuch Runaway Slaves fo advertifed at and after the 
Rate of One Shilling and Three Pence per Month for each Paper, and no more -, and that 
it fhall and may be lawful for the Keeper of the Workhoufe, or Gaol Ketper, to detain and 
keep in his or their Cuftody fuch Runaway Slave or Slaves fo brought unto him or them, 
until the Owner or Owners thereof, or fome Perfon on their Behalf, properly authorized, 
fhall pay unto him or them what he or they fo paid to the Perfon or Perfons who appre¬ 
hended and brought fuch Slave or Slaves into Cuftody, with Two Shillings and Six Pence in 
the Pound for laying out his or their Money, the Cofts of advertifmg, after the Rate above 
mentioned, and Six Pence for every Twenty-four Hours fuch Slave or Slaves fhall have been 
in Cuftody, and alio the Charges of advertifing above direfted, and no other Pees whatever-, 
and that the Gaoler, Workhoufe Keeper, or Supervifor, and no other Perfon, fhall atteft upon 
Oath that the Charges in the Account for Mile Money, and the Reward for apprehending 
fuch Slave, were aftually paid to the Perfon who brought fuch Runaway, and that the Whole 
of the Charges in the faid Account are ltriftly conformable to this Law. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That the Keeper of every Workhoufe 
or Gaol in this Ifland fhall, under the Penalty of Ten Pounds for every Negleft, provide 
and give to every Slave confined in fuch Workhoufe or Gaol a fufficient Quantity of Good 
and who'efome Provifions daily -, that is to fay, not lefs than One Quart of unground Guinea 
or Indian Corn, or Three Pints of the Plour or Meal of either, or Three Pints of Wheat Flour, 
or Eight full grown Plantains, or Fight Pounds of Cocoas or Yams, and alio One Herring or 
Shad, or other lalted Provifions equal thereto. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That all Slaves who fhall have 
been Twelve Calendar Months in any Gaol or Workhoufe, and fhall have been advertifed 
in the Manner directed in this Aft, and no Perfon having appeared to claim and pay the 
Fees of iuch Slave or Slaves, that then the Fees of fuch Slave or Slaves fhall be paid by the 
Receiver General, and fuch Slave or Slaves fh.ll be fent into the County Towns, there to 
be worked in Chains with'the other Workhoufe Negroes; and that it fhall ana may be 
lawful for the Owner of fuch Slave to claim him or her at any fubiequent Period, and, on 
provirg his or her Property to the Satisfaction of any Judge of the Grand Court, or any 
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the Flelh Of other valuable Animals are found upon him, her, or them; In order therefore to 
Prevent fuch Evils in future, and to punifli the Perpetrators of fuch Afts agreeably to their 
Crimes- Be k further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro or other 
Slave (ball fraudulently have in his, her, or their Cuftody or Poffeffion, unknown to his or 
her Maker Owner Overfeer, or other Perfon who (hall have the overlooking or employing 
of fuch Slave any M. Beef, Veal, Mutton, or Goat, or the Flelh of Hotfe, Mare, Mule or 
Afs in any Quality exceeding Five and not exceeding Twenty Pounds Weight, fall Nt- 
™ o other Slaved upon du°e Conviftion thereof before any Two Mag,Orates, lhall be 
whipped in fuch Manner as fuch MagiOrates fhall direct, not exceeding Thirty-nme Laftes, 
Md if there lhall be found in his, her, or their CuOody orPofleffion a larger or greater Quan- 
tity than Twenty Pounds Weight of frelh Beef, Veal, Mutton^ or Goat, or the Flelh of Horlc, 
Mare Mule, or Afs, and fuch Slave (hall not give a fatisfaftory Account how he or (he be- 
came’poffeflid of fuch Meat, that then fuch Negro or other Slave (hall, upon ConvaOton 
thereof, fuffer fuch Punifhment as the faid Two Juftices fhall think proper to direft, not extend- 
ing to Life or Imprifonment for Life. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. That if any Negro or other Slave 
fhall after the Firft Day of January aforefaid, fteal any fuch horned Cattle, Sheep, Goac, 
Horfe, Mare, Mule, or Afs, or (hall kill any fuch horned Cattle, Sheep, Goat, Horfe, Mare, 
Mule, or Afs, with Intent to fteal the whole Carcafe of any fuch horned Cattle, Sheep, Goat, 
Horfe, Mare, Mule, or Afs, or any Part of the Flefh thereof, fuch Negro or other Slave lhall, 
on Conviftion thereof, fuffer Death, or fuch other Pun.ftiment as the Court lhall think proper to 

inflift. 

And whereas it is neceffary to declare how and in what Manner Slaves (hall be tried for the 
feveral Crimes which they may hereafter commit; Be it Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. 
That from and after the Firft Day of January aforefaid, upon Complaint made to any 
Juftice of the Peace of any Felony, Burglary, Robbery, burning of Houfes Cane Pieces, 
rebellious Confpiracies, compafling or imagining the Death of any White Perfon or Perfons, 
or any other Offence whatfoever committed by any Slave or Slaves that (hall fubjeft (uch 
Slave or Slaves to fuffer Death, or Confinement to hard Labour for Life fuch Juftice (hall 
iffue out his Warrant for apprehending fuch Offender or Offenders, andfor all Perfons to 
be brought before him, or any other Juftice of the Peace, that can give Evidence (and the Evi¬ 
dence of Slaves againft one another in this and in all other Cafes (hall be received), and if 
upon Examination it appears probable that the Slave or Slaves apprehended is or are guilty, 
the Tuftice before whom fuch Examination lhall be had and taken (hall commit him, her, 
or them to Prifon, and bind over the Witneffes to appear at a certain Day, not lefs than 
Ten Days from the Day on which the Complaint (hall be made, and at the Place where 
the Quarter Seflions are ufually held, and Where there are no Quarter Sefiions held, at the Place 
where the Parochial Bufinefs is ufually tranfafted, and (hall certify to Two other Juftices 
of the Peace the Caufe of fuch Commitment, and require them, by virtue of this Aft, to 
affociate themfelves to him, which fuch Juftices are hereby feverally required to do under 
the Penalty of Twenty Pounds for every Negleft or Refufal, and the faid Juftices fo affociated 
fhall iffue out their Warrant to fummon Twelve Perfons, fuch as are ufually warned and 
impannelled to ferve on Juries, the Matter, Owner, or Proprietor of the Slave or Slaves fo 
complained of, or the Attorney, Guardian, Juftice, Overfeer, or Book-keeper of fuch Matter, 
Owner, or Proprietor, or the Perfon profecuting, his or her Attorney, Guardian, Truftee, 
Overfeer, or Book-keeper always excepted, perfonally to be and appear before the faid 
Tuftices at the Day and Place aforefaid, to be expreffed in fuch Warrant, and between the 
Hours of Eight and Twelve in the Forenoon, when and where the faid Perfons fo warned 
are hereby feverally required to attend, under the Penalty of Five Pounds, and when and 
where the faid Juftices fhall caufe the faid Slave or Slaves fo complained of to be brought 
before them, and thereupon Nine of the faid Perfons fo fummoned as aforefaid (hall compole 
a Jury to try the faid Slave or Slaves, and lhall by the faid Juftices be fworn to try the Matter 
before them, and to give a true Verdift according to Evidence, and the Charge of Accufation 
being read, which (hall be deemed valid if fufficient in Subftance, if the faid Jurors (hall upon 
hearing the Evidence unanimoufly find the faid Slave or Slaves guilty of the Offence wherewith 
he, (he, or they ftand charged, the faid Juftices (hall give Sentence of Death without Benefit ot 
Clergy, or Confinement to hard Labour for Life, or for any limited Time according to the Na¬ 
ture of the Offence, and fhall caufe fuch Sentence to be carried into Execution, and at fuch Time 
and Place as they fhall think proper (Women with Child only excepted, whofe Execution fhall 
berefpited until after Delivery). 

Provided always neverthelefs. That at every Court of Quarter Sefiions held in each a 
every Parifh or Precinft within this Ifland, the Juftices there affembled fhall and may, a ter 
the ufual Bufinefs of the faid Court fhall be done, form themfelves into a Court for the n 
pole of enquiring, and hearing, and determining all Manner of Offences for which any - a

That all and every the Jurors who Penalty on jurors for 
fhall be returned to ferve as Jurors at the Quarter Seflions to be holden as aforefaid, are hereby 
required, under the Penalty of Five Pounds, to be and appear at the faid Slave Court to be fo 
formed and holden as aforefaid, and to ferve as Jurors thereon as they fhall refpeftively be 
called. 

Provided alfo, That nothing in this Aft contained fhall hinder or prevent the faid Juftices Provifo. 
upon any fuch Trial, where any Slave or Slaves fhall be condemned to die, from refpiting the 
Execution of fuch Sentence for any Term not exceeding Thirty Days, or until the Pleafure of not exceeding Thirty 
the Commander in Chief fhall be known, in cafe proper Caufe fhall appear to them for fo doing; 
and that if the Jury upon any fuch Trial fhall apply to the faid Juftices to fufpend the Execution in chief ihaii be known, 
of any Sentence until the Pleafure of the Commander in Chief is known to the faid Juftices, fhall 
be obliged to fufpend the fame for Thirty Days, except in Cafes of Trial of any Slave or Exception.

My Lords, 

A P L A N having been laid before the King, for lending out of this Country a Number 
of Black Poor (many of whom have been difeharged from His Majefty s Naval Service 
at the Conclufion of the late War, and others after having been employed with the Army in 
North America) who have fince their Arrival in England been reduced to the greateft 
Diftrefs, in order that a Settlement may be formed in or near the River Sierra Leona, on 
the Coaft of Africa: and His Majefty having been pleafed to approve of the Plan, and in 
Confequence thereof to direft that Meafures fhould immediately be taken for acquiring from 
the Native Chiefs a Territory of fufficient Extent for the fettling of the laid Black Poor, and 
alfo for furnifhing them with Tools and Implements, &c. for the Cultivation of the Land, 
as well as with Provifions for their Subfiftence, until it is fuppofed that they will be able to 
raife Food for their future Support, I have received His Royal Commands to fignify to your 
Lordfhips His Majefty’s Pleafure, that as foon as the faid Black Poor fhall be embarked on 
Board of the Veflels which are prepared for their Reception, together with the Stores and 
Provifions before mentioned, you do appoint a Ship of War to efcort the faid Veflels to the 
River Sierra Leona, directing her Commander, upon his Arrival there, to give every pof- 
fible Afiiftance to the Super in tendant or Overfeer who will accompany the faid Black Poor, 
in the Execution of the Plan, whilft the faid Ship may remain in the faid River. I fhall 
tranfmit to your Lordfhips, as foon as may be, a Copy of the Plan, for your full Information 
upon this Bufinefs.

I feel a Pleafure in informing 
you, that I have every Profpert of eftablifhing the Black Poor at this Place in a pleafant Spot, 
and that 1 have hitherto met with little Difficulty from the Natives j my only Trouble is from 
the licentious Spirit which prevails amongft the People, but this I have no Doubt in a little Time

° I amTappy to fay that the Company of His Majefty's Sloop under my Command have 
continued pretty healthy, as well as the Generality of the Blacks although amongft them 
there has been fome Mortality fince our Departure from England j but we have great Reafon 
to expert much Sicknefs, having arrived here at the Commencement of the Rainy Seaion, 
the Whole of which we fhall have to ftruggle againft. Having cleared the Belifarius, and 
there being no further Occafion for her Services, I have this Day difcharged her, according 
to her Charter Party, which has afforded me the Opportunity (by the Way of Jamaica) of 
giving you this Information. I beg to enclofe you the State of the Nautilus, and have the

His Majefty’s Sloop Nautilus, in Sierra Leona River, 
Africa, 23d July 1787. 


T Had the Honour to acquaint you, by the Way of Jamaica, of the fafe Arrival of His 
Majefty’s Sloop under my Command, with the Atlantic, Belifarius, and Vernon Tranf- 
ports, in this River, on the 9th May laft: The Vernon being cleared and difpatched this Day 
to England, I have by her the Satisfa&ion to addrefs you, for the Information of my Lords 
Commiflioners of the Admiralty. 

I am forry it is not in my Power to give you the moft favourable Account of the Blacks; 
their Obftinacy and Lazinefs, which neither Remonftrance, Perfuafion, or Puniffiment, have 
yet been able- to fubdue, do not leave me great Hopes of their future Welfare; to add to 
thefe mortifying Circumftances, Mr. Irwin, the Director, in whofe Truft was repofed the 
whole Management of the Settlement, declared, foon after his Arrival at this Place, his de¬ 
termined Refolution of not fettling with them; indeed, the Treatment he met with from them 
could folly juftify foch a Refolution ; but it was followed by much Confofion on their Part, and 
Indifference on his. 

The Rains, which fet in the latter End of May, have brought on Fevers, Fluxes, and Bi¬ 
lious Complaints; thefe have carried off a great Number, and of which others are Daily dying, 
amongft whom Mr. Irwin, the Director, died on the nth of this Month.—To render this 
Sicknefs more dreadful, there is at prefent but One Surgeon capable of attending a large Num¬ 
ber of Sick. The White Women have been particularly great Sufferers. 

It is neverthelefs, with much Satisfaction and Pleafore, that, amidft thefe Calamities and a 
dreary Seafon, I can aflure you. Sir, the Company of His Majefty’s Sloop under my Com¬ 
mand have hitherto remained fb well, that 1 hope to be enabled, in purfoance of their Lordffiips 
Orders, to remain in this River fbme little Time longer. 

I ffiall ufe in that Time every Endeavour in my Power for the Welfare of the Black People, 
to bring them to a Senfe of their Situation; and it is with the moft fanguine Willies that I hope 
for Succefs.

His Majefty’s Sloop Nautilus, at Spithead, 23d January 1788. 
Sir, 

T Beg you will do me the Honor to acquaint my Lords Commifiioners of the Admiralty, that 
I left the River Sierra Leona on the 17th September Jaft for the Weft Indies, in order to 
recruit the Provifions of His Majefty’s Sloop under my Command, and to refit her Rigging, 
which was moftly decayed by the Rainy Seafon in Africa, and that I anchored at Spithead this 
Day at Noon, after a Paffage of Thirty-fix Days from the lfland of Dominica. 


I lament that I have it not in my Power to allure you, for the Information of their Lord- 
Ihips, that the Black Poor had made, when I left them, every good Ufe, by their Induftry and 
Attention, of the many Indulgences which have been granted them j on the contrary, I am 
forry to fay, I am very apprehenfive that a Number of them will perilh through their own 
Indolence.—However, I muft not omit mentioning, that fome who appeared to pofiefs a true 
Senfe of their Situation, had from their Induftry a good Profpeft of a future Subfiftence. 
The White Perfons who accompanied thefe poor People were moftly carried off by Sicknels 
during the Rains, and as the Blacks Ihewed no Attention or Deference to the remaining Surgeons 
and the Clergyman, for whom they could by no Means be perfuaded to build a Houfe, or other- 
wife afiift them, I have Reafon to believe they have quitted their Society, elpecially as they were 
not bound to remain with them longer than Four Months. 

The Mode of Government, which they had adopted, was choofing Chiefs every Month from 
amongft themfelves; but as little or no Refpeft was paid to thefe, of courfe there was and muft 
be much Confufion amongft them. In addition to thefe Circumftanccs, the Climate is a Caufe 
why, I fear, a great Part of thefe People will fail; for unlefs the utmoft Care and Precautions 
(Qualities which the Generality of them appeared to be totally deftitute of) are taken, fatal 
Sicknefs muft enfue. 

I have fo far endeavoured to inform you. Sir, of the Situation of thefe People; and I can 
only add, how chagrined I feel myfelf, that the Pains which have been taken with them have, by 
their own Inattention, been rendered fo abortive. 


I have done myfelf the Honor of tranfmitting to you a Journal of the Proceedings of His 
Majefty’s Sloop under my Command fince her Departure from England, and her prefent 
State j and have the Satisfaction to affure you, that I am, &c.

TT N O W all Men by thefe Prefents, That I King Tom, Chief of Sierra Leona, on the 
AV Grain Coaft of Africa, by and with the Content of the other Kings, Princes, Chiefs, 
and Potentates, fubfcribing hereto, in Confideration of the Prefents, as by a Lift annexed’ 
now made me by Captain Thomas Boulden Thompfon, of His Britannic Majefty’s Ship 
Nautilus, Jofeph Irwin, Efquire, and the Reverend Patrick Frafer, in Behalf of, and for 
the foie Benefit of, the Free Community of Settlers, their Heirs and Succefi'ors, lately 
arrived from England, and under the Proteftion of the Britifh Government, have granted, 
and by thefe Prefents do grant, and for ever quit Claim to, a certain Diftrift of Land, for the 
fettling of the faid Free Community, to be theirs, their Heirs and Succefi'ors, for ever; that 
is to fay, All the Land, Wood, Water, &c. which is contained from the Bay, commonly called 
Frenchman’s Bay, but by thefe Prefents changed to that of St- George’s Bay, Coaftways, up 
the River Sierra Leona, to Gambia Ifland, and Southerly or Inland, from the River Side 
Twenty Miles. And further be it known unto all Men, That I King Tom do faithfully 
promife and fwear, for my Chiefs, Gentlemen, and People, likewife my Heirs and Succefi'ors, 
that I will bear true Allegiance to His Mod Gracious Majefty George the Third, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Ireland, &c. &c. &c. and proteft the faid Free Settlers, °His 
Subjects, to the utmoft of my Power, againft the Infurreftions and Attacks of all Nations 
or People whatever. And I do hereby bind myfelf, my Heirs and Succefi'ors, to grant the 
faid free Settlers a Continuance of a quiet and peaceable Pofiefiion of the Land granted, 
their Heirs and Succefi'ors, for ever. In witnefs whereof I and my Chiefs have let our Hands 
and Seals this Eleventh Day of June 1787.

,8th and 23d \ The Report of the Committee, to whom the Agent’s Letter to the Com- 
Feb y 1788. 5 mittee of Correl'pondence, of the 18th and 23d Days of February laft, and 
the Papers tranfmitted therewith, intituled, «* Lift of Accounts,” and 
“ Heads of Information,” fent to him by Order of the Lords of the 
Committee of His Majefty’s Moft Honourable Privy Council for Trade j 
and alfo the Agent’s fubfequent Letter of the 5th Day of March following, 
with additional Heads of Enquiry, fince received by him, by their Lord- 
Ihips Directions, were referred, to confider and make their Report thereon. 

Y OUR Committee, in Obedience to your Orders of the 8th Day of April, and 6th Day of 
Mav laft, refpeaively, referring to them the Agent’s Three feveral Letters to the Com¬ 
mittee of Correfpondence of the Eighteenth and Twenty-third Days of February, and Fifth 
Dav of March laft, and the feveral Papers tranfmitted therewith, intituled, “ Lift of Accounts,” 
<C Heads of Information,” and “ Additional Heads of Enquiry,” have taken the Subject Matter 
of the faid Papers into their Confideration, and ufed all the Means in their Power to enable 
them to anfwer the feveral Queftions propofed in the faid Papers, in order to obtain for the 
Right Honourable the Lords of His Majefty’s Privy Council, for Matters of Trade and Foreign 
Plantations, the Information they are delirous of receiving. Your Committee, never thelefs, not- 
withftandine the utmoft Extent of their Enquiries, have been able only to collect the Informa- 
tion contained in their Anfwers to the refpedive Queftions which they have annexed to this their 
Report, and defire that it may be confidered as a Part of it. 

And your Committee do beg Leave to report further, That they have come to the following 
Refolution, viz. 

Refolved That it is the Opinion of this Committee, That the probable Effe&s and Confe- 
quences of an Abolition of the Slave Trade, as far as fuch a Meafure relates to Barbadoes, will 
be the Deftruftion of the Cultivation of the Lands in this Cclony.

HEADS OF INFORMATION. 


WHAT is the legal Power which Matters have over their Slaves, in each of the Britifh Iflands 
in the Weft Indies ? 

A Mafter of Bloody-mindednefs, or cruel Intention, wilfully killing his Slave, is to pay £15 
into the Public Treafury, under the 19th Cl. of the Aft, N n . 82 ; excepting this, his Power is 
abfolute; for if a Slave, under Punifhment by his Matter’s Order, fuftcrs in Life or Member, 
the Mafter, under the fame Claufe, is liable to no F'ine whatever. 

What is the Protection granted to Slaves by Law ? 

None, againft their Matters.— But, under the above Aft, if any Perfon wilfully kills a Negro 
that is not his own, he is to pay double the Value ot him to his Owner, and £.25 into the Trea-l 
fury; if he kills him by Accident, he is liable only to the Owner’s ACtion at Law. A Perlon 
ftriking or ill-treating another Perfon’s Negro, fubjeCts himfelf to an ACtion at Law, at the Suit 
of the Owner. 

For what Offences are they fubjeCt to their Matters Correction—for what are they amenable to 
the eftablifhed JurifdiCtion of the lfland—and in what Manner are they tried ?

Are Slaves fed at their Mailers Expence, or by their own Labour? and, when fed by their 

Millers with what are they fed, and in what Quantity ? . . 

Fed at thrir Mailers Expence with Grain and Ground Provifion, Salt and Salt Filh, and 
furmffied occafionally with Rum and Molaffes.—The general Provifion of Corn for each Slave, 
larne or frnaU is about Ten Bulhels a Year-, and for each working Slave, a Pound and a Half 
of Salt Fiffi or Herrings a Weekj and they have the Liberty of railing Live Stock, and felling 

it for their own Benefit. 

How are they clothed, lodged, and fecured againft the Inclemency of theSeafons ? State the 

L They d a 5 e e clothed C Once a Year, the Men with Caps, Jackets, and Breeches ; the Women 
with Caps Jackets, and Coats.-They have comfortable Houles, with Two or Three Rooms, 
ami dibbed, ami many of nbem havo walled Hoofa, (tangled: TtarHoofe 
in general are better than the Houfes of the poor Cottagers in England.—The Proprietors, at 
thefr own Expence, cauie the Hoofes to be built and kept in Repair, and pay great Attention 
to this ArticledThis is the Praftice.—The Aft, N°. 82, direfts that all Slaves lhall have Cloaths 
once a Year, viz. Drawers and Caps for Men, and Petticoats and Caps for Women, under a Pe¬ 
nalty of Five Shillings for each Slave. 

What is the Annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman, and Child, at 

different Ages, refpeftively ? 

One with another Six Pounds. 

Are many Negroes ufually let out to hire, in what Numbers, and on what Conditions ? 

Not many.—Few Plantations have Negroes fufficient to cultivate them.—Some Perfons, hav- 
ina no great Quantity of Land and many Negroes, hire fome of them out—in what Numbers 
cannot fay. The Conditions from ». 3d. to w. per Day, at this Time, occafioned by the late 
hioh Price of Cotton—formerly much lels.

Are any Days, or Hours in Days, fet apart in which the Slaves may labour for themfelves ? 

—State the Law and the Praftice. , . „ • 

They have about Two Hours and a Half in the Day allowed them for their Reft and their 
Meals/ They have all'o all Sundays, and Hated Holidays at Chnftmas Good Friday, Eafter, 
and Whitluntide, and frequently Saturday Afternoon.—This is the Praftice, but no Law 

for it. 

Have they any Portions of Land afiigned them for the foregoing Purpofe ?—State the Law 

^i/moft^Hantations they are allowed a Field, according to the Size of the Plantations andalfo 
a fmall Parcel of Land about each of their Houfes, which they plant, and apply the Produce 
to their own Ufe, befides the Provifion of Corn allowed them as before.—This is the Pra ti , 

but no Law for it. 


Are they fubjeft to any peculiar Difeafes, to which White Inhabitants or Free Negroes are not 
fubjeft?—and, if they are fo fubjeft, afiign the Caufes.

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An Apothecary is employed by the Year, at a certain Annual Sum for each Slave • Phylicians 
and Surgeons are occafionally called in when neceffary. On every Plantation there is a Houfe 
provided for the Sick, called a Sick Houfe, with a Nurfe to attend them, and Food and Suf- 
tenance proper and fuitable to their Diforders, all at the Expence of the Owner \ this is the Prac¬ 
tice—No Law for the Purpofe. The fame Provifion is made for them, and Care taken of them, 
when old and difordered, as when young and in Health j but there is nothing compulfory on 
their Mailers in fuch Cafes to do lo. 

What is the general Period of their Lives ? Is it of equal Duration with that of White Inha¬ 
bitants or Free Negroes ? 

No Difference in the Duration of their Lives. 

What is the Practice refpe< 5 ting the Marriage of Negro Slaves j and what are the Regulations 
concerning it ? 

They have no Marriage Ceremony, and pra&ife Polygamy. 

Can any Caufes be afiigned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves ? 

Can afiign no Caufc of a Certainty; perhaps excefiive Labour, and other Excefies and Indif- 
cretions of the Female Slaves. 

Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they reared ? 

There are many Children born of Negro Slaves, but not raifed in Proportion. 

Are the Children of Negro Slaves fubjett to any Difeafes to which the Children of White 
Inhabitants or Free Negroes are not equally fubjett j and if they are* to what Caufes is to be 
imputed ? 

They are not. 

Are Negro Slaves, or their Children, in general baptized ? 

Very few are baptized. 

What Religious Inflitutions are there for their Benefit, in each of the Iflands in the Weft 
Indies ? 

Sir William Codrington by his Will devifed a confiderable Plantation in this Ifiand, with the 
Slaves and Stock, to the Society for the Propagation of the Gofpel in Foreign Parts; among 
other Purpofes, for that of inftruding Negroes in the Fundamentals of the Chriftian Religion— 
This is the only Inftitution in Barbadoes. 

Are any Miffionaries fent from England for their Inftru&idn, and what has been their Succefs ? 
If unfuccefsful, to what Caufes is it to be attributed ? 

None fent from England—Some Moravians have occafionally come over and preached to the 
Negroes, but without Succefs, the Negroes paying little or no Attention to the Preachers. 

Are the Mifiionaries more fuccefsful in the Inftruflion and Converfion of Free Negroes, than 
in the Inftruttion and Converfion of Slaves—and to what Caufes is any Difference in this Refpeft 
to be imputed ?

We believe he does—The Soil in the French Iflands being much richer, and the Quantity of 
Land greater than in thofe of the Englifh, from whence they are able to raiie larger Quantities of 
Provifions for the Support of their Slaves than we are. 

Do not the French purcliafe from our Traders a great Proportion of the Negroes they want j 
and do they not pay a higher Price for them ? 

We believe they do—But they require fewer Negroes in the Cultivation of their Lands 
than we do.

We have not the Means of Information. 

Are the Ships which bring Negroes to the Britilh Iflands employed in carrying back the Pro¬ 
duce of thole Iflands to Europe ? 

We apprehend they are not. 

Can you fay what Proportion thefe Ships may make of the Number freighted from the 
Iflands ? 

We apprehend none of thefe Ships are freighted from the Iflands.

DOM PEDRO, kc. 

I M AKE known to all to whom this Law ftiall come. That, being defirous that in all 
the Dominions of my Crown, and towards all the Vafials and Subjects thereof, there 
Ihould be prafhfed what Reafon and Juftice prefcribe; being informed that, in the convey¬ 
ing of Negro Slaves from Angola to the Brafils, the Perfons concerned in the Lading and 
Matters of the Ships, employ Violence, in carrying them fo ftraitned and clofe together, 
that they are not only in Want of the Comfort necefiary to Life (the Prefervation of which 
is common to all, whether Freemen or Slaves); but, from the crowded Manner in which they 
are c.rried, it happens that they treat one another fo ill that many die, and the others 
that furvive arrive in a mod lamentable State: Having ordered this Matter to be taken into 
Confideration, by Perfons in every RefpeCb learned, praftifed, and intelligent in it, and 

being defirous to provide a Remedy to fo great a Mifchief, as it becomes the Service of God 

as my own, as well in regard to what Experience has fhewn, with refpeft to the Ships which 
load Negroes in Angola, as to what may happen in regard to thofe which are ufed to load 

at Cape Verd, St. Thome, and the other Conquetts •, 1 have been pleafed to refolve, that 

from henceforward no Negroes fhall be put on Board any Ships or other Vefiels, without a 
Meafurcment having been firft made of the Tonnage for Shelter, and the Decks for the 
People, and the Hold for the Provifions and Water, in the Manner following: 

CHAPTER i. 

All Ships that fail from this Port for Angola and any other of the Conquetts, to load 
Negroes, fhall be meafured here by the Minifters and other Officers and Perfons, as I 
have ordered to be declared in a Decree to the Ultramarine Council, which is to be complied 
with in every Kelpedt. 

C H A, P T E R 2. 

In the City of Porto, the Superintendant of the Douro fhall do this Office, and in his 
Default the Judge of the Cuftom Houfe, with the Feitor of the Galloons, the Patron Mor, and 
the Matter of the River; and, if it fhall appear to the faid Superintendant, or Judge of the 
Cuftom Houle, to be necefiary, they may fumrnon One or Two more Perfons of Zeal, Know¬ 
ledge, and Practice in this Matter. 


CHAPTER 3. 

In the other Ports, the Perfons who have fimilar Employments to thofe above mentioned, fhall 
obferve the fame Directions. 

CHAPTER 4. 

The Ships that fail from the Governments of Brafil or Maranham, for the faid Ports of 
the Conquetts fhall all'o be meafured at the Bahia, by the Provedor Mor of the Fazenda, 
the Procuraoor, with the Afiiftance of the Patron Mor and Matters of the River; in the 
other Provinces, by the Provedores of the Fazenda, and the general Ouvidores, with the 
faid Patrons Mor and Matters of the River, calling to their Afiitlance as far as Two more 
Perfons, of the Qualities already mentioned, if it fhould appear necefiary. 

CHAPTER 5. 

The Ships and all other Vefiels which fhall fail from Angola, Cape de Verd, and St. 
Thome, and the other Ports and Provinces where the Negroes are laden for any of the 
above-mentioned Governments, or for this Kingdom, fhall be meafured by the faid Minitters 
and Officers, although they ri ay already have been meafured at the Ports from whence they 
failed; declaring, nevenhelefs, that they are not to exceed the Meafurement already made;

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and, in making it of lefs Tonnage, and for a lefs Quantity of Negroes, they fhall comply with 
what fhall appear upon the laft and new Meafurement. 

CHAPTER 6. 

In making this Meafurement, the Tonnage of the VefTels to be laden with Negroes fhall 
be meafurtd along the Floor, as .well in the Decks and between Decks as on the Upper 
Deck, Chambers, Cabbins, Quarter Decks, and the other Upper Works, The Ships 
having Decks with Port Holes, whereby the Negroes can conveniently receive the free Air, 
there fhall be diftributed within fuch Decks Seven Perfons to Two Tons} but, in cafe they 
have not fuch Port Holes, there fhall be diftributed only Five Perfons to Two Tons. In 
the upper Parts the Ships may carry Five young Perfons, called Moleques for each Ton 
but not upon any Account to increafe this Number, or lefien the Quantity of Tonnage. 

CHAPTER 7. 

The faid Ships or VefTels fhall be obliged to have the necefiary Provifions to feed the 
Negroes Three Times a Day, and carry Water enough for them to drink each a Canada* 
a Day. 

CHAPTER 8. 

For this Purpofe, the Ships Holds fhall be meafured, making a Calculation of the Pro¬ 
vifions and Water that can be taken in, computing from Angola to Pernambuco 35 Days 
Voyage, to the Bahia 40, and to the Rio de Janeiro 50 Days, befides the Provifions and 
Water which may be necefiary for the Ship’s Company; and the fame Calculation fhall al¬ 
ways be made in the Proportion of Ten more, in the other Ports where the Negroes fhall be 
laden, in refpeft to the Time which it is cuftomary to be necefiary for the Ports for which 
they are laden. 


CHAPTER 9. 

The above-mentioned Calculation of Days fhall be determined from that on which they 
fhall fail from the Ports; and the Provifions and Water fhall be diftributed with fuch Care, 
that every one may have his complete Portion, avoiding ConfuGon and Wafte. 

CHAPTER 10. 

In cafe of Illnefs, they fhall be treated with all Charity and Love towards one’s Neigh¬ 
bours ; and fhall be feparated and carried to fuch a Part, where the necefiary Remedies for 
the Prefervation of Life can be adminiftered. 

CHAPTER 11. 

All thefe Ships fhall be obliged to carry a Prieft, to ferve as Chaplain, to fay Mafs at leaft 
upon Saints Days, and to aflift the dying. The Meafure of the Tonnage fhall be made by Iron 
bent Rods ftamped, which the Council fhall order to be made after the Model which is in 
the Ribeira das Noios of this City, and fhall fend them to all the Sea Ports of -the Con- 
quefts, and to the Ports within this Kingdom from whence Ships fail for thofe Places, that 
what is hereby direfled may be obferved in all of them, and that no Perfon may ahedge 
Ignorance in any Cafes that may occur. 


CHAPTER 12. 

The Meafurement of the Ships which arc to load, is to be entered in a Book by the 
Efcrivan of the Provederia, which all the Perfons above-mentioned are to fign ; and, after 
this is done, they fhall proceed to the Difpatch of the Negroes which are deftined for the Ship 
or Vefiel to be laden ; and there fhall never be two laden at the fame Time, in order that, under 
the Defcription of both, one may not carry more than its Proportion. 

CHAPTER 13. 

From the faid Book fhall be given, by the Efcrivan, a Certificate to every Mafter, Captain, 
or Commander of fuch Ships or VefTels, to be produced at the Ports where they are deftined; 
and this fame Order fhall be obferved, in regard to the Meafurements which are to be made m 
this Kingdom, and in the other Ports of the Conquefts from whence the Ships and VefTels fhall 
fail, to thofe where they are to load, to be produced, before a Second Meafurement is made,

The Matters and Captains of Ships and Veflels who (hall load more Negroes than (hall bfi 
£• 225. allotted to them by the Meafurement, (hall pay Two Thoufand Crowns Penalty, and double the 
Value of the faid Negroes, One Half for my Treafury, and the other Half for thofe who (hall 
inform or accufe, and (hall be tranfported Ten Years for India; and the fame Punilhment (hall 
be inflicted upon the Owners of the Barks, and the Perfons who may have carried the Negroes 
to the faid Ship and Veflels.

That, to the Inquiry into their Conduit during their Refidence (Ar¬ 
ticles of which (hall be drawn up, for the Anfwers of the laid Governors, Ouvidors, and other 
Miniftcrs to whom the Knowledge and Execution of this Law may belong) there be added, 
that the Magiftrates fhould in a particular Manner alk them, whether they have obferved 
and complied with it j and I order my Great Chancellor to caufe it to be publilhed in the 
Chancery, and that it be regiftered in the Books of the Defembargo do Papo, Cafa da Supli- 
cafao, Relafao of Porto, and of the Bahia, and in other Parts where fuch Laws are accuftomed 
to be regiftered j but, as there is not Time for it to be publilhed and printed, and Copies to be 
fent under my Seal to the Diftriits of this Kingdom and its Conquefts, in the ufual Form, on 
Account of the Departure of the Ships vihich fail for thefe Conquefts, the faid Copies (hall 
be fent there by my Ultramarine Council, in order that the Governors, Ouvidors, Provedors of 
the Fazenda, may comply with it, and carry it into Execution, notwithftanding the Want of 
the faid Formalities, and of any Ordinance to the contrary.

T_T IS Majefty’s Commands, fignified in your Lordlhip’s Difpatch of the 30 OCtober, 
^ relative to the Slave Trade carried on in Egypt, has, from that Moment, occupied 
my mod ferious Attention} and I have already drawn a Memorial, for the Information 
of the Lords of the Committee of Council for Trade, which makes Part of this Difpatch. 
Your Lordlhip’s Requifitions extend to Matters not yet fufficiently in my Pofiefiion to 
work upon ; but I lhall lofe no Time in obtaining them, and of obeying your Injunctions, 
to the belt of my Skill. The Subjeft of the Slave Trade being nearer my Reach, and 
feeming to be a Topic of prefent Inveftigation, I have thought it my Duty to tranfmit 
my Information upon that Point without Delay. If any Thing more is required, I (hall 
be anxious to obey your Lordlhip’s Commands.

N D Firft. To diftinguifh between the Slaves of Ada, and thofe of Africa. 

The Slaves of Afia are brought from Georgia, Mingrelia, Cirraflia, and the Borders of 
Perfia They are of that Race of Men from which the Janifiaries, fo victorious and invincible 
in the Hiftory of the Turks, were conllantly felefted. They do not lofe the Name of 
Slave when they are bought in Egypt; for the Appellation of Mamaluk, which is given 
them, fignifies it; but inftead, it confers a Title to reign. Their Number, in all Fgypr, 
do^s not now exceed Four thoufand ; and the Annual Importation, fince Rufiia has aflcrted 
the Independency of their Native Provinces, does not furpafs One hundred. The Beys, 
who originated from the fame Fount, are generally their Purchafers. They become, by this 
Aft, of the Body of Mamalukes, efpoufe the Mufiulmao Religion, are trained to Arms, 
and ftart tn a Career which infallibly leads the valiant and expert to Grandeur and Power. 

In the Time of Ali Bey, their Numbers afcended to Ten thoufand; but his Wars, and 
the Spirit of Contention and Rebellion he left behind him, has wafted them to their preftnt 
State. The Sources of their Replenilhment too, being obftrufted, we are haftenng to the 
Period which will extinguifti them quite, and leave Egypt naked to any Power which may be 
preparing to fubdue it. 

The African Slaves, on the contrary, are brought to ferve. They retain their Charafte- 
riftic Title of Alid, fignifying Property Slave; and their Colour, diverfifi d only by a few 
Shades, is Black. Their Condition, however, in Egypt, is mild ; for whether from Fluma- 
jnity or intereft, whether Nature or good Stnfe, it is remarkable that the r Matters treat ihcm 
with a parental Tendernefs, adopt them with Confidence, entruft them with the Manage¬ 
ment of their Concerns, marry them, and, in Faft, purfue this Plan of Benevolence to the 
laft. We fee in Return, generally fpeaking, a Devotion, an Attachment, a Fidelity, which 
nothing can remove. We fee a Gravity in their Demeanour, which Items the Election of 
the Mind. We fee a Difcernment in their Aftions, which is not far from Refinement. Yet 
thefe Men are Slaves, Negroes of that fame Nurfery, from whidi our Plantations are fupphed, 
and confidered as being barely pofieffed of the Form only of Men. 

It is true, that in this Country they are not wanted for the laborious Duties of Life : 
The Native Peafantry dees all that; and of courfe the Numbers Annually imported are in- 
confiderable, compared with the aftonifhingJDrains for the Weft Ind es. 1 am well aflured 


that they do not exceed Five thoufand, cornprifing Male and Female: of which the latter 

are 
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arc the greater Part. They are taken in the Kingdoms of Sernar, Darfour, Fezane, and 
Abyfiinia; and the fmalleft Number, though, on Account of their Docility, the moft defired, 
is from Abyfiinia. 

The Slave in Fgypt is completely at the Mercy of his Matter; but I cannot learn, from all 
my Information, a Angle Inliance of any ralh or revengeful Exercife of that Power. The 
Matter fays, 1 can dilpofe of him if he difpleafes me—why fhould I deftroy my Property ? 
And the Slave can fay. My Matter is cruel; proclaim me in the Market, (i. e. Soke il Sultan) 
and he mutt: be fold. 

This leems a Contradiction to the abfolute Power of the Matter; but there is fo much 
Odium in this barbarous Country, attending the Infliction of Death upon a Slave, that 
a Claim to Mercv has the Voice of the Law—What Harm can refult from this Order 
of Things?—Will the Slave capricioufly fay. Sell me? He does but,change one Matter for 
another. Or will the Matter fuffer by parting with a difeontented Slave ?—I fee no great 
Danger of Abufe from this Lenity in our Government of Slaves; nor does Experience con¬ 
tradict me. But how it would be in our Iflands, where the Labour is heavy, where the Food 
is unwholefome, where the Irafcibility of the Matter is provoked bv the very Nature of the 
Service, I fee the Propriety of the Rule giving Way to the Diverfity of the Cafe. The fcvil 
Items to follow the fatal Necefllty which it ferves. Matters might be lefs exigent of La¬ 
bour, and temper better the Necefiity which conftrains. It might be providenr even to facri- 
fice a few Hoglheads of Sugar to the Prefervation of the Slaves. They fhould remember, 
that of all Men thefe Savages are born moft free; that to pafs from perfect Freedom to the 
moft tyrannic Servitude, is not the eafieft Tranfition of Life; that thefe Slaves feel keenly 
the Sentiment of their Fate, a thoufand lnftances of their preferring Death in its moft deipe- 
rate Forms fufficiently evinces: And (hall Englifhmen trample upon this Sentiment! treat it 
as a Spirit of Revenge! Englifhmen, who glory in this CharaCteriftic ! Whofe B. a't is Deirh 
or Liberty ! I fhould hope the Example of the Turks might operate to foften the Condition of 
the poor Men fubjeCled to our Service ; and if there are necefiary Evils which mutt be com¬ 
plied with, at leaft that the Submiflion to them fhould be fo tempered with all poflible Huma¬ 
nity as to make it fupportable. 

The few Slaves that are caftrated for the Service of the Seraglio, and for other People in 
Power, do not undergo that abominable Fate until they arrive in Upper Fgypt, where I am 
informed it is a Cophti Family who have exercifed that Profefiion from Father to Son for a 
long Time; who continue to Jive by their Dexterity in that Practice; but the Numbers do 
not exeeed T wenty Annually. * 

The Caravan, which is the Vehicle of this particular Commerce, is Annual, and vifits, as I 
have faid before, the Kingdoms of Sernar, Darfour, Fazane, and Abyfiinia—They take with 
them Coral, Venetian Glals, Beads, and other Ware, Mufket Barrels, and Linen of the Manu¬ 
facture of Egypt, and exchange them for the Slaves, for Gold Duft, Gums, Elephants Teeth, 
Tamarinds, and Oftrich Leathers.—The Value of this Commerce altogether amounts to about 
One Hundred Thoufand Pounds ; but is capable, in the Opinions of moft Men, were the Go¬ 
vernment of Egypt fatourable to Commerce, of infinite Enlargement. 

Egypt difpatches too. Annually, a confiderable Caravan to Mecca ; its Foundation is for holy 
Purpoles, but is encouraged likewife in ObjeCls of Commerce fo much, that the Merchandize 
exported and received by this Caravan enjoys a perfeCt Exemption from Duty. It employs 
about Six Thoufand Camels, and takes to Mecca and Gedda ordinary Linens, Coral, Beads, 
Amber, Cochineal, French Cloth, Quick Silver, Pimento, Tinfel, German Dollars, and Ve¬ 
netian Sequins. The Value of thefe Articles amounts to about One Hundred Thoufand 
Pounds, and they are exchanged for India Goods, Muflins, Surat Stuffs, rich Shawls, and 
Coffee.— But this is but a fmall Portion of the Trade carried on from Cairo to Gedda. The 
other Part is carried on by Sea, and employs upwards of Fifty Ships of Two Hundred Tons 
Burthen each, and lome of a Thoufand Tons.—The Amount of this Commerce keeps in Circu¬ 
lation not lefs than Three Millions of Pounds Sterling

There is likewife an almoft conftant Intercourfe by Caravans between Cairo and Syria, com- 
pofed generally of One Hundred Camels each. They bring Cotton, Silk, and Soap, and take 
away Linens, Coffee, and Money. The Annual Amount of this Commerce may be Fifty 
Thoufand Pounds Sterling. 

Another Caravan comes Annually with the Subjefts of the King of Morocco, from Fez 
and Morocco. It is commonly compofed of about Five Thoufand Camels to carry the Mer¬ 
chandize, and of about Fifteen Thoufand Mules for the Travellers. Tney bring Gold 
Duft and mafiive Currency, Silver in Bars; and they take in Return India Goods and Raw 

Silk. 
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Silk. Tne Amount of this Branch is about One Hundred Thoufand Pounds annually. Part 
of this Caravan pafies on to Mecca, and Part remains to tranfad: Bufinefs, and to return with 
the Return of the Caravan. 

I know of no other Caravans immediately Commercial. What are called Caravans from Suez 
to Cairn, and from Place to Place, in the Dominion of Egypt, are merely Caravans of Tranf. 
port. The Camels are fupplied by the Arabs, who conftantly encompafs all fertile Countries 
bordering upon the Defart, and who draw a very ample Subfiftence from this Tranfport Service; 
but they are not always contented with this. They are conftantly finding Pretences for War, 
or, more properly fpe iking, for Rapine, and become as hurtful by their Depredations as they 
are uleful in the other Senfe. 

So far I have endeavoured to obey the immediate Requifitions at the Head of this Memorial; 
and, by a Statement of Things, as near the Truth as the Nature of the Subjett will admit. I 
am taking Meafures to come at fuch Materials as may be depended upon, to fatisfy the further 
Enquiries concerning what other Circumftances may tend to throw Light on the Nature and 
Extent of this Commerce, and on the Condition, Population, State of Cultivation, and Go¬ 
vernment of the Countries in relation with it, and will do my bell to do it well. I can fo far 
fay, that an Englilh Gentleman, by the Name of Roberts, is at Cairo, determined to vific 
Abyflinia, and with whom I am in fuch good Intelligence, as warrants me to promife rr.yfelf 
every interefting Information he can procure. He is a very fenfible old Man, of a liberal Mind, 
and loves his Country. I could already give a general Idea of theSubjed, from frequent Con¬ 
ventions with People by fome Means acquainted with it; but where Fa£ts can be obtained, I 
imagine the V\ ifh of Adminiftration muft be to be lo afcertained, rather than be troubled with 
Reports which may be contradicted.

the Caravans are confiderable ; though fome Years the Quantity does not arrive to Half that 
Number, of which there is feldom upwards of One hundred or One hundred and Fifty, Men 
and Boys, and thofe not caftrated, the Women Slaves being much more ufeful in the Moorilh 
Families. The Godempfis fometimes bring with them Four or Five caftrated Black Boys, 
whom they difpofe of among the principal People here at a very exorbitant Rate ; but when 
fuch are wanted, they are particularly commiflioned from the Levant. The only Articles 
of Commerce which are brought by thefe Caravans into this Kingdom are Senna, Gold Duft, 
Oftrich Feathers, and at Times a few Elephants Teeth. The mod confiderable Article, 
which is the Senna, they bring during the Year generally to the Amount of Three thoufand 
Hundred Weight to Gerba, which being the firft Place on the Confines of this Kingdom 
where they flop, they are there generally forced to difpofe of at lead Two thirds of their 
Quantity to the Governor of faid Place, by which Means there is feldom above One thou¬ 
fand Hundred Weight arrives at Tunis, which being made little Ule of here, is generally 
fold from about £.3. 10 to £.4. Sterling per Hundred Weight, and Ihipped from hence 
for Europe. The Quantity of Gold Dull: that is brought feldom amounts to the Value of 
£ 500 Sterling, and the Ofttich Feathers are of little Importance, as the Quantity does not 
exceed One hundred unplucked Skins yearly, which are lold from Five to Six Pounds 
Sterling each Skin. 


Extratl of a Letter from James M. Matra Efqutre , His Majejly's Conful at Tangiers, to the 
Right honourable Lord Sydney ; dated Tangiers , 28th March 1789. 

THE Caravan Trade from Morocco to Guinea proceeds no farther South than to Tam¬ 
buCtoo, the Capital of Negro Land. This Town is, I believe, a general Rendezvous, not only 
for the People of this Country, but likewife for the Traders of Algiers, Tunis, and Tripoli, 
who, as I am told, go through Oledulgerid, and pafs the Confines of Tafilet; the Blacks too, 
from the Northern Banks of Senegal, rendezvous at TambuCtoo. 

Thefe Caravans confift of from One to Three hundred Perfons. The Merchants from the 
Northward meet at Tafilet; thole from the Southward at Suz. Thofe of Tafilet penetrate the 
Dcfarts of Zhara ; they are conveyed and protected by the Arabs from One Cad to another, till 
they arrive at TambuCtoo. The Arabs are rewarded for the Protection which they give in Pro¬ 
portion to the Number of each Caravan, and the Value of its Merchandize. 

They who depart from Suz go with a fimilar Protection through that Province to Fatta, which 
is adjacent to the Provinces of Dra, Zenhaga, and to the Delarts of Zhara. 

The D’tftance from Fatta to TambuCtoo is the Journey of about Fifty-five Days for a Caravan, 
Two Defarts muft be palled, One in Four Days, the other in Nine; and on this Account afuf- 
ficient Number of Camels to carry Water muft be provided. 

The principal Articles of Commerce of thefe Caravans are Tobacco and Salt; the former 
is from Mequinez and Tafilet, where great Quantities are produced; the Salt is from Tan- 
denny. Twenty Days from TambuCtoo, 1 know not in what Direction: It is an Article abfo- 
lutely necefiary for the Inhabitants of TambuCtoo, and the neighbouring Countries, which are 
thus lupplied with it. 

The European Merchandize, conveyed by thefe Caravans, confifts of moft of the Articles 
imported into this Country; but, on account of the Expence of Carriage, thofe of the leaft 
Weight are feleCted ; viz. fine Scarlet and Crimfon Cloths, Silefia Linens, Dutch and French. 
Britannias, fine Irifh Linen, but not in great Quantity, Cambricks, Cloves, Nutmegs, Coral 
Beads, large Amber Beads, Venetian Beads of various Sorts, Cowries, Orlando Paper, Spico 
Celtico, Brafs-Wire, Needles, and Dutch or Nuremberg Gilt Paper Looking-Glafies. 

The Returns from TambuCtoo are Gold Duft, Ivory, Slaves, and Gum; the Gum is the 
fame Sort as that from Senegal. Thefe Caravans in their Progrefs have alfo a flight 
Trade with the Arabs, with whom they exchange Alhaiques and Blue Linens for Oftrich 
Feathers. 

The Number of Slaves Annually imported into this Empire from TambuCtoo is eftimated at 3 
or 4000, the greater Part of whom are fold at Malcara, and in the Neighbourhood of Algiers : 
They probably all come from the fame Country, as they fpeak the fame Language.^ Eu¬ 
nuchs are brought by thefe Caravans: They are of a Country called Bambara, Thirty Days 
diftant from TambuCtoo. My Intelligence concerning that Country is infignificant. The 
King of it, I am informed, will give from Twelve to Twenty Eunuchs for One Horfe. 
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No Eunuchs are made in this Country; a few'are brought occafionally from Turky or 
Egypt, as Prefenis to the Emperor. During the Reign of Jlmael there were about 800 in 
the Imperial Seraglios} now, I believe, there is not ico. The Emperor permits nobody to 
keep them, but he lometimes prcfents One or Two to either of his Sons, as a very great 
Mark of his Favour. 1 have no Doubt that they are bought, but not cadrated, at Tambuc- 
too •, bot the ’nformation I have had relative to them is neither clear nor extenfive. I have 
been aiTured by a Gentleman who has been long acquainted with the Province of Senegal, that 
none arc made there, nor in its Neighbourhood. He knows that there is a Place on the 
Northern Banks of that River, called Bambarina} and only knows that good Horfes are much 
valued there. 

It has not yet been in my Power to procure any probable Information of the Annual 
Amount of this Commerce. There are D faculties apparently infuperab e between me and 
the Knowledge of this Subjeft. The Moors keep no Books} a dark and myfterious Veil is 
drawn over all pecuniary Property in this Country, to conceal it from the keen, unrelenting 
Eye of an avaricious and rapacious Mailer; but I am dill endeavouring to procure, from 
thofe Moors who keep Memorandums of their Property, an Account of what they take with 
them and bring back, when they make a Part of thefe Caravans. A few fuch Documents, 
with the general Number of the Pcrfons who compofe the Caravans, may enable us to make 
probable Calculations of me Value of this Commerce. 1 (hall continue my Enquiries, and 1 
if they produce any important Information, 1 lhall not fail to communicate it to your 
Lord Ih ip. 

The Caravans to the South have decreafed very confiderably for many Years. Their Decay 
originates from a great Diminution in the Number of Slaves imported. The Black Army 
at one Time in Muly Ifmael’s Reign w.s fuppofed to be 180,000 Men •, more than 120,000 
were errolled at his Death. The conftant Civil Wars from that Period to Thirty-two Years 
ago, and the Determination of the Emperors almod to annihilate that Army, have now reduced 
their Number to 13,000 Men, and they are not recruited. 

I am afraid ic will be impracticable for me to procure your Lordfhip an Account of the 
lead Accuracy of the Population of the interior Parts of this Country. Such an Accounc 
fecms unattainable, even by the Power of the Emperor. The Arabs, or the Inhabitants of 
the Country in its mountainous Parts fix their Tents in the mod inaccefiible Heiohts. In 
the Plains, from Ten to Forty Families form a Village; they cultivate Grain, and a few 
Fruits and Vegetables. They remain on one Spot till its natural Fertility and Plenty are ex- 
hauded, or till the Alcaide grows too extorting and oppreflive ; they then remove their Tents 
to fome didant Quarter. Hence you may travel by a Road, each Side of which is crowded 
with Arab Villages. If you pals the fame Way a Month after, not a Vedige of them may 
remain. 

The Towns of the Empire are in a State not lefs precarious. Their Inhabitants are in a 
Moment removed from their fixed Habitations by the Jealoufy of their Mader. The Em¬ 
peror perhaps chufes to build a new Town ; to people it the Inhabitants of another are 
brought from a great Didance. Such Manoeuvres are a Part of his Policy : A confider- 
able Number of his Subje&s, long and intimately connected, he thinks dangerous to his 
Repofe. 

The migrating State of what is properly called the Country, prevails from the Eadem 
Boundary to Santa Cruz along the Coad, and from the Capitals of Mequinez, Fez, and Mo¬ 
rocco, to the Shore. In moll of thofe Quarters, though the Emperor’s Sovereignty is ac¬ 
knowledged, it is refided : He colle&s his Tribute by an Army. In my Time near 20,000 
Mea were neceffary to fecure the Dependance of a People but Two Days didant from Morocco. 
In fliort, the Peafants pay nothing but when an Army dronger than themfelves are employed* 
as Revenue Officers. r ; 

The Emperor has very little Power to the Ead of Tetuan, and none to the South of Santa 
Cruz, or to the Diftance of an Inland Journey of Two Days from Morocco, except the Pro¬ 
vince of Tafilet. _ r 

The Arabs without that Line are Species of Republics, under the Government of a Chief 
of their own Race, whom they chufe for his Sandlity, his Valour, or his Wifdom. Even to the 
Emperor they would on any Occafion pay but a tranfitory Refpeft; they acknowledge him as 
the Defendant of Mahomet, as Chief of their Religion, but they will not furrender to him 
their Liberty: they will not admit his immediate, aftive, and political Sovereignty. 

Such is the State of the Country to Tambuftoo, a Diftrifl which, as the Traders inform 
me, is inhabited by a civilized and quiet People, and abounds with large unfortified Towns. 
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The Inhabitants, though they do not acknowledge the Sovereignty of the Emperor of 
Morocco, yet publicly pray for the Profperuy of his Reign, a Ceremony which in this 
Country" as ftrongly ratifies Empire on the one Hand and Subjection on the other, as a Corona- 

tion in Europe. 

Their Chiefs have not the Title of King; they are faid to be Defendants of the Generals 
fent thither by Muly Ifmael and Muly Hamet Dahebby : They receive a fmal 1 Prefent from 
the Merchants, Jn Return for the Privilege granted to trade with them. They have Civil 
Judges, and Juftice is faid to be adminiftered to them with great Integrity. 

The Country is fruitful, and produces much Corn and Rice near the Rivers or Lakes, I fup- 
pofe, for l am informed it never rains there : it abounds likewife with Cattle and Sheep; 
the former arc of a large and Buffalo Kind. 

In purfuing the Points which your Lordlhip did me the Honour to propofe as the Objeas

It was to this Settlement the Emperor alluded in his Letter to the Confuls, which I had 
the Honour to tranfmit to your Lordlhip, in my N° 25 of laft Year : It is there called Gad.r 

Andar. 

I have not been able to learn any Particulars of this Eftablilhment 1 but if the Moors are to be 
credited, the Right of Settlement has been purchafed from the Arab Chiefs: The Chnftuns 
remain there the Year round, and trade for Slaves, Gold, Ivory, and Gum.

amenable to the ettablithed Jurifdiaion of the Eland; and in what Manner are they 

tr is no local Law rcttraining the Power of Matters in the Correaion of Slaves ; but 

the Power is general^ admitted to be hmilar to that of a Matter over an indented Servant 
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or Apprentice in England. For petty Offences Slaves are amenable to the Jurifdidlion of 
Juftices of the Peace, and are liable to Whipping ; but in Capital Cafes they are tried by 
Jury. 

4th. To what Penalties are their Mailers, or thofe who aft under them, fubjedt, if they 
tranfgrefs the Laws made for the Protedlion of Slaves, or in any Refpedt exercife Adis of 
Cruelty towards them and to what Courts are they in fuch Cafes amenable ? 

The Treatment of Slaves in this Colony has been fuch as to render a local Law, affording 
them Proredtion againll their Mailers, unneceffary : Indeed an Adi palled about Sixty Years 
ago, at a Time of public Apprehenlion, impoftng a Fine of Ten Pounds only on a Mailer for 
killing his Slave. This Adi, however, has never been drawn into Pradtice ; and as our Code of 
Laws is now under Revifion, it is to be prelumed will be repealed.

Slaves, when at home, are generally fed at their Mailers Expence j when hired as Mecha¬ 
nics, Sailors, or Labourers, they are fed at the Expence of their Employers, and as White People 
in a fimilar Line -, Domellic and Field Negroes partake of the Fare of the Family, as Servants 
in other Countries. 

dth.vHow arc they cloathed, lodged, and fecured againll the Inclemency of the Seafon ?_ 

State the Law and the Pradtice. 

They are generally cloathed, lodged, and fecured againll the Inclemency of the Seafon, as 
well as the lower Clafs of White People. 

7th. Are any Days or Hours in Days fet apart, in which the Slaves may labour for them* 
felves ?—State the Law and the Pradtice. 

Slaves being cloathed and fed at their Mailers Expence, have no Hated Allowance of Time ; 
but reafonable Indulgences in that Refpedl are generally granted them. 

8th. What is the Annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman and 
Child, at different Ages refpedtively ? 

The Annual Maintenance of an adult Male Slave, whether Mechanic, Sailor, Filherman 
or Labourer, is computed to be from Thirty to Sixty Spanilh Milled Dollars—that of Do- 
meftics, as well Adults as Children, varies according to the Situation of their Owners : They 
however partake of the Fare of the Family, and are generally as well provided for as the lower 
Clafs of White People. 

9th. Have they any Portions of Land alligned them for the foregoing Purpofe ?—-State the 
Law and the Pradtice. 

They have not. 

10th. Are many Negroes ufually let out to Hire—in what Numbers, and on what Con¬ 
ditions ? 

Slaves are generally hired fingly, and as White People, by the Day or Month; that is to 
fay. Labourers from One Fifth to One Quarter of a Spanilh Dollar per Day ; Sailors from Six 
to Eight Dollars per Month; and Mechanics from Half to a whole Dollar per Day, exclufive 
of Vidtuals and Drink. 

nth. Are they fubjedt to any particular Difeafes, to which White Inhabitants or Free 
Negroes are not fubjedt ? And if they are fo fubjedt, aflign the Caufes. 

They are not. 

12th. What Care is taken of them in Sicknefs? Are there any Laws or Regulations for 
that Purpofe ? W hat Provilion is made for them when old or difabled ? And are their Matters 
obliged in fuch Cafes to maintain them ? 

Proper Care is taken of Slaves when Tick, though there is no Law to compel it; and, 
when old or difabled, they have ever been maintained at the Expence of their Owners.

No affured Maintenance or Place of Reception for indigent Perfons, either Whites or 
Blacks.

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13th. What is the general Period of their Lives ? Is it of equal Duration with that of the 
White Inhabitants or Free Negroes ? 

The Period of their Lives is in general equal to that of the White Inhabitants or Free 
Negroes. 

What is the Practice refpefting the Marriage of Negro Slaves, and what are the 
Regulations concerning it ? 

Slaves are fond of domeftic Lives, and form early Connexions, but have no Ceremony of 
Marriage. 

15th. Can any Caufes be afiigned which impede the natural Increafe of Negro Slaves ? 

The natural Increafe of Slaves is fubjeX to no Impediment. 

16th. Are many Children born of Negro Slaves, and in what Proportion are they 
reared ? 

Female Slaves are equally prolific with the White Women, and their Children reared in 
a like Proportion. 

17th. Are the Children of Negro Slaves fubjeX to any Difeafes, to which the Children 
of White Inhabitants or Free Negroes are not equally fubject; and it they are, to what Caufe 
is it to be imputed? 

They are not. 

18th. Are Negro Slaves, or their Children, in general baptized ? 

They are not generally, but tometimes by particular Application. 

Lieut. Governor’s Remark. 

Very few in thefe Ifiands; fome Matters objeX to it, as thinking their Slaves thould 
not be too knowing. 

19th. What Religious Inftitutions are there for their Benefit in each of the I (lands in 
the Weft Indies ? 

In every Church there is a Place fet apart for the Reception of Slaves, which they occupy at 
Difcretion. 

Lieut. Governor’s Remark. 

No Lecturing, no Catechizing, no Exhortations, addretted in particular to Slaves. 


20th. Are any Mittionaries fent from England for their InftruXion, and what has been 
their Succefs: If unfuccefsful, to what Caules is it to be attributed? 

No Miflionary is known in this Colony. 

21 ft. Are the Miflionaries more fuccefsful in the Inftruction and Converfion of Free 
Negroes than in the InftruXion and Converlion of Slaves ? And to what Caules is any Dif¬ 
ference in this RefpeX to be imputed ? 

Anfwered in the preceding. 

22d. With refpeX to Negro Slaves and Free Negroes, what is the Proportion between 
Males and Females? 

The Proportion between Males and Females in Slaves is nearly the fame as in Free 
Negroes. 

43d. What is the Average Value of a Country-borh Negro Man and Woman, and what 
the Average Value of an imported Negro Man and Woman ? 

No Slaves are imported from Africa, and few or hone from any other Quaftef. The Ave¬ 
rage Value of a Male Country-born Slave (a Labourer) is One hundred and Eighty Spanifh 
Milled Dollars, and that of a Female One hundred and Twenty. 

24th. Has the Produce of each of the Iflands increafed in Proportion to the increafed 
Number of Negro Slaves} and if it has not lb increafed, what Reafon is to be afiigned 
for it ? 

The Produce of this Colony has not increafed in Proportion to the increafed Number of 
Slaves, as the Males are generally employed in coIleXing Materials for Ship and Houfe 
Building, in gathering Salt at Turks I (land, in Navigation, and in different Branches of Me¬ 
chanics, and not in the Cultivation of the Sod.

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Lieut. Governors Remark. 

Numbers of Slaves are maintained by their own voluntary feeking Employment, the 
Owners being fatisfied with receiving a Weekly Sum, not enquiring how it was pro¬ 
cured } this is one principal Caufe of Connivance at Irregularities. 


What Number of Acres has been in Cultivation in each Year, diftinguifhing the 
Proportion of Acres that has been appropriated to the Culture of Sugar, Cotton, Coffee, 
Ground Provifions, &c. ; and what has in each Year been the Produce thereof refpe&ively ?

The Soil is chiefly appropriated to the Growth of Cedar Timber, and to Grazing: Some 
fmall Part has been always applied to the raifing of Ground Provifion; and of late fome At¬ 
tempts have been made to raife Cotton, which promife Succefs. From the Mildnefs of the 
Climate, there is no Reafon to doubt that the Labour of Europeans and Free Negroes would 
be fully equal to the Culture of the Lands. 

Could an European Conftitution fubfift in fuch a Climate, under the Labour necef- 
fary for cultivating a Weft India Plantation?

Intereft operating on the Matter’s Mind, is a more powerful 
Safeguard to the Negro than any legal Reftraint. But if any 
Perfon fhould wantonly, without Caufe, and with any Cir- 
cumftances of Cruelty, put an Fnd to his Slave’s Life, he is 
liable to a Penalty of £. 15. See N° 82. Cl. 19. Bbbds. Pr 4 
Laws.

If any Man kill another’s Slave, he mutt pay to the Owner 
double his Value, and into the public Treafury £. 25, be 
bound by the next Juflice of the Peace to his good Behaviour, 
during the Pleafure of the Governor and Council. If he 
kills another Man’s Slave by Accident, he is only liable to 
the Owner’s Aftion at Law; and if a Negro is ftruck, or 
any Ways ill ufed by any Perfon, except his Matter, the 
Perfon offending is liable to the Owner’s Action. For the 
Death of Slaves killed by Night out of the common Road, 
ftealing or attempting to fteal, no Perfon is lnbjedt to Pe¬ 
nalty, videN° 82. Cl. 19. They are liable to their Matter's 
Punifhment for all fuch Offences, as are not otherwife pro¬ 
vided againft by the Laws (which are committed againft him 
or his Intereft, or within the Limits of his Property), viz. 
Breach of Truft, Defertion, Afts of Violence towards their 
Fellow Slaves, &c. They are amenable to the eftablilhed 
Jurifdiftion of the Country, in common with the White In¬ 
habitants of lhe Ifland, for all Offences againft the Peace of 
Society. For fuch as are not Capital, the Punifhment be¬ 
fore a Magiftrate is limited to 39 Lafhes, who is himfelf 
competent to take Cognizance of thefe.

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tor them. The Hurricane put an End to the Lives of forrie 
Thoufands. Epidemical Difeafes break out fomerimes wirh 
Violence in this Climate, and carry off vail Numbers-, the 
grown People fall Vidims to Dyfentcries, and Fevers of a 
flow, nervous, or putrid Kind, and the Children to putrid 
Sore Throats. It is to be obferved, that the Negroes of a 
Plantation all live in little Towns (and fetting afide the 
Confideration of all Towns being inimical to Population, 
•which Obfervation muff hold good more ttrongly here than 
in colder Climates), their Houles being fo much nearer each 
other, and it is found fo impolfible to give ihem a due Senfe of 
the Danger of Intercourfe with the Sick, they are much more 
in the Way of communicating a Difeafe one to the other than 
the loweft Clafs of White Inhabitants, who are more cautious, 
and live all feparate from each other, either as Tenants on 
detached Pieces of Land belonging to the Plantations, or as 
Occupiers of little Parcels of Ground, appertaining to them- 
felves. Another Caule why infectious Difeafes are more 
quickly communicated, and do more Mitchicf among them, 
is their Want of Cleanlinefs, and that in thole Kelpects chac 
no Care or Attention of their Mailers can entirely prevent. 
Negroes are fuperflitioufly attached to the Burial Places of 
their Anceltors and Friends. Thefe are generally as near as 
can be to the Houfes in which they live. It is frequent ro 
inter a near Relation under the Bed-place on which they fleep, 
an unwholefome and dangerous Practice, which they would 
think it the utmoft Tyranny to alter. Thele Houles aie in 
many Eftates injudicioufly placed in unwholefome Situations* 
where the Negroes are perpetually, in Spite of every Care, 
decreafing ; and to alter that Situation, to remove their Habi¬ 
tations unto healthier Spots, has been found, Torn that 
very Attachment I have mentioned above, a mod dangerous 
Experiment. One of the worthieft, mod humane, and exem¬ 
plary Characters in this Ifland, lod, as I have been given to 
underdand, 50 Negroes in One Year, merely Irom their 
Houfes being removed from one Part of his Ldate to the other. 
For though they feem to have no Svdem of Religion, nothing 
like the Worfliip of any Deity, in fome Indances their Super- 
llition is inconceivable; and the Influence which the Obeah 
Men (a Set of Mifcreants whom it would be difgracing the 
Word to call Prieds, but who pretend to fupernatural Power) 
have over the Minds of the African Negroes more parti¬ 
cularly, has no Limits; and to their mercenary or revengeful 
Spirit, as the Cafe happens. Numbers every Year fall Sacrifices. 
In enumerating the Caufes of the Decreale of Negroes, I can¬ 
not forbear mentioning the Operation of our Laws of Extent 
as one not among the fmalled. Under the Authority of 
thefe. Creditors have a Right to bring the Negroes, Cattle, 
and Stock, and Moveables of every Kind of a Plantation, to 
public Sale by the Marlhal, for the SatisfaCfion of their Debts-, 
and by thefe Means the poor Negroes are not only torn away 
for ever from their old Homes, but feattered over the Face of 
the Country in the Pofledion of new Proprietors, and fepa- 
rated at great Didances from their Friends, fometimes their 
Relations, for ever; a Pradice neceffarily tending to embitter 
their Lives, and to fhorten their Days: Add to this, that as no 
Negro is certain it may not one Day or other be his Fate, he 
becomes more indifferent of Futurity, and more carelefs of 
himfelf and Children -, fo that I cannot help thinking myfclf, 
that no one Meafure is more likely to tend to the future In- 
ereafe of Slaves than an Ad of the Ifland which fhould infe- 
parably attach them to the Land on which they live. It is fo 
generally allowed, that when a People increafcs in Numbers, 
the Condition of that People Is prolperous and eafy, that one 
is but too apt to conclude that the Convcrfe of the Propofition 
will prove the dired contrary Fad; anil on this Account I 
have enlarged fo much on this Subjed, fince it cannot be 
denied that the Number of our Slaves in general throughout

The Price of Negroes, as well as other Commodities, vary; 
and fome are infinitely more valuable than others. There 
was a Time, and that only a few Years ago, when the uni- 
verfal Diftrefs of this Community, arifing from a Variety of 
Caufes, the War, the Hurricane, a Succeflion of dry Years, 

and 
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and the Depredations committed by Herds of new and befbiC 
unheard-of Tribes of mifehievous Vermin, was fo great, that 
Negroes, whom indeed few were in Condition at any Rate to 
purchafe, fold for at leaft a Third lefs than in any of the other 
I Hands. By the Blefiing of God, the worft of thete Evils 
having ceafed, and more favourable Seafons having affifted 
the Planter, the Value of Slaves is nearly as great here now as 
elfewhere. It may be faid, that the Average Value of * Native 
Negro Man, at the prefent Time, is £.go that of a Vv oman 
from /.70 to £-75i and it may be laid alfo, that the Average 
Value of a Native Negro, as to that of an imported One, is as 
T wo to One.

The Produce of thefe Iflands is, like that of all other Coun- 
tries, variable and irregular, depending upon many natural 
Caufcs, but ejeteris paribus^ where the gr^at Obftacle to the In-

To anfwer this Queftion in any fatisfaftory Manner is 
hardly pofiible. It can only be faid, that the regular Plan is 
this; each Eftate is, according to its Circumftances, divided 
into’cane and Plantable, or Wafte and Pafture Land •, One- 
fourth of the Plantable Land is annually appropriated to 
Canes i the other One-fourth is in Canes advancing to Ma¬ 
turity i a Third One-fourth is in Preparation for Canes, from 
which a Crop of Indian Corn is previoufly reaped, and the 
remaining One-fourth is dedicated to Guinea Corn and other 
Provifionsi but this is only to be underftood of a well-ilocked 
and well-landed Eftate. Few have Negroes or Cattle fufficient 
to plant One-fourth of their Cane Land in Canes annually, 
and a treater Proportion is of courfe left in moft for the 
Growth 0 of Corn and Provifions. Coffee Eliates we have none 
here, but from the Land allotted to Cotton a Crop of Indian 
Corn fown through the Field at certain Diftances, and fome- 
times Guinea Corn, is reaped.

This may be well faid to be impofiible—Europeans 
wantin'* Conftitutions adequate to fupport the Heat, and 
Free Negroes the proper Induftry required to cultivate the 

Lands. . 


There has been no Angle Inftance, at leaft that I have ever 
heard of, of an European dedicating himfelf to any 1 hing 
like hard Labour, and expofing himielf to the Sun, who has 
been able to fupport the Heat of this Climate. There can be 
no ftron<*er corroborative Proof of this Aflertion, than the fol¬ 
lowing Faff, which daily Experience evinces. Negro Children, 
expofed to the Sun, fo far from their Skin being injured bv 
its Rays, feem to look the better for them * whereas, not only 
the Children of either Natives or Europeans, or the moft ro- 
buft Europeans themfelves, but the hardieft Natives, feel their 
Skins perpetually bliftered by fuch Expofure.—’Even Mulattoes 
fometimes labour under this Inconvenience.

There can be no necefTary Difference in the Income of a 
Ferfon, fuch as is defcribed in this Query, whether he lives 
here or in England. His Expences to be fure muft be greater 
in a Country where he has every Thing to purchafe. When 
he lives in his own Houfe, his Eftate will contribute laroely 
to the Support of his Table, and his Fortune will of courfe 
™° rc , W dl y r ^cumulate. The Cafe is different where a 
Man s Affairs fuffer from being ill conduced in his Abfence; 
and Inftances have been known of Men having improved 
their Fortunes whilft they continued to live upon their own 
Pirates, and who, without any Extravagance of their own, 
have found themfelves ruined after a Refidence of fome Years 
in nngland, by the mere Mifmanagement of their Properties, 
borne Men, on the contrary, who conduced their Affairs im¬ 
prudently here, have been enriched by entrufting them to the 
Pare of more experienced Perfons, and going to refide in 
Purope; but thefe are accidental Circumftances, and there is 
no neceffary Difference between the nett Income of a Planter 
rehding here or in England, except in the Circumltances 
which have been above ftated.

A moft fettled Averfion ■ So far from addidting themfelves 
to continual or diurnal Labour, they are with Difficulty en¬ 
ticed to the Exercife of any Handicraft Art. Free Neo-roes 
are the Pefts of our Society, the Encouragers of Slaves in 
every Kind of Vice, the Receivers of ftolen Goods, and the 
Abettors of all Sorts of Villany. 

The remaining Queries relating to Subje&s with which I 
am entirely unacquainted, and concerning which I have not

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been able to gain any Information I could depend upon, I 
cannot take upon me to frame any Reply to them. I have 
underftood that the French do purchafc from our Traders a 
creat Proportion of their Negroes-, and that even this addi¬ 
tional Supply is by no Means adequate to the Demand they 
have for Slaves-, and I l'uppofe of courfe that they do giyea 
hSher Price for them than we do, though in 'vhat Propor .on 
I cannot fay. I think it probable that a French Plantation 
may require a greater Number of Negroes to ftock it than an 
Enelifl^one, on account of the greater Number of Holy Days 
obferved by the Roman Catholics. Very few of the Ships 
whidr bring Negroes to this I fland carry f Home ««** 
Produce than is fufficient to ferve them for Ballaft, the

A. 4. The latter Part of Claufe 19th, in Stat. 82, above quoted, fays. But if any Man 
“ {hall wantonly or cruelly kill his own Slave, he (hall pay into the Trealury Fifteen Pounds, 

« Sec. recoverable in any Court of Record.” But thefe contemptible Penalties are in allXa.es 
evaded by the Law, which makes Negroes “ Evidence in no Gale whatfoever agamtt any White 
“ Per/on whatloever.” Murders, and other Cruelties, are frequently committed on Negroes 
or Mulattoes; but no Profecution on that Account has been heard of during Eight Years ot the 
Refidence of this Refpondenr. 

q* e. Are Negro Slaves fed at their Matter’s Expence, or by their own Labour •, and 
\vhen fed by their Matters, with what arc they fed, and in what Quantities ? 

A 5 There is no Law in Barbadoes directing a Matter to feed his Slave, and confe- 
quently no Law direfting how and with what Species, or in what Quantity, they {hall be 
allowed*, nor is there any Law to compel or direft any Allowance of Land to the Slave, or 
any Time legally referved for the Slave to cultivate a Bit of Land, if luch Land were al¬ 
lowed him *, but it is, however, cuftomary in almoft all Plantations to attow them fome 
vegetable Food, fuch as Guinea or Indian Corn, from Six to Twelve Pints per Week; 
fometimes Yams, Eddoes, Pigeon Peas, Plantains, &c. and Three or Four Times in the Year 
fome Salt Fife or Herrings, at the Will of the Matter •, and alio cuftomary to allow them Sun¬ 
days, Chriftmas, and Good Friday, and a Day after each of the Three great Feltivals, Chriftmas, 
Fatter, and Whitfunday, at which Times they may cultivate luch Bits ot Ground, as molt 
Matters of Plantations, at their Pleafure, allow them, for and towards their Maintenance *, but 
as thefe Allowances are neither fandtioned by pofitive Laws, nor enforced by general u- 
tom, fo it happens, that many Proprietors of Slaves, fome with Land, and fome without an 
Acre, neither feed, nor cloath, nor allow them any Thing, except a Portion ot their Time 
to help themfelves as they can, either by Plunder, or by working on Sundays and Holidays 
for anvOne that will pay them ; though in Plantations, and elpecialiy in larger ones, it is 
ufual to allow each adult Negro a Bit of Ground, from Four to Ten Percnes each and 
fometimes up to a Quarter of an Acre j but fuch Generality is rare, except in the larger Plan¬ 
tations that are underttocked with Slaves, and where the good Senle of a Refident Owner directs 
his Humanity. 

Qr 6. Are they cloathed, lodged, and fecured againfi: the Inclemencies of the Seafons? 

State the Law and the Pra&ice. 

A, 6 There is no Law for lodging them, but by voluntary Cuftom; the Matters gene¬ 
rally* allow them to build little Cottages for that Purpofe, and give them lome Afliltance 
with Materials *, fo that, upon the Whole, they are fufficiently lodged in Plantations. In 
Stat. N° 82, Claufe 6th, it is declared, “ That all Slaves {hall have Cloaihs once a Year, 
“ that is. Drawers and Caps for the Men, and Petticoats and Caps for the Women, 
m U p 0n pVin of forfeiting Five Shillings for each Slave not cloathed. One Third to the In- 
*c former, and the Remainder to the Poor of the Parifh.” But it is notortous, that many 
fmall Planters, and Slave Owners without Land, as well as fome greater Proprietors, feldom, 
and fome never, give their Slaves any Cloathing, while, for the mod Parr, in the greater 
Plantations, they are regularly cloathed (Three or Four Times more in Value than as pre- 
fcribtd by the Law). Yet by the Operation of the difqualttymg Claufe, in the Election 
Stat above cited (in Anfwer 2.) no Slave can convift his Mailer, or the Overleer, of this 
Offence, or of any other *, and, without the Evidence of the Slave, no other Perfon can prove 
the Negative, namely, that the Matter did not cloath him, or allow him fome Equivalent for 
that Purpofe. 


Q 7. What is the Annual Expence of the Maintenance of a Negro Man, Woman, and 
Child, at different Ages refpedlively ? Have they any Portions of Land afligned to 
them for the foregoing Purpofe ?—State the Law and the Practice. 

A 7. Without going into a tedious Minutenels in dtftinguilhing Ages and Sizes, we hope 
‘it may be fufficient° to °anfwer this Query, by faying, that the feeding and cloathing, &c. of 
Neoroes at an Average, Men, Women, and Children, cannot be lefs (to a Proprietor who 
tloel properly and ceconomically feed, cloath, and allow medicinal Care and Afliltance when 
they want it) than Three Pence Three Farthings Currency a Head per Day, or about Five 
Pounds Fourteen Shillings per Annum *, but it is notorious, from common Fame, as afore- 
faid that many Proprietors do not give them any certain or regular and fufficient Allow¬ 
ance of Food or Cloathing*, but they are ufually allowed foine fmall Portions of Land.

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8. Arc many Negroes ufually let out to hire; in what Numbers, and on what 
Conditions ? 

A. 8. Many People, who have little or no Land, and yet are pofiefied of a Number of 
Slaves, more than their Land can employ or maintain, moll ufually hire out their Gangs 
to hole Land for Canes in Plantations underftocked with Slaves, at a Price which, by the 
general Decreafe of Slaves in Sugar Plantations, is more than double the ordinary Price of 
Day Labour; for the ufual Price by the Day is from Seven Pence Half-penny to Ten Pence, 
with the ordinary Allowance of Food, i. e. from a Pint and a Half to two Pints of Corn 
(computed at a Penny per Pint) and lometimes (according to their Work) a Dram with 
Melailes, which makes the Average Hire, in Money and in Food, amount to from Eleven 
Pence to Thirteen Pence Half-penny per Day ; but a Number of Slaves, at a Medium between 
Twenty-five and Thirty-two Negroes, that is. Twenty-eight and a Half Negroes, are fully 
fufficient to hole for an Acre of Canes in One Day, at a Medium of 4 £ Feet fquare, or about 
2,411 T V Holes per Statute Acre-, confequently the Negroes hired to hole, at Sixty Shillings 
per Acre, earn for their Owner more than double the medium Price of Day Labour, including 
the Douceur of a Dram of Rum and Meiafies every Day, worth about Three Halfpence more 
than the Medium. 

Q[ 9. Are any Days, or Hours in Days, fet apart, in which the Slaves may labour for 
themfelves?—State the Law and the Pra&ice. 

A. 9. The Law is filent on this Head ; but the Labouring Plantation Slaves are cufto- 
niarily indulged to difpofe of themfelves on Sundays, or a great Part of Sunday, pro¬ 
vided they be not ftationed as Watchmen, or are Cattle Keepers ; and in Planting Time, 
they are occafionally indulged with Saturday Afternoon to plant their own Bit of Ground ; 
but as the Laws aie very peremptory in preventing them from being perverted, by being 
inftruded in moral or religious Duties, fince there are no lefs than Three Statutes 
(N° 64. 69. and 71.) to prevent their going to Quakers Meetings, or heating their Difi- 
courfes, and as thele Laws continue in Force, therefore they can legally do nothing elfe on 
Sundays, but either to fleep or to work, their playing and dancing on Sundays being equally 
forbidden. 

10. Have they any Portions of Land afilgned them for the foregoing Purpole ? 

A. 10. There is no Law for this Purpole ; but the Prad ice in moft Plantations is as dated 
in Anfwer, N® 5. 

Qf xi. Are they fubjed to any peculiar Difeafes to which White Inhabitants, or Free 
Negroes, are not fubjed? and if they are lo fubjed, alfign the Caule. 

A. it. It is not obferved that the Slaves are fubjed to any peculiar Dileafe, to which, 
under the like Circumftances of Poverty and Oppreflion, or of DilTolutenefs and Intemperance, 
White People, and Free Negroes and Mulattoes, are not equally fubjed; their Diet too 
generally vegetable for labouring Slaves, with too lcanty an Allowance of Salt, and only ca- 
fually relieved by ordinary Salt Fifh, or perhaps half putrid Herrings (fince the Lofs of the 
American Trade), prones all Children to breed Worms, and thence to become Dirt Eaters , 
even up to Manhood, or to generate fcorbutic and leprous Dilbrders: Among adult People 
(both White and Black, Free or Slaves) the too frequent Ufe of Rum fubjeds them equally to 
Jaundice, Dropfy, and Death. 

Qj 12. What Care is taken of them in Sicknefs ? Are there any Laws or Regulations 
for that Purpofe ? 

A. 12. In lome Owners, their Intereft in preferving the Lives of fuch Slaves as are pro¬ 
fitable, operates to the fame End as Humanity does in others; and though there is no 
Law to dired or enforce the Care of the Sick, it is the general Pradice in Plantations to 
give a (landing Salary (as far as Five Shillings a Head per Negro) to fome medical Perfon, 
Apothecary, or Praditioner, to fupply Medicines and Attendance annually; and fome others. 


Note.—Upon the feveral Anfwers 5, 6, 7, and 9, Barbadoes Stat. N° 82, Claufe 15, provides, that after 
a Negro Slave is hanged for any Crime, the Sum of £. 25, and no more, (hall be levied on the Country, to pay 
Damages to the Perfon robbed by fuch Negro, and the Overplus, if any be, to the Owner of the Slave fo 
executed : And Claufe 16th recites, “ But in regard there are fome Matters and Owners of Negroes who do 
“ not make fufHcient Confcience of providing what is neceffary for their Negroes and other Slaves, or al- 
“ lowing them Time to plant or provide for themfelves, for which Caufe fuch Negroes are necettitated to 
“ commit Crimes contrary to this Law, that therefore fuch Owners, whofe Negled of their Slaves make 
«* them in fome Meafure guilty of their Crimes, may not be countenanced therein at the Charge of the 
“ Public,” Enaded, &c. to enquire if fuch Slave was properly provided with Neceflaries, &c. if not, to pay 
no Part of the £. 25 to the Owner, &c. 

It is worthy of Obfervation, that this Enquiry is not to be made till after the Slave is hanged.

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perhaps more provident, give a Salary for Daily Attendance, and import at their own Charge, 
an Afiortroent of all the neceflary Medicines from Apothecaries Hall, to prevent Negroes being 
Joft for Want of the beft or more expenfivc Remedies. 


i t,. What Provifion is made for them when old or difabled, and arc their Matters 
obliged, in fuch Cafes, to maintain them ? 

A. 13. It has been fet forth (in Anfwers, N° 5 and 8) that fome People have Negroes with¬ 
out Land to maintain them, depending on their being hired to work in Plantations that are un- 
derftocked, or to Perfons who will maintain them. We mutt here obferve, that in fuch Cafes 
it too frequently happens, when the Slaves of fuch People are pad: their Labour, they are aban¬ 
doned by their Owners, both to Want and to Difeafc, without Relief or Remedy, as the Law 
affords none ; or if it did, while the Negro is no Evidence in any Cafe whatfoever againft White 
Perfons, fuch a Law would be nugatory. 


, 4 . What is the general Period of their Lives is it of equal Duration with that 
of the White Inhabitants or Free Negroes ? 

A. 14. Under fimilar Circumftances and equal Treatment, we are of Opinion that the 
general Period of their Lives is at leaft of equal Duration with that of the White Inhabitants 

or Free Negroes. . . 

In the Plantation where this Anfwcr is written, there are now living, in different Families, 
Three and fome Four Generations up to Seventy, Eighty, and Ninety Years old, and upwards 
(ihe oldeft a lVlulatto of Nineiy-leven Years old, born in the birlt \car of Governor Kendall s 
Government, is dill in the Enjoyment of his Memory, and all his Faculties} a Negro in a 
contiguous Plantation, was a Watchman there Eighty Years paft, and is ftiil an able Man); 
and though there are of thele different Generations, the feveral Gradations of Men, Women, 
old, middle-aged. Youths, and Infants, neverthelcls by hard Uiage we have Evidence that 50 
per’Cent, of the Stock has been funk in the Courfe of Forty Years preceding the Year 1784-, 
and although the Climate is remarkably falutary, both to Black and White, under equal Treat¬ 
ment, the Probability leems to be, that it ffiould be more luicable to Black Labourers in 
general; and yet White Labourers are found to bear the hardeft Labour that is neceflary, 
without any Inconvenience, unul they deftroy their Conftitutions by Excefies of Rum, Drink¬ 
ing, and Venery. 


Qr What is the Prattice rtfpetting the Marriage of Negro Slaves, and what are 
the Regulations concerning it ? 

A. 15. There arc no Regulations, but fuch as they make according to their own Cuftoms. 
Their contubernal Connettions are unlimited as to Number and local Situations, formed and 
broken off again at Pleafure-, but the firft Wife, if (till in Friendfhip and Confidence of the 
Hufband, continues to govern the Houfehold, though his Appetite may be (hared to One, 

Two, or Three more. . 

The Women, however, have in general a Senfe of Decency and Decorum in their Fidelity, 

under this voluntary Connection. The Men have none-, they follow the Examples of the 
White Servants, who are their immediate and vifible Matters. To their loofe Amours many 
of them are facrificed. Both Sexes are frequently travelling all Night, going to or returning 
from a diftant Connection, in order, without Sleep, to be in due Time to go through a hard 
Day’s Labour after their notturnal Adventures. 


Qr ,6. Can any Caufe be afiigned which impedes the natural Increafe of Negro 
Slaves? 

A. 16. The’ Anfwer to the foregoing Query points out one leading Caufe ; the lafeivious 
Abufe of* Authority in White Servants, over the immature and unprotected Females, is ano¬ 
ther; and after thefe, fevere Punilhments, hard Fare, as to Diet, Cloathing, and Want of due 
Care*when fick, are the moil probable Caules of that Impediment. 


Qr , 7> Are many Children born of Negro Slaves; and in what Proportion are they 
reared ? 

A. 17. The Female Slaves brought up as Houfe Negroes are generally very productive, 
and fo alfo are thofe brought up to work in the Field, when they are the Property of Overfeers 
of Militia Tenants, or of fmall Freeholders of Ten Acres, or under; but in Plantations be¬ 
longing to Abfentees, while the Overfeers Negroes, employed on Hire in the fame Planta¬ 
tion (though for the moll Part in and about the Bufinefs of the Houfe) are generally in- 
creafing thofe of the abfent Owner being all turned into the Field to work, are mod gene- 
rally Oecreafing, and that rather by real or imaginary ill Ufage than by a fair Proportion of 
hard Labour; for whether the Overfeers are evidently partial to their own Slaves or not, 
the Plantation Slaves mod commonly are jealous on that Account, and under that Opinion 
are fubjett to pine away and die. The Proportion of Children born on a Plantation, and in 
what Proportion reared, may be gathered from the following Fatts: On Two Plantations 
r 1 well 
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well flocked with Negroes, the Overfeers were allowed to bring on a few of their own Ne¬ 
groes upon Hire, on the Ipecious Pretence of making the Work eafier to the Plantation 
Slaves; in Forty Years, under this Mode of Management, the Plantation Stock was decreafed 
by One Half, while the Overfeer’s Gangs were increafed, by Births, fuffieient to flock little 
Eftatcs for themfelves.—On a Plantation of Two Hundred and Eighty-eight Slaves, in June 
1780, viz. Ninety Men, Eighty two Women, Fifty-fix Boys, and Sixty Girls, by the Exer¬ 
tions of an able and honeft Manager, there were only Fifteen Births, and no lefs than Fifty- 
feven Deaths, in Three Years and Three Months. An Alteration was made in the Mode of 
governing the Slaves ; the Whips were taken from all the White Servants, all arbitrary Punilh- 
ments were abolifhed, and all Offences were tried, and Sentence paffed by a Negro Court* 
in Four Years and Three Months, under this Change of Government, there were Forty-four 
Births, and only Forty-one Deaths, of which Ten Deaths were of fuperannuated Men and 
Women, and paft Labour, fome above Eighty Years old ; but in the fame Interval, the Annual 
Neat Clearance of the Eftate was above Three Times more than it had been for Ten Years 
before. 


Ql 18. Are the Children of Negroes fubjeCt to any Difeafes to which the Children of 
White Inhabitants or Free Negroes are not equally fubjeCt ? And if they are, to whac 
Caufes is it to be imputed ? 

A. 18. It does not appear that the Children of Slaves are expofed to any Difeafes, different 
from thofe of Free Negroes, except what may arife from lefs Care, or worfe Food, in Planta¬ 
tions where the Government is bad; and as to fuch Diforders as Yaws and Leprofy, fufpeCtcd 
tO\ be hereditary in Negroes, it requires more Obfervarion and Experience than we have to decide 
whether the White People are exempt from the fame Difeafes or not. 

Qj 19. Are Negroes, or their Children, in general baptized ? 

A. 19. In general they are not; fome few, and very few are ; but the Practice of it is ge¬ 
nerally difeouraged by the White People; for which, we could never hear a candid or intelli¬ 
gible Realon. 

Qr 20. What Religious Inftitutions are there for their Benefit in each of the Iflands ? 

A. 20. There does not appear to be any in Barbadoes; it has been a vulgar Opinion, thac 
the fine Eftate annexed to Coddcrington College, in this lfland, intrufted to the Society for 
Propagation of the Gofpel, had been committed to that venerable Body for fome Religious or 
good Purpofe applicable to thefe Iflands; and fome Years ago, there was a Seminary for the 
Education of Youth in Grammatical and Mathematical Learning, eftablifhed there, and fup- 
ported by the Eftate, which is a very valuable one, and much Benefit to the then rifing Gene¬ 
ration was derived from it ; but it has been for many Years fufpended; a great Lol's to the 
Youth of all the Britifh Caribbee Iflands. 

Qf 21. Are any Miflionaries fent from England for their InftruCtion, and what has 
been their Succefs ? If unfuccefsful, to what Caufe is it to be attributed i* 

A. 21. We know of no Miflionaries having been fent here from England, unlcfs the Maf- 
ters and Teachers of the late College and the Catechift (the only one whofe Appointment is 
faid to be ftill continued there) were intended to be confidered as Miflionaries. But before any 
Kind of religious or moral Education can be offered to the Negroes, to any effectual good End, 
thofe immoral and impolitic Laws of this Colony, which give a legal Cover and Encourage¬ 
ment to the moft atrocious Crimes that White People may commit, muft be abrogated ; for the 
Negroes, obferving the immoral Lives and Aftions of the White People, think they have a 
natural Right to imitate their Bafenefs, and to retaliate by all that lying and dealing can enable 
them to do. 

Ql 22. Are the Miflionaries more fuccefsful in the Inftruclion and Converfion of the 
Free Negroes than in the InftruCtion and Converfion of the Slaves ; and to whac 
Caufes is any Difference in this Rel'peft to be imputed ? 

A. 22. No Miflionaries of the Church of England having been here, what can be faid of 
their Succefs ? There are, however, fome Negroes, both Slaves and Free, who are Chriftians, 
and many of great Truth and Probity; but they owe their InftruCtion to the Humanity of 
their particular Owners, and not to any profeffed Miflionaries. There are alfo many Negroes, 
who, from the Lights of Nature, are honeft and of moral Principles and Practices, who be¬ 
lieve in a Supreme Being, in the Survivance of their fpiritual Part, and in the Expectation of 
future Rewards and Punishments. The Univcrfality of thefe Three Points of Faith are de- 
monltrated by their Funeral Rites and their Anniverfary Celebrations of them to departed 
Friends. The Reafon why there are not more Negroes, cither Slaves or Free, of good Prin¬ 
ciples, arifes from the Immorality, Iniquity, and Inhumanity of the Laws, as noticed in the fore¬ 
going Anfwer (A. 21.).

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Q. 34. Is the Labour of Cattle, and of what Species, and in what Proportion, ufed 
in the Cultivation of a Weft-India Plantation ? 

A. 34. Bulls and Oxen are moft generally ufed for making Manure on the Pens, and for 
Draft moft generally; fome Horfe Teams are likewife ufed, but not near fo many as for¬ 
merly, as the Price of Corn, fince the Interruption of free Trade with North America, has 
rendered Horfe-keeping too dear to fupport them, notwithftanding the great Utility of them in 
carrying down the Crops, and bringing up Supplies to the Plantations with Eafe and Expe¬ 
dition, and likewife the fuperior Advantage of their Manure. But our Working Horned Cat¬ 
tle are not fed with Grain. 

Q. 35. Could the Quantity of fuch Cattle be increafed, and could their Labour be 
fubftituted for that or Slaves, in a greater Extent than it is at prefent ? 

A. 35. Undoubtedly it could, if it was only in the Article of weeding and moulding up 
Guinea Corn, a moft profitable Plant in this Ifiand, as its Leaves feed Bulls, Oxen, Cows, 
and Horfes Three Quarters of the Year. Its Grain ftands in the Place of European Corn, 
to feed the Negroes, Horfes, Hogs, and Sheep, and all other Sorts of Stock, as Poultry for 
the Table; and laftly, its Stalk, which is a Kind of Bamboo Cane, is Fuel to boil off the 
Sugar, &c. 

Q. 36. Have different European Inftruments of Hufbandry from Time to Time 
been introduced in the Cultivation of Plantation" in the Weft Indies, and is it 
likely that the Ufe of tbefe could be extended, or farther Improvements in this 
ReipeCt be applied, to lighten and abridge the Labour of the Slaves, in cultivating 
Weil India Plantations ? 

A. 36. Such different Inftruments have been introduced, and there can be no Doubt, that 
in fome Situations the proper Ufe of the Plough and Harrow would lighten and abridge the 
Labour of Slaves very much; but Mankind are here, as in moft Countries, bigotted to their 
own Cuftoms : however, they may be the Effedt of Ignorance: and old Cuftoms, like old Re¬ 
ligions, feldom yield eafily to new ones merely through rational Convidlion. T. he Change muft 
be effected by Infinuation. 

The Suffolk and Norfolk Ploughs have not been received in other Parts of England, not 
even in the Neighbouring Counties, where they would be equally ufetul! All Lands which 
lie nearly in a horizontal Level, not fubjedt to be walked away with our great Rains, that 
are not too deap in wet Weather, nor too foon hardened in dry Weather, nor that are not 
too rocky, would plough to great Advantage. Canes might be planted in Trenches by the 
Plough, and thereby lave £. 3. or £, 3. 10. per Acre for Hand Holing. The Intervals be¬ 
tween thefe planted Trenches could be better weeded by the Hole Plough than by Hand 
Hoes: The Dung might then be put out with Wheelbarrows, inftead of being carried ouc 
on the Heads of Slaves, the Labour which of all others they moft abhor; and not without 
Reafon, as it generally caufes Ruptures, from the Exertion of running with fuch a Load on 
their Heads. 


Firft Set of Additional Queries. 

Q. 1. a. What is the whole Number of Acres in the Ifiand of Barbadoes -, and how 
much of that Part, which is at prefent not cultivated, is capable of being brought 
into Cultivation ? 

A. 1. a. The whole Ifiand contains 106,470 Acres, of which, fuppofing about 26,470 
to be occupied by neceffary Roads, Houfes, Fortifications, &c. there will remain about 8o,ood 
Acres of productive Land. 

Q^ 2. a. How much Land is there in Barbadoes which is not private Property ? 

A. 2. a. The few Spots appropriated to the Crown for Fortifications, &c. are not worth 
Notice in this large Account. All the reft of the Land is fomehow or other occupied as 
private Property, though not all to the belt Advantage. Many Sugar Plantations, whofe 
Works have been deftroyed, and the Negroes and Working Cattle (properly the Averia Carrucco 
of this Ifiand) carried off by the Operation of an impolitic and unjuft Law (repugnant to the 
Laws of England), lie in a negleCted State, not producing a Third Part of what, in their former 
Condition and Circumftances, they were capable of. 

We have not the Means of faying, with Precifion, what the Quantity of fuch negleCted Lands 
may be; but we fuppofe, by an Enquiry at the MarlhaPs Office, the broken-up Mill Planta¬ 
tions, within the laft Ten Years, would be found to be many Thoufand Acres. 

Q. 3. a. What Proportion of the Land, which is private Property in Barbadoes, is 
now in Cultivation ? What Proportion of the Land now in Cultivation in the faid 
Ifiand would, from Situation or Soil, admit of the Ufe of the Plough ? 
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A. 3. a. The Firft Part anfwered in the preceding Anfwers, A. 1. a. and A. 2. a. To 
anfwer the Second Part would require a fpecial Survey of the Ifland, felefting fuch Grounds as 
fhould be marked out by a Perfon of complete Knowledge and Experience of the Soil, agree¬ 
able to the Defcription of Lands fit to be ploughed, as given in A. 36. 

Q. 4. a. In how many Plantations in Barbadoes has the Plough been known to be 
introduced, for the Purpofe of preparing the Land for Cultivation ? 

A. 4. a. Cannot fay : But we know that in fome Places where Ploughs have been tried, and 
laid by again. Experience, Judgment, and practical Knowledge, were not always afiifting in 
the Operations. 

5. a. How many Slaves in the Whole are employed in the faid Ifland in the Culti¬ 
vation of Sugar, Cotton, Coffee, Indigo, &c. ? And how many, in menial Services, 
in making Roads, Fifhing, or any other Employments ? 

A. 5. a. Some Facts from the Treafurer’s Office might affilt in forming an Anfwer, by 
Eftimaiion, to this Queftion, by knowing the Number of Negroes given in from the Inha¬ 
bitants of the Four Towns, diflinft from the Number given in by the Planters and Inha¬ 
bitants of the Country, and likewife the Number given in by thole who keep Fifhing Boats 
and Droghers ; but not having this Information, the Writer of this Anfwer can form no Ef- 
timate. 


Q. 6. a. What Proportion does the Number of Slaves bear to the Number of Acres 
employed in each Species of Cultivation, and what is the Average Proportion of Pro¬ 
duct in each Species to the Number of Acres or of Slaves? 

A. 6. a. To cultivate and manure Annually 100 Acres of Canes, requires the Labour of 
150 working Negroes at leafl: in the Field, befides feveral others in different Offices, as 
Tradelmen, Watchmen, Cattle Keepers, Carters, &c. and an Allowance for old and paft^La- 
bour, fick, breeding Women and Children, making in the whole 300; and for raifing 
fofficient Manure, there fhould be 200 Head of Bulls, Cows, and Oxen : to fupport all which 
there fhould not be lefs than 640 Acres of productive Land, in order to allow enough to feed 
both Negroes and Cattle, and to fpare about 46 Acres, or of this Land, for Militia Tene¬ 
ments ; the Average Produce of which Plantation fhoeld (barring Accidents of Climate, War, 
and Infidelity of Servants) be about 162 fmall Hogfheads or Tierces of Mulcovado Sugar, and 
as much Rum as to pay the Current Plantation Expences, and to leave the Sugar as a clear 
Income, Value in thele Times about £. 1,950. 

For 100 Acres of Cotton, One third Part or the Negroes required for the Culture of 100 Acres 
of Canes would be fufficient, Or.e third Part of the Land, and One third Part of the Cattle; 
and hence it has happened, that fince the Decreafe of Negroes, the Diminution of the Profits 
by Sugar, and the lncreafe in the Price of Lumber and other Supplies from America, that 
fo many Planters have taken up the Culture of Cotton in this Ifland, though the Annual 
Average Value of 100 Acres of Cotton on the Sugar Plantations in the interior Parts of the 
Ifland remote from the Sea (if it efcapes the forementioned precarious Accidents) will not be 
above £. 450 clear, for Want of thofe Offals of a Sugar Eftare, Rum, Melaffcs, and Trafh, fo 
neceffary to the Support of the Negroes •, yet as the Exertion of Labour for Cotton is fo much 
lefs than that required for Canes, both Prudence and Humanity has recommended it to many 
Planters of large Eftates*. 

Q. 7. a. Is the Corn, Grafs, or Ground Provifions raifed in Barbadoes, produced from 
feparate Farms, or from Lands annexed to the Plantations refpeftively, and worked 
by the Negroes belonging to the faid Plantation ? What is the Kind of Manure mad® 
ufe of in the faid Ifland ? 

A. 7. a. In Barbadoes there are no feparate Pafture or Provifion Grounds, the great Po¬ 
pulation of the Ifland admits of no fuch diftant Appendages; all the feveral ufeful Divifions, 
Appropriations, and Operations, are performed within the Bounds of the fame Plantation, and 
by the common Plantation Negroes. (The Manure is defcribed in A. 27.)

* While by imprudent Exertions on Sugar Plantations, there might have been a vifible lncreafe of Crop, 
perhaps to 4 or £. 500 Annual Value, there was at the fame Time an Annual Decreafe of working Ne- 
grees to more than double that Value ; fo that when a prudent Proprietor looks into his Accounts, he find* 
it his Intereft to be contented with a fmaller Annual Income for fome Years to come, while he is fparing the 
Lives of his Negroes as well as encouraging their lncreafe, and thereby preventing an Annual Lofs of his Stock, 
more than double to the lncreafe of Income by the former imprudent Exertions. In England, where a Farm¬ 
er is oi)ly at the temporary Expence of hiring as many Labourers Day by Day as his Farm requires, all Ex¬ 
ertions of Labour will turn to his Profit, and all Deaths or Sicknefs of Labourers are not his private Lofs: but 
in this Colony every Thing is bounded within narrow Limits; no hired Labour is to be had when moft wanted. 
Every Proprietor muft be Mafter of all his Labourers, and the Death of a fingle working Slave is equal to 
the Lofs of Two thoufand Days of his Labour.

The l.aws of this Ifland are of fo unaccountable a Caft (we mean the local Laws) as if they 
were particularly defigned to encourage fuch Infidelity, by difqualifying all Negro Evidence 
againft White Men. For although 300 Negroes on a Plantation being examined, and crofs-ex- 
anuned, might d.lcovcr many Frauds praft.fcd in their full View, and in Execution whereof 
itey may have been commanded loaffift; yet the happy Effcft of this Law is, to render them 
effectually blind, dear, ar.d dumb.

A. 1. b. It is in general obvious to any Perfon of Obfervation, that Free Negroes and Mu- 
lattoes mud apply rhemfelves to fome Kind of Induftrv, as they are never feen beoging, either 
Males or Females; whereas the Ifland in general is peered with White Beg°ars of both 
Sexes, and of all Ages, covered only with filthy Rags, while the Free Negroes and Mulattoes 
are well cloathed, and appear to be well fed. Probably they do not offer themfclves to work 
for Daily Wages in the Field, mixed with Plantation Slaves, becaufe, knowing themfclves to 
be either Negroes or the Defendants of Negroes, legally expofed to any Violence which an 
angry Overfeer or other White Servants might commit againft them with Impunity they 
prudently employ themfclves in other Ways. Many of the Men work at the various Trades 
of Smiths, Carpenters, and Malons, and ferve as Militia Tenants, and cultivate their Tene¬ 
ments induftrioufly. Two Free Black Tradefmen, a Mafon and a Carpenter, are Miliiia Te¬ 
nants on the i_.ftate of this Refpondent, and labour on their Tenements with their own Hands, 
living with Sobriety and good Order; feveral others rent fmall Parcels of Land in his Neigh¬ 
bourhood, and lome of them by their Induitry have been able to purchafe little Freeholds, 
and build good Habitations on them. We think it proper to obferve here, that an Acre 
of plantable and productive Land, carefully cultivated, is iiiflkienr to fupply Three Perfons 
with Foot! ; and that a Tenement for a Foot Soldier muft be Two Acres, and for a Horfe- 
man Four Acres. Among the Free Females, the youngrr ones, befides Needle Work, pro¬ 
bably derive lome Profits by Gallantry ; the Elder, by having faved fomething on which they 
trade by Huckftering, though induftrious, is nut the moft uieful to the Community, as their 
Shops are generally Receptacles of all Sorts of ftolen Property ; but the Free Blacks 
and Mulattoes in tiiis Trade are only few, otherwife than as the Servants and Sub-Ao-ents 
of the White Hucldters (fome of whom denominate themfclves Merchants in the Capital 
Towns) to colleft ftolen Property for them out of the Plantations, knowing, that under the 
Difqualification of Negro Evidence, the Crime of being Receivers of Stolen Property cannot be 
proved againft them. Four feveral ACts of the Colony'have been made to prevent the ftealing 
of Cotton, and very fevere againft ihe Receivers, but Defetts were Toon found in them all upon 
Trial, and inch DcfrCts will atwavs continue till the Information of Negroes can be legally taken 
againft White Suborners and Receivers.

It is generally fuppofed there may be about Four or Five thou* 
fand Slaves more in the Ifiand (perhaps new-born Infants not yet given in to the 
Treafurer, fome Runaways, and fome old, difeafed, or paft Labour, abandoned by 
their Owners)} fo that the whole Number of Slaves may probably amount to about 
67,500; the Number of Free Negroes and Mulattoes cannot be lei's than about 
5,000 (though there is no certain Account of them by ar.y legal Authority*). This 
would bring up the whole Number of the Negro Race to about 72,500; the Number of 
Whites can be very little, if at all, under 30,000, as the Militia mutters upwards of 3,000, 
from which Duty all chief Overleers of Plantations, and leveral other Orders of Men, are 
exempted by Law; and befides thele Exemptions, deducing Women, Children, fuperan- 
nuated. Cripples, and Tick Ferfons, from the 30,000 Whites, and confidering that no Country 
can furnifh more than a Tenth Part of its Numbers to a Militia, we cannot put the whole 
Number at lels than One hundred thoufand of all Sexes, Ages, and Colours.— 1 his Refpond- 
ent can give no Account, from his own Knowledge, of any Indented Servants being now in 
the I Hand; that is, of Servants indented in Great Britain or Ireland, and brought hither under 
fuch Indentures; nor has he any Account of what Number of fuch Servants were here 
io any former Period, fince the Ibort Account given by Ligon, (141 Years ago,) when there 
were 28 fuch Servants on the Plantation, which now makes Part of the Land m Pofieflion of 
this Refpondent; he can only diftinguilh the Proportions of his own Slaves in the following 
Clafies; for Negroes can feldom give any Account of their own Ages; and hts Attornies 
and former Overleers either carried off or deftroyed the Stock Books of their Times. The 
Age of his oldell Man, a Mulatto, about Ninety-feven Years, who was bom in the Begin¬ 
ning of Colonel Kendal’s GovernmentIn the firft Clafs (called in the Plantation, Firft 
Gang) are included Head Men, Officers, and Tradesmen, fuch as Drivers, Rangers, Carpen¬ 
ters, Coopers, Smiths, Mai'ons, Difiillers, Boilers, Clayers, Herdfman and Groom, and 
fome Domeftic Servants. The Second Clafs (called in Plantations, Second Gang). The 
Third Clafs (called in Plantations, ‘Third Gang). The fourth Clafs, called Playing Children ; 
and Fifth Clafs, called Sucking Children. 


• It is ufual, when a Negro is wantonly fhotby fome angry White Man, in the Neighbourhood of Bridge 
Town, that the Free Negroes and Mulattoes make a ceremonious Funeral; after which fome Two or Three 
thoufand Men and Women, in decent Mourning, walk in folemn Proceffion, the Kindred of the Deceafed as 
Chief Mourners, and after thefe, all that were their Friends or Acquaintances ; (*« Turn mcefta Phalanx 
« Teucrique fequuntur, poftquam omms longe Comitum proceflerat Ordo ;”) but quite peaceable, filent, and 
inoffenfive, and without any peculiar Notice being taken of this Proceffion, or of the Occafion of it, by the 
Town’s People, but as of an Occurrence in the ordinary Courfe of Events.—From One of thefe Proceffions, 
which this Writer faw in Bridge Town foon after his Arrival in the lfland, and which, from the Length of 
Time it was palling, muft have confided of about Two thoufand People, he was enabled to make fome £(li- 
mate of the probable Number of Free Negroes and Mulattoes in the other Towns and Parifhes of the 
lfland. 

Another fuch Funeral Proceffion was made a few Days ago (May 1788) ; the Number faid to be about 
Three thoufand People, on the Occafion of the Negro Woman (hot by a Man in Bridge Town.—Many fuch 
wanton Murders happen in the Country ; but when diftant from the Towns are fcarcely noticed, any more 
than the Death of a Cow or a Horfe.

There is an Increafe fince the Year 1787, but the Account is not made up till the Delivery 
of the Cloathing, which will be in a few Days, the Stores being arrived but not landed. 
In the firft Plantation there are only 14 African-born, 9 Males and Five Females, all 
30 Years old and upward, to above 60, except One about 22, bought 2 Years ago. And in 
the Second Plantation there are 14 African-born Males, all of 20 Years and upwards, and no 
Females (the African-born Females were the Property of the former Overfeers). The Num¬ 
ber in the Firft Gangs being 222, and thofe of all the Four junior Claffes amounting to no 
more than 116, it is obvious that the Dilproportion muft have been owing to a Failure of Births 
or Barrennefs, for a long Interval, till within five or Six Years paft. °From 44 to 222 is a 
glaring Difproportion between the Firft and Second Claffes, for without fuch a Defeft in Births 
and fuch an Increafe in Deaths, as is dated (in A. 17.) of 57 Deaths, and only te Births in lefs 
than Four Years, the Numbers in the 4 inferior Claffcs Ihould have exceeded, or at leaft have 
equalled thofe in the Firft Clafs *. ave

* The following Obfervations, drawn from Fafls which, in the Courfe of above Forty Years have h->n 
pened in the fore-mentioned Plantations, will account for a great Part of the Deficiency in the Three Middle 

Among feveral erroneous Practices and Opinions which have been eftablilhed here, much to the Difadvan- 
tage of abfent or carelefs Proprietors, One is, that of admitting Overfeers to bring into their Plantations 
Gangs of their Negroes upon Hire, under the plaufihle Reafon of alleviating the Labour of the Plantation 
Negroes : Another Error is, that many fuch Overfeers recommend to their Mafters, in purchafinc Supplies 
of young Africans, to buy all Males, as they will be more immediately profitable by their Work * whereas 
Females are above Three Parts of their Time taken up in breeding and fuckling a tedious and precarious 
Offspring, from which no Profit can be expected for many Years to come; but at the fame Time thefe 
prudent Advifersbuy moftly Females for themfelves, keeping them in the Houfe at the Expence of the abfent 
Mafters, and charging them in the Books as working in the Plantation, while the Matter’s Houfe Neeroes 
are turned into the Field, under the fpecious Pretence of increafing the Working Gangs ; where that unac- 
cuftomed Labour, under the Weight of ihe Whip, generally puts an End to their Troubles, and their Lives 
in a mort Space. And in the Courfe of Time, when this Overfeer, for more alluring Intcrcft retires 
from this Plantation, where the Novelty of his purchafed Females had attracted the Defires of the Plantation 
Men, he w.ll of courfe carry off the Offspring of his Female Slaves, leaving the Plantation almoft deftitute 
of any rifing Race in the Second and 1 bird Gangs, and in the Fourth and Fifth Claflcs, which alone could 
have fupported the old Stock.

The Afts relating to Slaves which have fince palled, and never have been printed, 
here follow, as extracted from the Books of Manulcript Laws. 

Barbadoes. An Aft to amend an Aft, intituled, «* An aft for the Governing of 

“ Negroes.” 

WHEREAS, by an Aft or Statute of this Ifland, patted the Eighth Day of Auguft 
One thoufand Six hundred and Eighty-eight, intituled, “An Aft lor the Governing of 
“ Negroes,” It is among other Things Enafted, That it lhall and may be lawful for all 
Matters, Overfeers, and other Perfons whatfoever, to apprehend and take up any Negro or 
other Slave or Slaves that lhall be found out of the Plantation of his or their Matter or 
Owner at any Time, efpecially Saturday Nights, Sundays, and other Holidays, not being on 
lawful Bufinefs, and with a Letter from their Matter, or a Ticket, or not having a White 
Man with them (except fuch Negro, or other Slave or Slaves as ufually attend their Matter, 
and have on a Livery), and the faid Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, correft by a moderate 
Whipping, and after Notice given to their Matter, Owner, or Overfeer, him or them detain, 
until the faid Matter, Owner, or Overfeer, pay to the faid Perfon that took him up Two 
Shillings and Six Pence for every fuch Negro, or other Slave, he making Oath before the 
next Juftice of the Peace (if thereunto required by the Owner of fuch Negro, or other Slave) 
that he found or faw no Letter or Ticket with him. And whereas divers ill-difpofed and 
malicious Perfons, out of Refentment to particular Perfons, againft whom they had conceived 
Malice and Ill-will, have, under Colour of the faid recited Aft, though contrary to the 
Spirit and true Intention thereof, made it their Praftice to apprehend, take up, and correft 
Slaves, whom of their own Knowledge they knew were on the lawful Bufinefs of their 
Owners, merely becaufe fuch Slaves were without Tickets; which Praftice being very pre¬ 
judicial and injurious to the Owners of Slaves, particularly to thole who, from the Situation 
of their different Eftates, render it ncceffary that their Slaves Ihould be frequently patting 
from one Eftate to another, and from their Dwelling Houfes and Eftates (to the Towns and 
Bays) : For the Remedy thereof for the future. Be it enafted, by his Excellency Charles 
Pinfold, Efq; Captain General, Governor, and Commander in Chief of this Ifland, &c. 
the Honourable the Members of his Majefty’s Council, and the General Affembly, and by 
the Authority of the fame. That when any Perfon lhall hereafter, by virtue of the faid re¬ 
cited Aft, or otherwife, apprehend and take up any Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, that lhall 
be found out of the Plantation of his, her, or their Matter or Owner, without a Livery, and 
without a Letter or Ticket of fuch Matter or Owner, fuch Perfon fo apprehending fuch Slave 
or Slaves lhall not correft or whip him, her, or them, as direfted by the faid Aft, but lhall 
immediately carry the faid Slave or Slaves to the next Juftice of the Peace, and lhall make 
Oath before the faid Juftice that he found or faw no Letter or Ticket with fuch Slave or 
Slaves ; and further alfo, that he verily believed fuch Slave or Slaves was or were not on the 
lawful Bufinefs of his, her, or their Owner or Owners*, and the faid Juftice lhall thereupon 
fummons before him the Owner or Owners, to pay unto the Perfon fo apprehending fuch 
Slaves Two Shillings and Six Pence for every fuch Slave* and the faid Juftice lhall alfo 
enquire into the Caufe of fuch Slave or Slaves Abfence from the Plantation of his, her, 
or their Owner or Owners; and if it lhall appear to the faid Juftice that the faid 
Slave or Slaves was or were not on the lawful Bufinefs, he or they lhall, by Or¬ 
der of the faid Juftice, be correfted by a moderate Whipping: Provided always ne- 
verthelcfs. That this Aft lhall not extend to Owners and Overleers of Plantations, who 
take up and apprehend Slaves at any public Meetings of fuch Slaves on Saturday 
Nights, Sundays, or other Holidays, or who lhall take up and apprehend Slaves uling and 
carrying of large Clubs, wooden Swords, or other mifehievous and dangerous Weapons, 
or doing any Aft tending to a Breach of the Peace or the Difturbance of the Neighbourhood ; 
but all Owners and Overfeers of Plantations apprehending Slaves found by them on fuch 
Plantations, and all other Perfons apprehending them at their public Meetings on Saturday 
1 Nights, 
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Nights, Sundays, and other Holidays, or carrying dangerous Weapons, or doing any Aft 
tending to a Breach of the Peace or Disturbance of the Neighbourhood as aforefaid, lhall and 
may in all fuch Cafes proceed againft fuch Slaves, in the Manner prefcribed by the faid reci¬ 
ted Aft, intituled, “ An Aft for the governing of Negroes-,” any Thing in this Aft contained 
to . ,je contrary notwithftanding : And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid. 
That nothing contained herein fhall be of Force or Effeft, until his Majefty’s Royal Plea- 
fure (hall be fignified and declared in this llland of and concerning the fame.
